It is one of Mary 
Knight Potter’s sympathetic works, the lady 
to whom we were indebted two seasons ago 
for “The Art of the Vatican,” and is con¬ 
structed on similar lines, having a most help¬ 
ful and instructive text, gracefully and mod¬ 
estly presented, being richly illustrated and 
artistically bound—the illustrations reproduc¬ 
ing in careful artistic style many famous 
works of art, in full-page pictures. The L. 
C. Page Company are the publishers of this 
work as they were of “The Art of the Vati¬ 
can.” 

Figuratively taken by the hand, we are 
“personally conducted” by the appreciative 
author through the mazes of this immense 
building, pausing only, however, before the 
greatest works of the greatest masters, to have 
them carefully described and critically esti¬ 
mated, the latter generally a digest of the 
opinions of the most famous art critics of 
the world, although Miss Potter does not 
hesitate to record her own thoughts and feel¬ 
ings in describing a favorite picture or dis¬ 
cussing a much-loved master. 

To describe all the art treasures of the 
Louvre, in a book of ordinary size, would 
not only be utterly impossible, but utterly 


wearisome. No such attempt is made. In 
the first place the text is confined entirely 
to the oil paintings, and secondly to certain 
schools. The information off ered the amateur or 
indeed the art student is most valuable, and an 
excellent basis for future sightseeing or study. 

The larger space has been given to the 
French school. Other schools are very thor¬ 
oughly dealt with, however; the Italian al¬ 
most as generously as the French, while 
the leading works of German, Spanish, 
Flemish, English and Dutch artists are en¬ 
thusiastically described. 

Superb chefs-d'oeuvre of Michael Angelo, 
Titian, Rubens, Claude Lorraine, Paul Ve¬ 
ronese, Guido Reni, Velasquez, Murillo, 
Rembrandt, Holbein, Frans Hals, and other 
giants of the past arc brought before the read¬ 
ers’ eyes in detailed sketches, which include 
not only the composition of the picture, but 
the color scheme, and frequently unhackneyed 
anecdotes relating to the artist’s life and work.

Letters written from the Eternal City, by 
Maud Howe to her relatives in America, make 
up the beautiful volume entitled “Roma 
Beata.” Maud Howe, known in private life 
as Mrs. John Elliott, the daughter of the ven¬ 
erable Julia Ward Howe, the sister of Mrs. 
Laura Richards and Florence Marion Howe 
Hall, is from inheritance and association a 
writer, and one of no mean capacity, as she 
lias demonstrated not only in the present vol¬ 
ume, but in several novels, two of which we 
recall, “A Newport Aquarelle” and “The San 
Rosario Ranche,” notably dainty in concep¬ 
tion and execution, and imbued with the re¬ 
fined humor which brightens every page of 
“Roma Beata.” 

It is this keen sense of fun, with which she 
envelops the most serious situations, the 
never-failing laugh with which she meets the 
blunders and shortcomings of Roman ser¬ 
vants, Roman tradespeople and Roman land¬ 
lords, that gives the chiefest charm to her 
letters. They were written apparently with 
no thought of publication, being just such 
letters as a clever, witty woman writes in 
most familiar vein to equally clever and witty 
mother and sisters. She is certain no joke 
will be overlooked or need explanation. Few 
often as the pen strokes are that describe a 


situation or a landscape they all tell. Her 
residence of six years in what became to her 
Blessed Rome is so graphically depicted, that 
few works of the same class can be compared 
with it, in the exact and natural information 
it affords of the domestic life of the Rome 
of to-day. 

The Elliotts went to Rome in 1894. Mr. 
John Elliott, who is a well-known American 
artist, and who is represented in the book by 
“J,” seemingly to establish a studio and 
“Maud Howe” to make a home and study 
Roman life. Their search for an abiding 
place has many instructive and amusing epi¬ 
sodes, ending with their renting an apartment 
in an old palace across the Tiber. This apart¬ 
ment is a dream in itself, with a terraced roof 
from which a magnificent view of Rome could 
be had. The city spread out like a map be¬ 
fore them. At their feet the square of St. 
Peter’s, with the Egyptian obelisk in the 
centre. Bernini’s great colonnades on either 
side, the church of St. Peter’s at the end, with 
the Vatican behind it, and in the foreground 
the twin fountains sending up their columns 
of powdered spray. On the left loomed the 
Castle of St. Angelo. As the writer says, 
“you can imagine the rest”—“the dark masses 
of trees marking the Pincio and the Villa 
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Borghese, the Campagna, the Sabine and the 
Alban hills beyond, Mt. Soracte, our familiar 
friend, on the left, over and under all the 
soft, deep notes of the big bell of St. Peter’s 
throbbing out the Angelus.” 

In this enchanted spot they lived until the 
summer of 1900, doing as the “Romans do” 


—that is keeping house in Italian style, and 
eating and enjoying Italian food and cooking. 
Occasional excursions were made to Lake 
Como and other famous spots, returning al¬ 
ways to Rome. Among the many vivid chap¬ 
ters are accounts of a visit to Queen Mar¬ 
garet, a presentation to Leo the Thirteenth, 
the Queen’s visit to their apartment and the 
funeral of King Humbert. A chapter de¬ 
voted to the street cries of Rome is particu¬ 
larly interesting, as they are mostly sung, the 


music accompanies the quaint, odd phrases 
by which the venders set forth their wares, 
many of them dating from the time of the 
Caesars. The picture we get of the Island of 
Ischia and its delicious figs is in the author’s 
happiest vein. We no longer wonder at the 
appetite of “the old person of Ischia” who 


Edward Lear long ago told us “ate thousands 
of figs.” Little, Browru & Company are the 
publishers of “Roma Beata,” sending the work 
out in fine holiday costume, handsomely 
bound, printed on fine paper, with narrow 
pages and wide margins and numerous pic¬ 
tures. Many of the illustrations are from 
drawings by John Elliott and others from 
photographs of Italian people, scenes and 
buildings—all really adorn the fascinating 
text and supplement it.

few, who have not been great travellers, know 
of the existence of such beautiful artistic 
homes and their charming gardens, each a 
picture in itself, with its fountains, statuary, 
its stately trees and shrubbery and formal 
walks. They date back to the fifteenth cen¬ 
tury, being perfect examples of the Renais¬ 
sance period, the conceptions of the greatest 
architects and landscape gardeners the world 
has known. The Villa Lante, at Bagnaia, 
near Viterbo, of which we offer a view of 
the garden, is generally attributed to Vignola 
or Giacomo Barozzi Da Vignola, one of the 
greatest architects of the sixteenth century. 
He followed Michelangelo as the architect of 
St. Peter’s. His masterpiece is the palace of 
Caprarola. near Viterbo. Of Lante Mrs. 
Wharton says, “but so perfect is it, so far 
does it surpass in beauty, in preservation, and 
in the quality of garden magic, all the other 
great pleasure houses of Italy, that the 
students of garden crafts may always find 
fresh inspiration in its study. If Caprarola 
is 'a garden to look out from,’ Lante is one 
‘to look into,’ not in the sense that it is en¬ 
closed, for its terraces command a wide hori¬ 
zon, but the pleasant landscape surrounding 
it is merely accessory to the gardens, a last 
touch of lovelines where all is lovely.” 

The material for this work was brought to¬ 
gether through many months’ residence in 
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Italy, studying and visiting of well-known* 
gardens and others from which the public is 
excluded, by Mrs. Wharton and Mr. Parrish. 
Their sympathy with and enthusiasm for 
their subject is delightfully in evidence. 

Mr. Parrish’s illustrations not only repre¬ 
sent his greatest work, but are probably the 
most beautiful examples of book illustrations 
in color ever produced.

Moncure D. Conway is one of the few 
surviving members of the group of writers 
and thinkers whose work embodies the finest 
traditions of our national development. Al¬ 
though he has spent many years abroad, he 
has never ceased to be American in spirit, 
and through a long life he has held cour¬ 
ageously to the older ideals of character and 
conduct that now seem in danger of becom¬ 
ing obsolete factors in American life. 

From the lonely little corner of Virginia 
where Moncure D. Conway was born in 1832 
the eventualities of life led him up and down 
the earth and brought him into personal re¬ 
lations with the leading minds and charac¬ 
ters of the world, many of whom have al¬ 
ready become quasi-classic figures to the 
present generation and already show the 
tendency of such figures to invest themselves 
with mythology. The founder of the Con¬ 
way race in Virginia was Edwin, who came 
from England in 1640, and both on his 
father’s and mother’s side Moncure D. Con- 
waV is closely related to Washington and 
to many of the great preachers and jurists 
whose names are-our national inheritance. 
At the time of his birth his family became 


Methodist, “the first of good social position 
in our region belonging to that sect.” He 
was musical, “and it was through the beau¬ 
tiful Methodist hymns that religion first 
reached him.” At the age of ten Conway 
went to school in Fredericksburg, and the 
only time he was guilty of insubordination 
was when lie.jumped from the window to 
get a view of Charles Dickens as “the great¬ 
est man in the world” passed through Fred¬ 
ericksburg in 1842 on his way to Richmond. 

After leaving college Conway struggled to 
please his people and become a preacher, 
but drifted for a time into literary pursuits. 
In 1847 he first read Emerson by accident in 
Blackwood's Magazine, and he began to 
know the difference between his mind and 
his soul. 

Under Emerson’s influence Conway went 
to Harvard and became a Unitarian preacher. 
There he met Channing, Theodore Parker, 
Wendell Phillips, Thomas Starr King. Long¬ 
fellow, Lowell, Thoreau, Holmes, Haw¬ 
thorne and Howells, and read Carlyle, John 
Stuart Mill, George Eliot and Browning. 
The war broke out just after he had become 
minister of a Unitarian church in Cincin- 
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nati. In 1863 he was sent to England to 
lecture and make England change her posi¬ 
tion on the war, and there he came in con¬ 
tact with every living man and woman of 
note, and finally settled there as a preacher 
of independent thought, to which he devoted 
his life. The index to the two volumes is 
temptation. Name after name connected 


sturdy American thinkers who helped to form 
Conway’s truly liberal mind and warm, 
human heart. The net volumes contain por¬ 
traits of value and facsimile letters from 
Browning, Walt Whitman, Emerson, Long¬ 
fellow and many others. 

Trained as lawyer and preacher and as a 
cultivated writer, the author has put his

with every great thought and event of three 
generations asks to be looked up, and 

hours and hours can be spent just reading 
anecdotes and facts in most desultory man¬ 
ner. The Franco-German war and the 

Italian struggle also came into the life of 
Conway, and on the continent he also met 
everyone worth knowing. 

It is fitting that this work should have 
gone to Houghton, Mifflin & Co., whose im¬ 
print is on the works of all the great and

For four years he has given it his whole at¬ 
tention. He began with the dedication to 
his wife, written just six months before her 
death, and he has endeavored to make his 
book what she would have wished it to be.

The prize¬ 
fight champion, with his attendant mob of ad¬ 
miring small boys; the baseball enthusiasts, 
rapturous over a fine play; the hollow-eyed 
actor lingering before the pawnbroker’s win¬ 
dow — these are among the scenes interspersed 
with glimpses of the softer side of life and 
the social ironies of dinner parties, receptions 
and the deadly round of “functions.” 

In seventeen of the full-page pictures is 
chronicled the social history of Mr. Tagg, 
from the proud moment when his name first 
appears in the society columns, to the day 
when the mantle of supremacy falls upon the 
shoulders of the new baby, and Mr. Tagg is 


henceforth only a grandfather. His career 
has been followed in the pages of Life by 
many who will rejoice that it is now recorded 
in more permanent form. It is social satire 
at its best, laying bare the efforts of “the 
climbers,” and the mockeries and futilities of 
the struggle for social success. This is per¬ 
haps Mr. Gibson’s most familiar note, and he 
strikes it with varying expression in many of 
his other drawings. There is an underlying 
tragedy now and then, as in the striking pic¬ 
ture called “Going to Work,” with its early 
morning throng of men and women, children 
and old people, all shabby, careworn, and 
driven onward under the spur of poverty; 
but on the other hand, are scenes full 
of light-hearted humor, dealing in piquant 
fashion with the game for two players that is 
as old as the world—“signs of spring,” ob¬ 
servable on park benches; the effect of a 
charming governess upon the male relatives 
of her charges; and the “summer girl” in her 
various divagations. 

Like its predecessors, the volume is brought 
out by Charles Scribner’s Sons in a handsome 
oblong quarto. The head of a Gibson 
maiden, pensive and alluring, appears in 
brown monotone upon the parchment cover, 
and besides the regular edition there is a fine 
limited edition, with the drawings separate 
in portfolio form.

And perhaps it is 
this very jesting with fate, courageous, large- 
souled jesting, that so irresistibly attracts 
children to listen, gravely, quaintly serious, 
often with scant idea of merriment, to the 
brave words of the frank and honest humor¬ 
ist. “The Adventures of Alice in Wonder¬ 
land” will be followed by a child of six years 


and Brer Rabbit. He will shudder and hold 
his breath in dread suspense during the re¬ 
cital of the terrible deception practised on the 
latter by means of the perfidious Tar-Baby; 
yet I think it may safely be predicated that 
he will seldom laugh. His interest is too 
concentrated, too intense, for any such dis¬ 
play of thoughtless frivolity; and yet, under 
all this dramatic earnestness, there lurks a 
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delightful sense 
of fun, of 
m a k e-believe, 
that lightens 
and relieves 
the otherwise 
over-tense emo¬ 
tions of his 
little heart and 
brain. 

Within the 
_ last ten years 
" - has come The 
Animal Story, 
and come, in many instances, one cannot 
doubt, to stay. Diverse are its manifesta¬ 
tions, protean its forms—some to be laughed 
over, some to be wept over, and others still 
to be endured. Yet, before Bagheera or 
Baloo, before Wahb or Raggylug, were Brer 
Rabbit. Brer Wolf, Brer Fox, and kind Sis 
Cow; and whoever among their motley 
crew of followers may falter or drop by the 
way, these worthies we know will endure, 
having long since attained their immortality 
and passed from the mutable realm of mere 
“books” into the deathless eternity of “lit¬ 
erature.”

“The Tar-Baby, and Other Rhymes of Uncle 
Remus,” which Joel Chandler Harris pre¬ 
sents to his audience at this holiday season, 
there is little repetition. With the excep¬ 
tion of the Tar-Baby story, set fo’rth in its 
novel garb of quaint alliterative* rhyme, and 
perhaps one or two others, all the folk-lore 
tales embodied in the present collection are 
quite new. And who does not care to learn 
how

and still later, bruised, battered, but en¬ 
lightened, how he comes to admit with a 
groan:

that “It’s Good to be Old if You Know 
How to Do;” which pathetic bit of phil¬ 
osophy is almost as good as a second Rabbi 
Ben Ezra in its happy acknowledgment of 
the aftermath of comfortable gain to be 
reaped during the last years of a rounded 
life’s fulfilment. 

“When Uncle Remus sets himself to pro¬ 
duce new stories in a form that would seem 
to be alien to his methods, it is inevitable 
that his efforts should move along the line 
of least resistance, which in English is the 
iambic four-beat movement, the simplest 
form of narrative 
verse,” says Mr. Har¬ 
ris, in the short preface 
to which he confines 
himself; and though 
it is proverbial that 
easy writing is not al¬ 
ways by any manner 
of means productive of 
easy reading, yet there is a lilt and swing 
to these plantation ballads and melodies 
warranted to set the most sluggish blood 
athrill, and the idlest foot to beating time. 

The inimitable drawings and border deco¬ 
rations in monotint, provided by A. B. 
Frost and E. W. Kemble, are full of the 
humor and spirit of the quaint darky lore 
they illustrate, and add one more charm to 
an already irresistibly charming book. D.

They 
have all seemed to bring us so directly in 
touch with the people and country they de¬ 
scribe, that their value and attractiveness can 
scarcely be overrated. “New England and 
its Neighbors,” a companion to “Highways 
and Byways of the South,” was a result of a 
visit to the Eastern States and some of their 
near neighbors. And before that we re¬ 
call “Among English Hedgerows,” “Along 
French Byways,” “The Isle of Shamrock,” 
and “The Land O'f Heather,” intimate records 
of the people of the picturesque countries 
their titles cover. 

In the present work all the Southern States 
were visited east of the Mississippi valley— 
that is, some special representative district 
of each was selected for being pictured by 
pen and photography. A delightful collec¬ 
tion is thus brought together of out-of-the- 
way views of the lights and shadows of the 
land of Dixie—the dreadful inertia that has 
cast its leaden weight over its poorer and 
more illiterate inhabitants, and their care¬ 
free condition in spite of poverty and ignor¬ 
ance.

“A Country Seat in Alabama” is dedicated 
to Booker T. Washington and his famous 
school, Tuskegee, and the great work he has 
done and is doing for his race. The loiter¬ 
ing crowds of whites and blacks that fill the 
streets of all very Southern cities, that hang 
around the railroad stations, and uphold the 
front walls of stores and taverns, find amus¬ 
ing characterization in “Among the Georgia 
Crackers.” “In the Tennessee Mountains” 
we meet even a more primitive people—the 
women given over to “snuff dipping” and the 
men to feuds and the making of illicit whis¬ 
key. Mr. Johnson visited the birthplace of 
Lincoln and offers a glimpse of Kentucky 
blue grass. The national bridge of Virginia, 


the battlefield of Bull Run, John Brown’s 
town and old Jamestown, each are the cen¬ 
tral pivot of chapters which offer new por¬ 
traitures of the “natives” and new collec¬ 
tions of their whimsical stories. 

The book would not be complete without 
Mr. Johnson’s views on the negro problem, 
which he sums up under the title of “The 
Niggers.” His journeying through the 
“highways and byways” seem to have left 
him in a rather pessimistic mood in the.face 
of the “race question.” He believes, with 
Booker Washington, that the negro can only 
make a future for himself by hard work: 
and the acceptance of his own responsibili¬ 
ties. The Macmillan Company have givem 
the interesting narrative and its wealth of 
pictures a fine setting—beautiful paper and:

To produce a history, setting forth with 
thorough detail, sustained interest, and au¬ 
thoritative knowledge the successive phases 
of our national life, from its very founda¬ 
tion, has been the task undertaken by Messrs. 
Harper & Brothers in the great work de¬ 
voted to “The American Nation/’ which 
they have committed to the editorial charge 
of Dr. Albert Bushnell Hart, of Harvard 
University. Five volumes have now ap¬ 
peared, commanding the attention of histor¬ 
ical scholars here and abroad, and ranking 
as among the most important contributions 
yet made to our national literature. There 
are to be twenty-seven volumes in all, each 
one the work of an acknowledged historical 
scholar, a specialist in that period of the 
nation’s history of which his volume treats, 
the whole forming a complete chronicle, ap¬ 
pearing in chronological sequence, and sup¬ 
plemented by an exhaustive index and an 
atlas to the series. 

In its general plan the work is divided into 
four groups, of five volumes each. The first, 
now just ready, deals with “Foundations of 
the Nation,” and sets the scene, as it were, 
for the great drama that is to follow. It 


opens with a study of “The European Back¬ 
ground of American History,” by Professor 
E. P. Cheyney, of the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania, who describes the conditions of 
European civilization at the time of the voy¬ 
age of Columbus, and the first journeys of 
American discovery. In the second volume 
Professor Livingstone Farrand, of Columbia, 
outlines the “Basis of American History,” 
as discerned in the natural features, Indian 
civilization and other characteristics of the 
American continent between the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries. “Spain in America,” 
in the years of colonization between 1450 and 
1580, is treated in the third volume by Pro¬ 
fessor E. G. Bourne, of Yale; Lyon G. Tyler, 
president of William and Mary College, fol¬ 
lows with “England in America,” tracing the 
beginnings of the early English colonies; 
and the final volume of the group is “Colon¬ 
ial Self-government,” by Professor Charles 
M. Andrews, of Bryn Mawr, devoted to the 
self-governing experiments and experiences 
of the Spanish, French, English, and Dutch 
colonies. 

For the successive groups a similar broad 
and logical scheme has been adopted. In 
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group two we have “Transformation into a 
Nation”—the five volumes covering the story 
of The Colonial Commonwealth, by Dr. 
Evart Boutell Greene; France in Amer¬ 
ica, treated by Dr. Reuben Gold Thwaites; 
Preliminaries of the Revolution, by Pro¬ 
fessor George Elliott Howard; The Amer¬ 
ican Revolution, by Dr. Claude Van Tyne; 


while the fifth and last group deals with 
“National Expansion,” and carries out the 
story of the last forty years. In this last 
group are two supplementary volumes, mak¬ 
ing a total G’f seven, instead of five—a 
comprehensive “Index to the series,” the 
work of Professor David Maydole Matti- 
son. of Harvard, and a full and valuable

and The Federal Constitution, by Andrew

Mrs. Roger A. Pryor came to Washing¬ 
ton in the very early fifties, when Millard 
Fillmore was President of the United States. 
She came as the happy bride of the talented 
young Congressman from Virginia, "where 
everybody’s great-grandfather knew my great¬ 
grandfather,” and she became part of the 
brilliant social life of the capital during the 
administrations of Franklin Pierce and James 
Buchanan, with both of whom she had the 
pleasantest personal acquaintance. President 
Pierce appointed Roger A. Pryor Minister 
to Greece, but his beautiful wife could not 
go with him, owing to her mother’s ill health, 
so she returned to her Virginia home with 
her two little children, and from there 
studied some'of the great questions that were 
slowly and surely pressing upon the nation. 

While in Washington during the Pierce 
administration, Mrs. Pryor had met many 
distinguished people, among them General. 
Winfield Scott, fresh from his brilliant Mex¬ 
ican campaign, a great hero, and a splendid, 
imposing, ceremonious old man; Sam Hous¬ 
ton, who had lived many years among the 
Indians, achieved the independence of Texas, 
and had had romance enough in his life for 
half a dozen heroes: and Washington Irving, 
"America’s most celebrated writer, exquisite 


in courtesy and fidelity and lofty purity of 
character.” Ten-year-old Adelina Patti, un¬ 
der the direction of Strakosch, bewitched 
Washington during those brilliant days. Mrs. 
Pryor relates how, during those days, was 
settled the question of court dress for our 
ministers and ambassadors at foreign courts, 
and she describes some of the scenes her 
young husband saw at the courts of the 
Empress Eugenie, whom Mrs. Pryor was 
said to resemble, and of Queen Victoria. 
Upon his return from Greece they went into 
a large house on New York Avenue, which 
was almost fairyland in its appointments. 
“I had pictures, ravishing pictures — 
Raphael’s ‘Belle Jardiniere,’ a priceless 
Raffaello, Morghen’s proof impression of 
the ‘Madonna della Seggiola,’ and Guido’s 
‘Aurora.’ I had many others — Titian, 
Domenicho, Murillo, Leonardo da Vinci. 
I had amber from Constantinople, curios 
and antiques from Egypt, corals and cam¬ 
eos from Naples and Florence; silks from 
Broussa; silks and velvets from Lyons; 
laces from Brussels; perfumes from the land 
of Araby the blest—things mightily consol¬ 
ing to a woman in her early twenties.” 

A book of this kind brings home the great 
blow the Civil War was to Southern women, 
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and the second part of it shows what 
stamina and courage and true patriotic 
womanliness was hidden behind the seem¬ 
ing frivolity of those gay years that pre¬ 
ceded the fearful crisis. Eight chapters tell 
of the daily lives of the members of Wash¬ 
ington society before the war, and then fol¬ 
low eighteen chapters of self-sacrifice, such 
as the world has never seen, of hard work, 
night and day, to provide the barest neces¬ 
sities for the Southern soldiers, of midnight 
watches and work in hospitals, of care of the 
wounded on both sides, of loyal devotion to 
those put into authority by the secession of 
States from the Union. General Pryor was 
always at the front, and his wife’s remin¬ 
iscences cover her work in the hospitals and 
her hourly sacrifices for the cause. After 
the cause was lost, in 1865, General Pryor 
drifted to New York to study law, and the 
courted belle of Washington in the fifties 
gathered up her seven children and came 
North to take her place as wife of a judge 
of the Supreme Court. 


This contribution to American history by 
the same practised hand that gave us the 
book on “The Mother of Washington and 
Her Times,” is published by The Macmil¬ 
lan Company, and makes one of the beau¬ 
tiful gift books of the season. The illus¬ 
trations include the portrait of Mrs. Pryor 
from a miniature painted in Rome in 1855, 
a portrait of Hon. Roger A. Pryor, from a 
photograph taken in 1870, when North and 
South again had recognized that those who 
suffered on both sides were all Americans 
and all grateful to be at one again beneath 
the dear old flag; and portraits of Mrs. 
Stephen A. Douglas, of Lady Napier and 
her sons, and of General Robert E. Lee on 
his horse “Traveller.” Historians, states¬ 
men and philosophers .have written the his¬ 
tory of the Civil War, but this .volume re¬ 
calls that era in the aspect in which it ap¬ 
peared to a woman who came in contact with 
almost every important man and woman 
who helped make the history of our land 
from 1850 to 1865.

this is business. Instead of such methods 
arousing contempt they are admired. And 
this is logical. Canonize ‘business success’ 
and men who make a success like that of the 
Standard Oil Trust become national heroes.” 

And hero worship for such a man as Rock¬ 
efeller it is easy for our young men to in¬ 
dulge in. There is silence and mystery over 
all he does. He has established a system

Aside from the ethical questions the hand¬ 
some volumes cover, they have a lasting in¬ 
terest for another large class of readers, for 
they treat of the practical details of the 
handling of an inexhaustible natural product, 
and they describe facts of engineering that 
stop just short of the miraculous.

“Christmas Eve on Lonesome" and 
“Christmas Night With Satan"—does not 
the mere saying of these words arouse a 
pleasurable holiday feeling and make one 
eager to read the stories of which they are 
the titles? Such is the beginning and the 
ending of a book by John Fox, Jr., whose 
“Little Shepherd of Kingdom Come" is one 
of the happiest, most satisfying memories 
of the past year. 

As in “The Little Shepherd," the scene of 
all but one of these tales is that beautiful and 
half-known country of freshets, feuds and 
“moonshiners," called the Cumberland, where 
a man can vote in three States on the same 
day, provided he has a long wind and a good 
horse. The boundary lines between Ken¬ 
tucky, Virginia and Tennessee are well de¬ 
fined on survey maps, but in the minds of 
the mountaineers it is largely a matter of 
convenience and conjecture, only important 
when absence of body is preferable to pres¬ 
ence of mind. Ethnologically the people of 
this region are a conundrum. Isolation, due 
to the encircling mountains, seems to have 
kept these mountaineers, descendants of 
early pioneers, a people apart, elemental in 
passions, ignorant and contented because, 


until recently, they have been strangely un¬ 
touched by encroaching civilization. 

It is from these people that Mr. Fox has 
drawn the characters which figure in his 
half-dozen tales. What a freshness and vi¬ 
tality and outdoor atmosphere one finds in 
all of them! The breath of the mountains, 
the song of the rushing streams seem to per¬ 
vade each page. Here are live men who 
hate and love, who murder and forgive, who 
are loyal to a fault, and courageous, and very 
tender to women and children. 

The title story describes the Christmas 
Eve vigil of a revengeful man, near the 
home of his enemy, who has stripped him of 
reputation and stolen his sweetheart. For 
three long years in prison Buck has brooded 
over vengeance, and now h‘e has come “to 
strike back and strike to kill.” But as he 
peers through the cabin window, pistol 
cocked ready for his man, there appears in 
the room first the man’s wife, and then his 
little boy, with “yellow, tumbled hair,” who 
toddles to the door at the sound of his 
father’s approach up the ravine, to lisp out, 
“Has 00 dot thum tandy?" And at the sight 
Buck's hatred melts and he slinks away 
unrevenged, because a little child, a little 
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Christmas child, shall lead them. Civil War 
days are depicted in “The Army of the Cal¬ 
lahan,” a most humorous history of a rap¬ 
scallion band raised to oppose the rumored 
arrival of Northern sympathizers, showing 
how even the most downtrodden of mortals 
may have his psychological moment and be¬ 
come a leader of men. “The Last of the 
Stetsons” is perhaps the strongest, as it is 
also the longest story of the collection. It 
tells of Isom, the half-witted, morbid,' timid 
survivor of a family that for generations has 
been at deadly feud with the Lewallens, and 
how the conflict between superstition, re¬ 
ligion and revenge pulled him to the verge 
of a crime and then dragged him back. The 
same feud hatred is exhibited in “The Par¬ 
don of Becky Day;” while “A Crisis of the 
Guard” is an episode of mountain police duty. 


The concluding tale, “Christmas Night 
With Satan,” is merely a most engaging dog 
story, Satan being a woolly little black ter¬ 
rier, beloved and petted, in whom the pri¬ 
mordial instinct for the chase asserted itself 
one Christmas night to lead him into awful 
mischief and almost to death. That Mr. 
Fox is both an animal lover and a student 
of dog nature is plain to be seen. 

So much, inadequate though it is, for this 
sheaf of stories. As for the artistic accom¬ 
paniments of the book, the Scribners have 
provided eight full-page illustrations in soft¬ 
ly blending colors by artists like Potts and 
Keller; and the attractive cover in red 
cloth, with white and gold decorations, com¬ 
pletes as pretty a “Christmas Gif ” as 
even Satan’s Uncle Billy could demand for 
his little mistress.

Since it was the desire of Thackeray and 
his family that no official biography of him 
should be written, the world of letters has 
been forced to content itself with such 
glimpses of the man as are found in the mem¬ 
ories of his contemporaries and in Thack¬ 
eray’s letters to friends, supplemented by the 
biographical prefaces to a recent edition of 
his works by his daughter, Mrs. Ritchie, and 
several “Lives” written from the outside, lay¬ 
ing no claim to authority. 

To the collection of letters made by James 
Grant Wilson and entitled “Thackeray in 
the United States,” unqualified commendation 
must be given. Two articles by Mr. Wilson, 
published in The Century for December, 
1901, and January, 1902, containing accounts 
of Thackeray’s lecture tours in America, 
may be considered the magnet which has 
since attracted to their author a large mass 
of private letters, unpublished papers con¬ 
cerning Thackeray, and many almost price¬ 
less drawings, all of which are now in¬ 
cluded in these two bulky volumes. 

Too much praise cannot be accorded the 
editor for the skilful manner in which he 
has welded these odds and ends of corre-

spondence into a fairly complete history of 
the novelist’s two visits to the United 
States, Mr. Wilson’s comments and ex¬ 
planations serving to clarify and amplify the 
record of persons and events contained in 
the letters to and from Thackeray. 

They who number among their happiest 
memories that of hearing Thackeray lecture 
need not be reminded that the two visits 
here occurred during the winters of 1852-3 
and 1855-6, when he delivered, first his then 
unpublished studies of the “English Hu¬ 
mourists,” and later the “Four Georges.” 

In addition to the letters, charming and 
engaging as only Thackeray could write, 
the editor has brought together a rich col¬ 
lection of anecdotes, criticism of contem¬ 
poraries. and countless bits of personalia,' 
with tributes written at Thackeray’s death, 
and most interesting notes on the various 
characters in his novels. And as a fitting 
supplement to Mr. Wilson’s text there is a 
bibliography of more than a hundred pages, 
compiled by Frederick S. Dickson, of 
Thackeray’s writings, published in this 
country, books relating to him and period¬ 
ical articles. 
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Of this fine portrait, Mrs. Ritchie writes, in 1902: “Mr. Reginald Smith has presented us, as a Christ¬ 
mas gift, the D’Orsay drawing, nicely framed, to hang on our walls.” 


Never has so complete a collection of 
Thackeray’s inimitable drawings, culled 
from letters and sketch books, been repro¬ 
duced as in the volumes under review. There 
are a hundred and twenty illustrations, in¬ 
cluding facsimiles of letters, reproductions 


of portraits, as well as the Thackeray 
sketches. Taken all in all, both Mr. Wil¬ 
son and the publishers, Messrs. Dodd, Mead 
& Co., may be congratulated upon so illu¬ 
minating and entertaining an addition to 
Thackerayana.

lilolfc’s £ife of Shakespeare. 


Nowadays when greatness is shadowed by 
the ubiquitous reporter and biographies are 
forthcoming when their subjects are barely 
cold in their graves, it seems hardly credible 
that Shakespeare should have been dead al¬ 
most a hundred years before any biography 
worthy of the name had been written. 

Many causes have worked together to pro¬ 
duce this tantalizing lack of trustworthy 
knowledge concerning Shakespeare. The 
Puritans, at whose door so many acts of ill- 
considered vandalism can be laid, gave little 
encouragement for the higher forms of liter¬ 
ature, especially dramatic literature. There¬ 
fore, Shakespeare’s plays fell under the bann 
of the dour Roundheads, and no effort was 
made to preserve records of their early presen¬ 
tation or collect information concerning their 
author. 

If the two centuries following Shakespeare’s 
death were barren of studies of his life and 
plays, the nineteenth has amply made up the 
deficiency. What a sifting of evidence and 
spelling out of half-decipherable documents 
there has been! What painstaking care has 
been expended in tracing each illusive refer¬ 
ence to Shakespeare in order that a more 
exact knowledge of his life might lead to a 


fuller comprehension of his art! A complete 
bibliography of Shakespeare would assuredly 
justify the assertion that on no other book 
save the Bible has so much critical and schol¬ 
arly ability been expended. Coleridge, Elze, 
Skeat, Grant White, Bagehot, Swinburne, 
Hudson, Mabie, Sidney Lee, Halliwell- 
Phillips—their names are legion, and each 
has added his quota to the sum total of our 
understanding of Shakespeare and his works. 

This year sees the publication of yet an¬ 
other “Life,” which because of its intrinsic 
worth and its purpose may be counted no in¬ 
considerable addition to the subject. Dr. 
William J. Rolfe, lecturer, teacher, critic and 
scholar, has crowned a life of literary activity 
with a complete re-editing of Shakespeare’s 
works and a history of the poet’s life. The 
“Rolfe New Century Edition of Shakespeare” 
is already too well known to need further 
comment. It was the publishers’ original in¬ 
tention to make Dr. Rolfe’s “Life” a supple¬ 
ment to the New Century edition, including 
it in the subscription plan of publication; but 
a fuller appreciation of the value of the “Life” 
has made the Estes Company decide to issue 
it this year as an independent work, thus 
bringing it within the reach of hosts of stu- 
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dents of literature and the drama who would 
otherwise be debarred from its help. 

Explaining the scope of the work, the 
author writes that it has been his “aim 
to give the main facts, traditions, and con- 
s jectures concerning Shakespeare’s personal 
and literary history, adding, so far as [his] 


destined to be the scene of his labors and his 
triumphs. Dr. Rolfe carefully covers all 
known or probable facts concerning his life, 
gives illuminating accounts of the first pro¬ 
ductions' of the various plays and their prob¬ 
able sequence, with critical appreciation of 
their relative merit. London’s theatrical his¬

limits allow, the evidence for the facts and 
the reasons for accepting or rejecting the tra¬ 
ditions and conjectures.” And this aim has 
been abundantly made good. Delightful 
glimpses are given of Stratford-on-Avon of 
the sixteenth century and of the family life 
of the Shakespeares. Education by power of 
rod and Lilly’s “Latin Grammar” was in 
vogue in those days, making certain the opin¬ 
ion that the young dramatist must have gained 
more from his environment than he ever 
learned in King Edward vi. School. His real 
education began when at twenty-one years 
of age he left peaceful Stratford and on 
horse or foot travelled through beautiful 
Warwickshire and Oxfordshire to London, 


tory is also exhaustively treated, while a most 
useful bibliography of twenty-six pages is 
appended. 

Altogether, while Dr. Rolfe’s biography in 
no way replaces, nor does it aim to replace, 
Sidney Lee’s authoritative “Life,” still as an 
accurate, succinct, comprehensive and schol¬ 
arly work, it will be invaluable, especially in 
connection with a study of the separate plays 
in an English course. 

The publishers have given it the pleasing 
accessories of clear type, excellent paper and 
durable binding in red and gold, and they 
have added eight charming illustrations in 
photogravure, including portraits and views 
of Stratford.

From the first appearance of the little 
Grizzly cub, trotting with his furry twin by 
the side of the protecting mother, to the final 
glimpse of the tragedy of wild nature in 
captivity, the story of Monarch, the great 
bear of the California Rockies, vibrates with 
pathos and reality. Ernest Thompson 
Seton was the first to make clear in the 
hearts and minds of many a sense of the 
kinship of all living things, to awaken or 
deepen a feeling of sympathy for the dumb, 
wild creatures too often regarded solely as 
the prey or enemy of man. He is a senti¬ 
mentalist, we are told; his fervor is “un¬ 
scientific” ; his point of view too romantic— 
these things may be true, but they also may 
well be offset by the 
human sympathy, un¬ 
derstanding, and liter¬ 
ary beauty that give 
power and permanence 
to his work. 

In “Monarch” Mr. 
Seton is in his own fa¬ 
miliar field, a past mas¬ 
ter in the art of vis¬ 
ualizing for his read¬ 
ers the great Western 
wilderness of moun¬ 
tain and valley, dotted

^riches. In one of the grassy clefts of grim 
Mount Tallac, the Grizzly mother meets her 
destined fate at the hunter’s rifle, and the two 
little cubs, lassoed and protesting, are borne 
off to their captor’s shanty. One of these is 
Jack, the protagonist in the drama, whose for¬ 
tunes we follow through good and ill. A 
good-natured, happy little cub, he learns the 
ways and friendship of men, until change of 
masters brings hard treatment, cruelty, and 
embittered spirit, and at last the freedom of 
the mountains—freedom ever on its guard 
against the hunter, man. As “the Gringo,” 
on account of perceptions trained by human 
association, he becomes known to the Mex¬ 
ican sheep herders for his ravages among 
their flocks, and is singled out for their 
vengeance. Later, attained to full size, mag¬ 
nificent in strength and stature, he reigns as 
the Monarch of the Range. “He was believed 
—yes, known to be—the biggest Bear alive; 
a creature of supernatural intelligence. He 
killed cows for food, and scattered sheep or 
conquered bulls for pleasure. A destroyer of 
cattle, sheep, pigs and horses, and yet a creat¬ 
ure known only by his track. He was never 
seen, and his nightly raids seemed planned 
with consummate skill to avoid all kinds of 
snares.” Upon his head are rich bounties. 
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and upon his tracks the keenest hunters and 
most successful bear trappers—human intel¬ 
ligence, skill and daring leagued against ani¬ 
mal sagacity, instinct and strength. To such 
a contest, in the end, there can be but one 
outcome. What it is Mr. Seton describes 
with a power and feeling that can leave few 
unmoved. Truth to life in all its details, he 
does not claim for his story. In his own 
words, it is “an historical novel of bear life,” 


of animal life, and the many marginal illus¬ 
trations, border designs and sketches inter¬ 
spersed in the text are full of artistic charm. 
Thompson Seton’s bears are always among 
his most delightful creations, and bears of 
every size, in every attitude and occupation, 
are scattered through these pages — from the 
chunky little cub “Jacky,” with his well-filled 
paunch, to the great king Grizzly caught in 
the toils like Samson. In working out the

a web of different facts, experiences and ob¬ 
servations, woven into a single fabric, none 
the less sound because composite. Those who 
read it must share the feelings he has him¬ 
self expressed, “reverencing the indomitable 
spirit of the mountaineer, worshipping the 
mighty Beast that nature built a monument 
of power, and loving and worshipping the 
clash, the awful strife heroic, at the close, 
when these two met.” 

Like all of Mr. Seton’s books, “Monarch” 
is a delight to the eye. The full-page draw¬

Fifty years ago, the writer, a little girl of 
ten, “learned by heart” “our history lesson”: 
“America was discovered in 1492 by Chris¬ 
topher Columbus, a native of Genoa in Italy. 
The genius of this great man, fired by the 
accounts of the wealth of the East, as given 
by Marco Polo, led him to believe that by 
sailing westward he might discover a pas¬ 
sage to the Indies. After meeting with 
various disappointments at different courts, 
he finally set sail from Spain, under the 
patronage of Ferdinand and Isabella, King 
and Queen of that country.” That was the 
way history was taught in the best schools 
fifty years ago. We hammered it into our¬ 
selves, but we remembered every fact we 


made our own. How different now! Any 
one who wants to know on any subject has 
only an embarrassment of riches in making 
intelligent choice between the many forms in 
which accurate, exhaustive knowledge is of¬ 
fered. American history, especially, has been 
studied by experts during the years since the 
expositions in this country first called popu¬ 
lar attention to it. 

The Centennial at Philadelphia marked the 
hundred-year commemoration of American 
Independence; the Columbian Exposition 
brought into relief all that scholars had 
learned of the discovery of the great Western 
Continent; the Louisiana Purchase Exposi¬ 
tion brought the best minds of the country 
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to bear upon the national foresight that had 
seen with a prophet’s vision what the democ¬ 
racy might be if lands of untold riches and 
undreamed possibilities were forever to re¬ 
main beneath its guardianship; and the Lewis 
and Clark Exposition, to be held in Portland, 
Oregon, in 1905, will increase, as never be¬ 
fore, the popular interest in the beginnings 
of American history and exploration. 

Never before in any one year in any one 
country has so much been done in historical 
investigation, preservation of known treas¬ 
ures and preparation for future research as 
in our own land this year. Almost every pub¬ 
lisher has invested with generosity and fore¬ 
sight to get upon his list one or more of the 
great publishing ventures that are marking 
the construction era of American history. 

A. S. Barnes & Co. have planned ‘-‘The 
Trail Makers,” a library in twelve volumes of 
history and exploration, of which John Bach 
McMaster has been the consulting editor. 
The series comprehends the reissue of a num¬ 
ber of books relating to American history, 
written by the participants and by some of 
the greatest explorers. In these handy, inex¬ 
pensive volumes, are made accessible some of 
the most important sources of American his¬ 
tory. In each instance the original of the 
present imprints is so rare as to make it ab¬ 
solutely unattainable to those of modest re¬ 
sources ; even the contemporary editions of 
most of the books selected for republication 
are so high in price as to exclude them from 
the collections of students and the shelves of 
family libraries. To find them in compact 
form, priced at a low figure, and containing 
the full text of the originals, supplemented by 
an apparatus of introductions and notes pro¬ 
vided by careful editors, is truly something to 
be proud and happy over. 


In this shape may now be had in volumes, 
neatly printed, well illustrated, and boxed, as 
a holiday set of histories, “Narratives of the 
Career of Hernando de Soto, in the Conquest 
of Florida, 1539-1542,” by Luys Hernandez 
de Biedrna and Rodrigo Ranjel, edited by 
Edward Gaylord Bourne, of Yale University; 
“The Journey of Coronado, 1540-42,” from 
the City of Mexico to the Buffalo Plains of 
Kansas and Nebraska, translated and edited 
by George Parker Winship; “Voyages From 
Montreal Through the Continent of North 
America to the Frozen Pacific Oceans in 
1789-1793,” by Alexander Mackenzie, the first 
white man to cross the Rocky Mountains; 
“History of the Expedition Under the Com¬ 
mand of Captains Lewis and Clark, 1804-6,” 
with an account of the Louisiana Purchase, 
by John Bach McMaster; “The History of 
the Five Indian Nations of Canada Which 
are Dependent on the Province of New 
York,” by Cadwallader Colden; “A Journal 
of the Voyages and Travels in the Interior 
of North America,” by Daniel Williams Har¬ 
mon, giving an early fur-trader’s life among 
the Indians; and “The Wild Northland,” a 
story of a winter journey with dogs across 
Northern North America, 1872-73, by Gen¬ 
eral Sir William Francis Butler. 

There is romance enough and to spare in 
these volumes, so ably edited and neatly is¬ 
sued. They should be widely read. Travel¬ 
lers on our well-appointed railroads, that feel 
injured and abused when they find a crumpled 
rose-leaf in their luxurious berths, should 
w r ake up to the requirements of body, soul 
and character it needed to be a “trail 
maker,” and should look to it that they also 
strive for some lasting qualities that will be 
of importance to their country one hundred 
years hence.

The following is a more complete descriptive summary, covering the general 
held, and noting the new books and some of the standards of the several publishers, who 
are arranged in alphabetical order. To them we are indebted for the many illustrations 
which adorn these pages and suggest more fully the books of the year. 


Henry Altemus Company have put into 
pretty shape the story of Benjamin Franklin’s 
nine years of happiness at the court of France, 
which they call “A Nation’s Idol.” A love 
episode beginning with a family feud is the 
keynote, and during its evolution is worked 
up the true story of the negotiations which 
ended in the treaty that placed the American 
Colonies among the nations of the earth. 

American Baptist Publication Society 
have several important contributions to re¬ 
ligious literature which may be used to ad¬ 
vantage in selecting books for clergymen of 
any denomination, as their tone is scholarly 
and liberal. “The Holy Spirit Then and 
Now,” a discussion of the nature, the rela¬ 
tions and the work of the Holy Spirit is by 
Professor E. H. Johnson, of Crozer The¬ 
ological Seminary; “The Ethics of Chris¬ 
tian Life,” by Henry L. Robins, Professor 
in Rochester Theological Seminary, repre¬ 
sents the study and work of twenty years; 
“The Church Covenant,” by Champlin Bur- 
rage, gives a thorough study of the develop¬ 
ment of the covenant among the Presby¬ 
terian. Congregational and Baptist churches; 
and “The Bible in Modern Life,” by John 


W. Conley, contains a course of lectures de¬ 
livered before the Bible Department of the 
Woman’s Club, Omaha, dealing with the 
influence of the Bible upon art, ethics, 
woman and education, and upon all that 
concerns the most vital problems of the 
most modern life. The imprint of this firm 
is identified with some of the best work 
of Caroline Atwater Mason, and it will be 
good news, indeed, that she has again fur¬ 
nished one of her poetic romances for the 
Christmas table of those who have spent so 
many happy hours with “A Lily of France,” 
which this year appears in a fine edition de 
luxe, containing fifteen beautiful photograv¬ 
ures of sixteenth century heroes and their 
deeds. The new story, entitled “The White 
Shield,” is based upon the legend of Thekla, 
the holy maid of Phrygia, which circulated 
throughout the Christian churches • of the 
second century. Thekla was a young girl, 
daughter of a noble lady of Iconium. She 
was led through hearing St. Paul to em¬ 
brace Christianity. Refusing to marry a man 
her parents had betrothed her to, she was 
disowned. Travelling to Antioch, she was 
insulted by the high priest of Caesar, and 
condemned to the arena for resenting his 
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approaches. The lioness refused to harm 
her, lying down at her feet.

A book of daily readings by 
Margaret E. Sangster is called “The Daily 
Pathway;” and Eleanor A. Hunter offers 
some wise, helpful thoughts in “Children and 
the Home.” Edgar Stanton Maclay’s “Life 
and Adventures of Jack Philip, Rear Admiral 
U. S. N.,” with introduction by Alfred Thayer 
Mahan, cannot fail to enlist the interest and 
admiration of the reader; and other books to 
be considered in making selections are “Last 
Sheaves,” by Rev. .Alexander Maclaren; 
“Growing Toward God,” by Rev. G. B. F. 
Hallock; “Faith’s Perplexities,” by Robert J. 
Drummond: and “Christ in the Present Age,” 
by James Wells. 
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D. Appleton & Company have made gen¬ 
erous provision for the book-buying season, 
notably appealing to a constituency of wide¬ 
awake, American interests. Admiral Schley’s 
own story under the title “Forty-five Years 
Under the Flag” devotes about one-third to 
the Spanish War, in which he became so great 
a figure. Admiral Schley left the Naval 
Academy just before the Civil War, and saw 
service with Farragut in the Gulf. He also 
served during the opening of Corea to the 
commercial world, and the chapter in which 
he describes the storming of the forts is one 
of brilliant interest. The rescue of Greely, 
the Arctic explorer, and the revolution in 
Chili also called for his services, and any his¬ 
tory-loving American will find reminders of 
some amazing facts in the record of how the 
late admiral served the flag he loved so de¬ 
votedly. A wide welcome is of course assured 
to “The Tar Baby, and Other Rhymes of 
Uncle Remus/’ by Joel Chandler Harris, with 
illustrations bv A. B. Frost and E. W. Kem¬ 
ble, already fully noticed in foregoing pages. 
Frank L. Stanton’s wide popularity will 
grow with the publication of “Little Folks 
Down South,” which, ostensibly for young 


people, can only be fully appreciated by 
those who can look back upon the delights 
and pleasures of childhood in the South with 
the always picturesque old “Mammy,” the 
wild life of the forests, the summer wind 
among the pines and the songs of bright 
plumaged birds. A book from a man’s heart 
is Thomas E. Watson’s “Bethany: a Story of 
the Old South,” which pictures under a thin 
guise of fiction the life of the people of 
Georgia during the anti-slavery controversy 
and the Civil War itself. The author has 
gained literary eminence through his “Life 
and Times of Thomas Jefferson” and other 
noted books of biography and history, and 
was prominently before the people as can¬ 
didate for the Presidency. In looking for 
books for active, inquiring American busi¬ 
ness men, it were well to examine “Mod¬ 
ern Industrialism,” by Frank L. McVey, 
showing the place of extractive industries in 
the material success of a nation, systems of 
transportation, manufacturing, commercial in¬ 
stitutions, and the problems coming out of 
the complicated system of the countries of 
the world now brought so near together 
by modern invention and discovery; “Mod¬ 
ern Advertising,” by Earnest 
Elmo Calkins and Ralph Hol¬ 
den ; and “The Story of Wireless 
Telegraphy,” by A. T. Story, cov¬ 
ering from its first inception to 
the triumphs of the present day. 
Told as only a brilliant French 
woman could tell it is “My Lit¬ 
erary Life,” the continuation of 
the autobiography of Madame 
Adam, (Juliette Lambert,) so aus¬ 
piciously begun as “Romance of 
My Childhood and Youth.” Ma¬ 
dame Adam has met all the men 
and women in the front ranks of 
the intellectual life of the French 
capital for nearly half a century. 
Fiction is the thing to fall back 
on for friends of unknown spe¬ 
cial “fads” and desires, and the 
Appletons have some new stories 
by authors who have names to 
conjure with. Hall Caine in “The 
Prodigal Son” has written a pow¬ 
erful tragedy, again leaving the 
more sophisticated society of “The 
Christian” for the simpler envi¬ 
ronment of his earlier work. It 
follows the lines of the Biblical 
narrative in point of parental de¬ 
votion, but here it is a mother who 
displays in touching manner one 
of the most vital passions of hu¬ 
manity. E. F. Benson, the author 
of the original “Dodo” in “An 
Act in a Backwater,” gives a very 
fine picture of the narrow, gos¬ 
sipy life of an English country 
town inhabited by many pleasant 
characters, notably the charming 
heroine: and Charles Marriott in 
“Genevra” has written a strong, 
poetical story of life at Land’s 
End, England, devoted to a study 
of the characteristics of £ literary

Benziger Brothers have two most fas¬ 
cinating volumes for those interested in the 
early history of the church, by the Rev. 
Thomas J. Shahan, professor of church his¬ 
tory in the Catholic University at Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. One of these is entitled “The 
Middle Ages,” and consists of sketches and 
fragments, each dealing with some phase of 
the rich and varied life of the period cov¬ 
ered by the author; the other is entitled 
“The Beginnings of Christianity,” a set 
of sketches especially noteworthy for the 
vast amount of information they contain, 
and the extremely attractive way in which 
the pictures are elaborated. A volume of 
especial interest is a translation of the Rev. 
Victor Cathrein’s work on “Socialism, its 
Theoretical Basis and Practical Application.” 
The translation has been made by the Rev. 
Victor F. Gettelmann, with special refer¬ 
ence to the condition of socialism in the 


United States. The work is a strong refu¬ 
tation of the claims of the socialists. They 
also commend to the thoughtful reader a new 
novel by J. Harrison, author of “Kind 
Hearts and Coronets,” entitled “The Way 
that Led Beyond,” the plot of which is force¬ 
ful, eventful and dramatic. 

Bonnell, Silver & Bowers have an inter¬ 
esting book for veterans of the War between 
the States, and for those interested in mili¬ 
tary history in a volume entitled “Last Hours 
of Sheridan’s Cavalry, or, the Eleven Days’ 
Campaign,” by General Henry Edwin Tre- 
main. The author presents a concise account 
of the closing days of the Civil War, together 
with a record of the surrender of General 
Lee and the grand review of the returning 
Federal armies in Washington. They have 
also a collection of verse by Lewis W. Horn- 
blower, entitled “Wooing of Boreas,” which 
is issued in an edition limited to 150 num¬ 
bered copies. 

Bobbs-Merrill Company have a holiday 
giftbook that appeals to lovers of flowers, 
lovers of beautiful women and lovers of love 
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in John Cecil Clay’s “In Love’s Garden.” 
Maidens fair of every zone are turned to 
flowers, and verses are selected from the 
whole garden of English literature to de¬ 
scribe their gracious loveliness. The book 
has upwards of forty drawing's in color and 
every page is ornamented with faint and deli¬ 
cate tinted traceries. From the same artist’s 
hand comes a gift that will make the hearts of 
matinee girls rejoice, and will solve the prob¬ 
lem of choice for many an admirer who wishes 
to offer something suitable and satisfactory. 
“The Portfolio of Celebrated Actresses,” by 
John Cecil Clay, contains very fine repro¬ 
ductions of color crayon work on heavy 
coated paper, mounted on heavy cardboard. 
The actresses selected have all names to con¬ 
jure with — Virginia Harned, Maxine Elliott, 
Mrs. Fiske, Annie Russell, Blanche Bates 
and Mrs. Carter. A companion volume to 
the famous Christy-Riley “An Old Sweet¬ 
heart of Mine” is “Out to Old Aunt Mary’s,” 
with verses by James Whitcomb Riley, and 
twenty-one full-page pictures in two colors, 
by Howard Chandler Christy. The poem 
consists of twenty verses, fourteen of which 
have never yet been published. In rhymes 
that sing themselves and fix themselves in¬ 
delibly in the memory, the poet tells of two 
boys whose greatest delight was to visit an 
old aunt in the country, who had a real warm 
spot for boys in her maiden heart, and did 
all she could to make them good and happy. 
Many a dear old uncle or grandfather 
would be delighted with this reminiscence 
of the good times of long ago. This house 
draws lucky numbers in fiction, and a 
book with its imprint stands among the 
“best sellers” month after month, and some¬ 
times two hold the good record. Much 
of this excellent fiction is thoroughly Amer¬ 
ican in tone and thoroughly timely in inter¬ 


est. “Wanted—A Cook,” by Alan Dale, is 
a comedy novel of a self-conscious couple in 
contact with the servant question. They 
live in a tiny New York apartment, and have 
aesthetic ideas, and get into ludicrous pre¬ 
dicaments with rapidly succeeding cooks. 
“The Law of the Land,” by Emerson Hough, 
illustrated by Arthur I. Keller, is a romance 
of the Mississippi Delta, involving a South¬ 
erner’s view of the race problem, and de¬ 
scribing the “black volcano” always threat¬ 
ening the white Southerner. The author 
knows the white man’s burden and the mis¬ 
apprehensions of the law-making Northern¬ 
ers, and he tells a dramatic and very serious 
story, enlivened, however, with his well- 
known irrepressible humor. Every man who 
takes a little turn in Wall Street should eag¬ 
erly read “Black Friday,” by Frederic S. 
Isham, illustrated by Harrison Fisher. It is 
a dramatic story of New York in the days 
of the famous “corner in gold,” when Jay 
Gould, the noted financier and daring specu¬ 
lator, had the market almost in his grasp. 
The scene shifts at the end to Paris in the 
exciting time of the Commune. Mr. Isham’s 
work shows a steady advance in power, in 
imaginative grasp, in the realization of at¬ 
mosphere and in constructive skill. In every 
case his latest book is his best. A gay rom¬ 
ance of Washington life, by Harold McGrath, 
also illustrated by Harrison Fisher, is “The 
Man on the Box,” in which the hero mas¬ 
querades as a coachman and becomes in¬ 
volved in a diplomatic intrigue; and “The 
Girl and the Kaiser,” by Pauline Bradford 
Mackie, illustrated by John Cecil Clay, is 
about an American girl at the court of Wil¬ 
liam 11., to whom two German officers, one 
rich and one poor, make love, and who can¬ 
not make her choice until the strenuous 
Kaiser straightens out the complications for 
her. Meredith Nicholson 
again holds the mirror 
up to nature in “Zelda 
Dameron,” a story of the 
Middle West, in which a 
proud, wilful, but sweet 
and courageous girl dis¬ 
covers that her father is 
a rascal, and then acts 
as a girl of that charac¬ 
ter must act, face to face 
with so fearful a prob¬ 
lem : and “The Happy 
Average,” by Brand 
Whitlock, tells the story 
of a college graduate 
who fell in love with a 
winsome girl, engaged 
himself to her and then 
went out into the world 
with American courage 
and resource to fight for 
a position he could ask 
her to share with him. 
An exhilarating book of 
nonsense, ostensibly for 
children, should not be 
overlooked in choosing 
for grown lovers of wit 
and humor. It is called 
“Folly for the Wise.” and 
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is by Carolyn Wells, 
past-master in her 
special line.

etchings printed on im¬ 
perial Japanese paper and 
separately mounted; and 
newcomers have been ad¬ 
mitted into all the other 
well-known series, and 
some entirely new series 
have been started, which 
it would be well to ask 
to see when trying to 
find the fittest dress in 
which to offer an old fa¬ 
vorite. Lovers of Ste¬ 
venson and of Balzac are 
thought of in “Best of 
Stevenson” and “Best of 
Balzac,” two pretty little 
volumes, edited by Alex¬ 
ander Jessup, and bound 
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in cartridge paper or in ooze leather; Mary 
Handford Ford’s “The Legends of Parsifal,” 
will appeal to a large circle of literary and 
musical friends; good Republicans will appre¬ 
ciate “Bits of Wisdom by William McKinley,” 
and “Strenuous Epigrams of Theodore Roose¬ 
velt;” and men even more than women will 
see all the fine work in “Woman and Her 
Wits,” selections by G. F. Monkshood from 
authors and books of all times and ages. 

The Century Company have a sumptuous 
gift book in Edith Wharton’s “Italian Villas 
and Their Gardens,” with pictures by Max- 
field Parrish, which is fully described in our 
front pages. A great literary prize bears the 
Century Company’s imprint in “Thackeray’s 
Letters to an American Family,” with an in¬ 
troduction by Lucy W. Baxter, to whom 
many of the letters are addressed. The let¬ 
ters were written to different members of 
the Baxter family of New York, and cover 
both the first and second visits of the great 
novelist to America. They are continuous, 
and have almost the interest of a new story 
concerning America and her people, full of 
a loose, irresponsible whimsicality. Fac¬ 
similes of manuscripts and many drawings 
by the author add to the interest of a volume 
which every Thackeray lover must consider 
a great prize. The name of Mary Mapes 
Dodge at once suggests the children, for 
whom her life-work has been done. But it 
would be a pity if “Poems and Verses,” her 


latest collection of her choicest and ripest work, 
should be looked upon as wholly a child’s book. 
S. Weir Mitchell has accomplished an am¬ 
bitious work in “The Youth of Washington: 
told in the form of an autobiography.” He 
imagines Washington, sitting down at Mount 
Vernon in his old age, and recording solely 
for his own eye the incidents and influences of 
his youth. Mrs. Ruth McEnery Stuart’s books 
are sure to please, and “The River’s Chil¬ 
dren,” illustrated by Harry C. Edwards, is 
another of her poetic idyls, this time laid on 
the shores of the great Mississippi. An il¬ 
lustrated edition of her charming “Sonny” 
is also ready, with fourteen pictures and 
chapter initials by Fanny Y. Cory. “The 
Rose of Old St. Louis,” by Mary Dillon, 
with illustrations by Relyea and Castaigne, 
is a novel of a hundred years ago, in the 
time of the Louisiana Purchase, told with 
rare literary skill and charm, and rich in 
dramatic incident. “The Gray World,” by 
Evelyn Underhill, tells of a London slum 
child who died and reached the gray world 
beyond 'this earth, found himself restless, 
and slipped through into the world again, 
becoming the son of a well-to-do common¬ 
place English family. Only authors who 
love children could have written Miriam 
Michelson’s “The Madigans,” Martha Kean’s 
“A Transplanted Nursery,” and Carolyn 
Wells’s “The Staying Guest.” Miss Michel- 
son, of “Bishop’s Carriage” fame, tells of 
eight Madigans—a father who is wild be-

cause all of his six children are girls, and 
a placid maiden aunt, who together form 
a pretty lively household; Martha Kean in 
“A Transplanted Nursery,” describes how 
an American mother took her three small 
boys for a summer in Brittany, instead of to 
the usual Maine summer resort; and Carolyn 
Wells makes you fairly see the little girl who 
comes unwelcome and unbidden into the 
home of her supposed aunt, and who, even 
after the real niece arrives, remains “The 
Staying Guest,” and gives title to the fas¬ 
cinating tale. Other novels of merit are 
“Fata Morgana,” by Andre Castaigne, who 
also illustrates his story of American art 
students in Paris; “Paths of Judgment,” by 
Anne Douglas Sedgwick; and “Ellen and 
Mr. Man,” by Gouverneur Morris. Three 
new books, as usual, go into the bewitching 
Thumb-nail Series: “As You Like It,” 
“Romeo and Juliet” and “An Old English 
Christmas,” by Washington Irving. 

The Charterhouse Press have prepared a 
charming giftbook for distracted Christmas 
shoppers in “The Medici Balls,” wherein 
Anna L. Sheldon and Miss Newell have given 
their impressions of a five years’ stay in Tus¬ 
cany, where they left main-travelled roads 
and explored on foot and in motor-car little 
known nooks and corners of the home of the 
Medicis. The numerous half-tone illustra¬ 
tions from photographs are peculiarly attrac¬ 
tive. 

Arthur H. Clark Company, Cleveland, O., 
have put faith, enterprise and much well- 
invested capital into their series of “Early 
Western Travels,” edited with notes, introduc¬ 
tions and index by Reuben Gold Thwaites, 
with facsimiles of the original title-pages, 


maps, views, portraits, etc., an undertaking of 
great interest to every student of Western 
history. Dr. Thwaites is acknowledged the 
foremost authority on his subject, and his 
elaborate analytical index is a specially val¬ 
uable feature, as almost all the rare originals 
are without indexes. Sixteen volumes are 
already issued, and a gift of these books to 
the nearest library would mark the giver a 
public-spirited benefactor. Among these 
books now ready are George Croghan’s 
“Tours Into the Western Country, 1750-75;” 
F. Cuming’s “Tour to the Western Country 
Through Ohio and Kentucky, 1807-09,” which 
Thompson in his “Bibliography of Ohio” pro¬ 
nounces one of the most interesting works re¬ 
lating to the West; Conrad Weiser’s “Journal 
of a Tour to the Ohio, 1748;” Captain Thomas 
Morris’s “Journal of Thrilling Experiences 
Upon the Maumee, 1764,” which admirably 
epitomizes the history of English relations 
with the French and Indians; J. Long’s “Voy¬ 
ages and Travels, 1768-82, of an Indian In¬ 
terpreter and Trader,” describing the manners 
and customs of the North American Indians; 
James Flint’s “Letters from America 1818- 
20,” a trustworthy, candid authority for the 
Mississippi Valley in the high tide of early 
emigration; and others dealing with special 
local histories in lands beyond the Missouri in 
reliable and scholarly manner. The Colum¬ 
bian, the Pan-American and the Louisiana 
Purchase Expositions have worked up think¬ 
ing Americans to the value of the histories of 
events that have within 300 years made pos¬ 
sible so vast a world power. 

C. M. Clark Publishing Company have 
good news for all who enjoyed Frances Par¬ 
ker’s “Marjie of the Lower Ranch” in the an¬ 
nouncement of another breezy story of West¬ 
ern ranch life, entitled “Hope Hathaway,” 
which is illustrated by stirring pictures by 
Charles M. Russell, showing the first work 
from the pencil of this “cowboy artist.” The 
pictures are so very good that an opportunity 
is given to buyers of the book to have eight of 
the illustrations all ready for framing. Dwight 
Tilton, who gave such pleasure with his 
“Miss Petticoats” and “On Satan’s Mount,” 
has written a new book called “My Lady 
Laughter,” a story of the Revolution. In one 
of the characters, the sturdy patriot of 
Bunker Hill, the head of the publishing firm 
has discovered an ancestor in direct line, and 
naturally the getting up of the book in fitting 
style has become a labor of love. It is a 
thrilling, human story of Boston life, illus¬ 
trated with ten full-page pictures repro¬ 
duced from paintings by Charles H. Ste¬ 
phens and showing Washington, Paul Re¬ 
vere, Samuel Adams, John Hancock and 
Joseph Warren, (the ancestor,) as they lived 
and breathed. In seeking for new ideas to 
brighten the long evenings of the Christmas 
season, it would be well to remember the 
new card game gotten out by this house, 
which is known as “Stage.” It consists of 
sixty-six picture cards, including forty-nine 
portraits of the most popular actors and ac¬ 
tresses printed in three colors. Nothing bet¬ 
ter can be thought of as a souvenir "for a 
matinee girl. 
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Henry T. Coates & Company have se¬ 
lected “Russia,” “France” and “Switzer¬ 
land” this season to take their place among 
the sumptuous Photogravure books so eager¬ 
ly looked for with every succeeding Christ¬ 
inas season. “Russia” has Theophile Gau¬ 
tier’s text translated and brought down to 
date by Florence McIntyre Tyson, beauti¬ 
fully illustrated with fifty photogravures, 
and bound in two volumes in cloth or 
crushed morO'cco. The subject is uppermost 
in the mind of the whole world, and no more 
timely book could be chosen to help a friend 
think and know about this great world- 
power, crowded on all sides by world-prob¬ 
lems. Joel Cook has provided the descrip¬ 
tive text for both “France: Historic and 
Romantic” and “Switzerland.” The first is 
intended chiefly for Americans, and de¬ 
scribes its treasures in a manner appeal¬ 
ing to this great nation of travellers. The 
general route of travel is followed, begin¬ 
ning with places of interest on both sides of 
the English Channel, Paris, and the south¬ 
ern route through Champagne, Provence, 
the Rhone Valley to the Mediterranean, 
westward to Brittany, and the historic 
region of the Loire, the Bay of Biscay and 
the Pyrenees, and northeastward to Flan¬ 
ders and Belgium. It gives special chapters 
to the German boundary that has been the 
scene of so many fierce conflicts, and also 
describes a flying trip to the Alps of Savoy 
and Mt. Blanc. The two volumes are lav¬ 
ishly illustrated from well-knO’wn pictures, 
and make rich-looking books, worthy to 
take their place beside the “Holland.” “Mo¬ 
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rocco,” “Spain and the Spaniards” and 
“India, Past and Present,” of former years. 
“Switzerland: Picturesque and Descriptive,” 
by the same author, gives a glowing ac¬ 
count of perhaps the most romantic scenes 
on the earth's surface, and shows its spe¬ 
cial beauties in twenty-five photogravures. 
Lisle de Vaux Matthewman and Clare Victor 
Dwiggins have again joined their literary and 
artistic talents to produce “Completed Pro¬ 
verbs,” a book that is worthy to stand with 
“Crankisms,” “Whimlets” and “Brevities,” 
the marvellous successes made by this same 
combination of talent during the last three 
holiday seasons. The author is a cheerful 
sage, and the artist has nimbleness of wit as 
well as ability to draw. There are about 100 
well-known proverbs which are given to a 
certain point and then completed in the most 
astounding manner. Few books so fittingly 
meet the requirements of a giftbook. Eti¬ 
quette books are always fascinating, and in 
“Good Form for Men” C. H. Forbes Lindsay 
has compiled a specially attractive one, that 
whether offered in joke or earnest will be ap¬ 
preciated by the friend who receives it. Many 
old favorites hold their own on the lists of 
this house, and every year they are looked 
after, brought up to date and put into festive 
holiday shape. Of such are Knight’s “Shake¬ 
speare,” that wholly satisfactory one-volume 
Shakespeare; “The Fireside Encyclopaedia of 
Poetry,” compiled and arranged by Henry T. 
Coates, representing 450 authors and ‘nearly 
1400 poems, which keeps all its holiday smart¬ 
ness of exterior, but has been reduced in 
price; Charles Knight’s “Half Hours with 
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the Best Authors,” complete in six magnificent 
volumes, suitable for libraries, teachers, stu¬ 
dents, clubs and homes; and the new Fireside 
edition of '‘Wood’s Popular Natural History,” 
with upwards of 500 engravings, making a 
most instructive and entertaining work. 
About 200 of the standard books of the world 
have been given a uniform dress, and are 
known as the New Acorn Library. 

Rouert Grier Cooke can count upon the 
present absorbing interest in politics and the 
man in bringing forward his “The Roose¬ 
velt Doctrine,” compiled by E. E. Garrison. 
Selections have been skilfully made from the 
President’s speeches, presenting his views 
upon political and civil questions of the day, 
upon the duties of citizenship and the per¬ 
sonal standard in politics in a way that can¬ 
not fail to compel the interest of even those 
who hold contrary political opinions. Fifty 
thousand copies were sold within six weeks 
of its publication date. “God’s Country” also 
makes a strongly patriotic appeal. Its author, 
John Winfield Scott, who has been called 
“one of New York’s most patriotic citizens,” 
here sounds a note of high national purpose, 
looking towards the ultimate good of the 
various peoples of “God’s Country.” In 
lighter mood there is “Captain Kidd, and 
Other Charades,” by Florence L. Sahler, trac¬ 
ing and illustrating the history of charades 
from the days of ancient Egypt; and Frances 
A. Mathews’s “A Little Tragedy of Tien 
Tsin,” a collection of charming and dramatic 
stories of China and Japan. New Yorkers, 
especially those whose family trees find root 
in Dutch soil, will be immensely interested 
in the “Barclay Genealogies,” which have 
been arranged by R. Burnham Moffat. Here¬ 
in the Astors and the Schermerhorns, the 
Bleeckers and the Van Cortlandts may find 
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just how nearly they are related to the Bar¬ 
clays and many other families. “Six Incur¬ 
sions” will be an acceptable gift for a serious- 
minded friend, who will find much food for 
thought in Edward A. Jenks’s efforts “to 
bring back the fast lapsing belief in a per¬ 
sonal God, and to make him real again.” 

Thomas Y. Crowell & Co. have made their 
usual extensive preparations for supplying 
old favorites in fitting and elaborate costumes, 
and have also several new books distinctly suit¬ 
able for gift purposes. In sets of standards this 
house is specially strong and of very many of 
them they allow the purchase of separate vol¬ 
umes. This they do in “The First Folio Edition 
of Shakespeare,” edited, with notes, introduc¬ 
tion, glossaries, lists of variorum readings and 
selected criticisms by Charlotte Porter and 
Helen A. Clarke, which will be completed in 
forty volumes. This edition of 1623, which 
gives Shakespeare’s original spelling and 
punctuation, is set and printed by De Vinne 
in modern type. Any favorite play of this 
set will make a pretty keepsake. Sold only 
in sets are the “Complete Works of De Foe,” 
in sixteen volumes, edited by Gustavius How¬ 
ard Maynadier, of Harvard University, who 
has also edited the Fielding set in twelve 
volumes, and the Smollett set in twelve vol¬ 
umes ; the Cornhill edition of the “Complete 
Works of Thackeray,” in thirty volumes, 
edited, with biography, bibliography and spe¬ 
cial introductions, by William P. Trent; the 
Virginia edition of the “Complete Works of 
Edgar Allan Poe” in seventeen volumes, ed¬ 
ited by Professor James A. Harrison, revert¬ 
ing to original sources and supplying several 
hundred pages of new material; the Farring- 
jord edition of the “Poetical Works of Al¬ 
fred Tennyson,”. in ten volumes, with notes 
and introductions by Eugene Parsons; the 
Camberwell edition of “The Complete Poet¬ 
ical Works of Robert Browning.” in twelve 
volumes; the Coxhoe edition of “The Com¬ 
plete Poetical Works of Mrs. Browning,” in 
six volumes, both sets edited by Charlotte 
Porter and Helen A. Clarke; and “Poetical 
Works of William Morris,” selected and ed¬ 
ited by Professor Percy R. Colwell, with in¬ 
troduction, notes, bibliography and photograv¬ 
ure portrait. Last year Geraldine Brooks 
supplied the house with a most successful 
hook on “Dames and Daughters of Colonial 
Pays,” and this year has done the same care¬ 
ful and fascinating work on “Dames and 
Daughters of the French Court,” introduc¬ 
ing the many interesting and picturesque fig¬ 
ures that have clustered about the throne of 
France in all her wild and romanti-c history. 
Nathan Haskell Dole’s name and reputation 
guarantee for the scholarly work on “The 
Greek Poets,” an anthology edited by him 
which gives a highly important studv of the 
place and value of all the Greek poets, with 
full examples of their writings in the best 
English translations. The volume contains 
biographical sketches, notes and indices and 
is a much-needed work of reference. This 
house has provided a set of Illustrated Biog¬ 
raphies truly calculated to endanger the last 
commandment, all gotten up in uniform style 
with seventeen illustrations apiece and a neat 
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box to make each book look 
more festive. In this shape 
are presented Boswell’s 
“Johnson,” J. W. Cross’s 
“Life of Eliot,” Dean Far¬ 
rar’s “Life of Christ,” Mrs. 

Gaskell’s “Life of Charlotte 
Bronte,” James A. Harri¬ 
son’s “Life of Poe,” Irving’s 
“Life of Columbus” and 
“Life of Mahomet,” and 
Lockhart’s “Life of Scott.” 

The name of J. R. Miller is 
closely identified with the 
Crowell imprint. This year 
he gives another of his 
kindly helpful books under 
the title “Finding the 
Way;” and quiet philosophy 
and kindly humor of a sin¬ 
gularly restful type may be 
found in Halliwell Sut¬ 
cliffe’s “A Bachelor in Ar- 
cady,” a delightful novel of 
nature which has elicited 
whole-hearted praise from 
critics and readers every¬ 
where. Attractive little pre¬ 
sentation books have been 
made of Sarah K. Bolton’s 
“Emerson;” and “Raphael,” 
which brief but accurate lit¬ 
tle biographies are now em¬ 
bellished by full-page half¬ 
tones from photographs, 
scenes and paintings, and 
are included in the Chis¬ 
wick Series. A work of value in collect¬ 
ing fugitive material of Ruskin not before 
given to the public is “Ruskin Relics,” by 
W. G. Collingwood, Ruskin’s biographer 
and friend, who here offers an important 
supplementary volume of reminiscences, chat¬ 
ty anecdotes, Ruskin drawings and other 
“relics” of interesting nature to collectors 
of Ruskiniana. Rossetti’s translation of 
Dante’s “New Life” has been added to the 
Chiswick Series; as has also Nathan Haskell . 
Dole’s “Richard Wagner,” which is thorough¬ 
ly illustrated from portraits and scenes from 
his operas; and Andrew Lang’s translation of 
“Aucassin and Nicolette.” There is a new 
and careful selection of Joseph Addison’s 
“Essays,” with introduction by Hamilton 
Wright Mabie; a cheaper edition of Amory 
FI. Bradford’s “Messages of the Masters,” a 
book of appreciation of great paintings and 
their lessons, which is added to the Silent 
Times Series; and a selection from Chester¬ 
field’s “Letters to His Son and His Godson,” 
edited, with introduction and index, by 
Charles Welsh. A selection by A. L. Gowans 
of “The Hundred Best English Poems” shows 
wonderful insight in the fulfilling of his 
rather ambitious task; and with joy will be 
hailed the appearance of an edition of Robert 
Bell’s “Songs from the Dramatists,” edited by 
Brander Matthews. In answer to a general 
demand E. K. Rawson’s “Twenty Famous 
Battles”—from Salamis to Santiago—is now 
available in a single volume edition, illustrated 
with plans, old prints, maps and portraits. 
Marvellous as it may seem, the works enu¬ 


merated are but a few of the great provision 
of this always generous house. To the Lux¬ 
embourg Library have been added Jane Aus¬ 
ten s “Pride and Prejudice,” Bulwer-Lytton’s 
“Rienzi,” Le Page’s “Gil Bias” in Smollett’& 
translation, Charles Lever’s “Harry Lorre- 
quer,” and William Ware’s “Zenobiain the 
Handy Information Series there is “Synopses 
of Dickens’s Novels,” a companion volume to 
“Shakespearian Synopses,” by J. Walker Mc- 
Spadden; in the Chiswick Series besides the 
works already mentioned there are J. R. 
Miller’s “The Face of Nature,” Omar Khay¬ 
yam’s “The Rubaiyat,” Theodor Storm’s 
“Immensee,” and “A Browning Calendar,” 
edited by Constance M. Spender; and in the 
What is Worth While Series there are J. R. 
Miller’s “Innei Life,” W. Robertson Nicoll’s 
“The Lost Art of Reading,” and S. A. Nicoll’s 
“How to Bring Up Our Boys.” 

Dodd, Mead & Company are the fortunate 
publishers who have secured “Thackeray in 
the United States,” by General James Grant 
Wilson, for which the readers of the author’s 
two magazine articles are keenly on the alert. 
His work is already fully described in the 
front pages. It is certainly fitting that the 
same publishers should bring out a “Life of 
Honore de Balzac,” Thackeray’s great peer 
in the dissection of human nature. It is the 
work of Mary F. Sandars, who has com¬ 
piled it from original sources, and sketches 
a career more thrilling than the most 10- 
mantic character creations of fiction. Other 
biographical contributions to the season’s 
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literature are "The Correspondence of Wil¬ 
liam Cowper,” the first complete edition of 
Cowper’s letters, which is edited by Thomas 
Wright, the founder of the Cowper Society, 
and the author of the "Life of William Cow¬ 
per,” which is recognized as the standard 
work on the subject, and is in four volumes, 
which must go into every library that pre¬ 
tends to be representative of the English lit¬ 
erature; Charles Harold Herford’s “Brown- 
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ing,” in Modern English Writers; a cheaper 
edition in one volume of “The Romance of 
Lady Burton,” told in part by herself and 
in part by W. H. Williams; and “Famous 
Women Described by Great Writers,” in 
which Esther Singleton offers a volume 
worthy to take rank with her “Great Pic¬ 
tures,” and “Guide to the Opera,” and adding 
the historic interest to the artistic and lit¬ 
erary interest of these books. The book is 
fully illustrated and will give lasting pleas¬ 
ure as a gift book. Very carefully selected 
.•amid very tastefully prepared are the gift 
Jbooks of this house. “The Love of Azalea” 
ris fhe title of Onoto Watanna’s quaint and 
rdainty tale of the love story of an American 
’missionary and a Japanese maiden, of their 
-marriage, the accidents which separate them, 
:and of their joyful reunion, which lends it- 
:self happily to the odd conceits and pretty 
designs of the Japanese artist. Paul Leices¬ 
ter Ford’s “Love Finds a Way” is this year 
gotten up by Harrison Fisher and Margaret 
Armstrong. after the manner of “Wanted, a 
Matchmaker,” and most attractive Presenta¬ 
tion editions are also on hand of Hamilton 


W. Mabic’s “Nature and Culture;” Tenny¬ 
son’s “Maud;” Paul Laurence Dunbar’s 
“LiT Gal;” John Uri Lloyd’s “Scroggins,” 
and Walter Russell’s “Age of Innocence,” 
containing portraits of many children, in¬ 
cluding the ten handsomest children in the 
families of the subscribers to the Ladies' 
Home Journal, which the artist was engaged 
to paint for that paper. An exquisite piece 
of work is “Our Friend, the Dog,” by Mau¬ 
rice Maeterlinck, which not only marks a 
high level of literary excellence, but portrays 
a dog’s nature faithfully and artistically. It 
is illustrated by Paul J. Meylan, and will ap¬ 
peal to all who truly love and understand 
dogs. In “The Poet’s Corner,” Max Beer- 
bohm offers another portfolio of eccentric 
and original caricatures, this time setting off 
with great cleverness the characteristics of 
certain modern poets. The portfolio is in¬ 
geniously made to appear like a child’s nur¬ 
sery book. The sketches are admirable, both 
as concerns humor and execution. Among 
them are Robert Browning taking tea with 
the Browning Society; Matthew Arnold in¬ 
terviewed by his niece, Mrs. Ward; Walt 
Whitman inciting the bird of freedom to 
soar; Paul Verlaine as an usher in a private 
school; William Butler Yeats presenting 
George Moore to the queen of the fairies, 
etc. All who love theatres may be made 
happy with Mrs. Alec Tweedie’s “Behind the 
Footlights;” or Miss H. A. Guerber’s “Pop¬ 
ular Operas,” both copiously illustrated. In 
the same line is “Masters of Song, Their 
Lives and Their Works,” by Anna Alice 
Chapin,- and a timely and well-edited volume 
is “Japan by the Japanese,” compiled by Al¬ 
fred Stead. George Saintsbury’s great “His¬ 
tory of Criticism” is completed with the 
third volume; and Andrew Lang has added 
volume three to his “History of Scotland.” 
It is always safe to fall back upon a well- 
known novelist’s latest book, and this house 
offers S. R. Crockett’s “Loves of Miss Anne,” 
breezy and wholesome as the Highlands, 
where the story is laid: George Barr Mc- 
Cutcheon’s “Beverly of Graustark,” in which 
a young Washington girl goes over to Grau¬ 
stark, and has most interesting experiences 
with new and old friends and enemies in the 
scene of the author’s former successful book. 
Marie Corelli tells a simple love story in 
“God’s Good Man;” and Amelia E. Barr, Je¬ 
rome K. Jerome, John Oxenham, Hamblen 
Sears, Max Pemberton and Eden Phillpotts 
all have stories of great merit, of which the 
titles appear in the book list elsewhere in 
this issue.

“Breaking Home Ties,” a beautiful poem by 
Max Ehrrnan; also, Mrs. Browning’s “Son¬ 
nets from the Portuguese,” with flower bor¬ 
ders and designs. “Mr. Hawkins’s Humorous 
Adventures” is another clever book by Edgar 
Franklin, which promises to repeat the suc¬ 
cess scored by this firm’s previous book of 
humor, “How to Cook Husbands.” “A 
Cynic’s Meditations,” by Walter Pulitzer, has 
already won for itself an enviable reputation. 
“Cupid’s Proverbs” is an attractive wedding 
book, designed and illustrated by Albertine 
Randall Wheelan, concerning which it is im¬ 
possible to be too enthusiastic. “The Book 
of Friendships” has a worthy successor this 
season in “My Friend,” compiled by James 
Frederick Mason and decorated in color by 
Amelia de Wolffers. “Mother Stork’s Baby 
Book,” designed by Albertine Randall Whee¬ 
lan, is a book every mother will treasure. For 
those who like dainty little volumes to send 
to friends we may recommend their Great 
Ideal Series, the Violet Series, the Dodge 
Classics and the Autumn Leaf Series. Those 
interested in “What to Have for Luncheon” 
will find in Mrs. Mary J. Lincoln’s new book 
of that name a useful guide. 

Doubleday, Page & Company announce 
“only twenty new books,” which would indeed 
seem all to which any one publisher can do 
justice during a short season. It is interest¬ 
ing to note that these twenty books represent 
only 2 per cent, of manuscripts offered for 
consideration, and that they have been chosen 
with rare discrimination. A book of great 


interest and lasting merit is "Recollections 
and Letters of General Robert E. Lee,” edited 
by his son, Captain Robert E. Lee, which 
fully comes up to the expectations with which 
it has long been awaited. The story of the 
Civil War in the South and of the great gen¬ 
eral’s fine work during the Reconstruction! 
period is told with enthusiasm, but without 
bitterness. The South is also viewed through, 
the eyes of a typical Southern woman in “A. 
Belle of the Fifties,” under which title Ada. 
Sterling has gathered and edited the memoirs, 
of Mrs. Cla3 r , of Alabama, the wife of the- 
great war Senator, who was a leader in the 
brilliant society that centred at Washington, 
from 1840 to the. Civil War, and whose remin¬ 
iscences are full of facts about Presidents 
Pierce, Buchanan and Lincoln, Thackeray, 
Patti, Jenny Lind, Charlotte Cushman and all 
the notabilities of her feted life. A very elab¬ 
orate book 011 “Indian Basketry” is the work 
of Otis T. Mason, who covers every branch of ’ 
his subject—history, materials, weaving and’ 
dyeing methods, uses, symbolism, etc.—with- 
authority. The illustrations are sumptuous for 
the two volumes, comprising 46 heliotypes in¬ 
full color and 200 beautiful half-tones. The- 
bibliography of the subject will be a surprise- 
even to the best-informed. “The Pou.trv' 
Book,” in three volumes, by Harrison Weir 
and many American specialists, is also a dis¬ 
tinct contribution to its subject, giving in ad¬ 
dition to practical instruction the literature 
and law of the subject: proverbs, customs,' 
Easter eggs, omens and superstitions, ahec?: 
dotes, medicinal properties and the like. As 
ever this house counts upon a fiction reading \ 
public, and provides many novels that can* be 
used as giftbooks, especially as they are all 
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more or less elaborately illustrated. Harry 
Leon Wilson’s “The Seeker” deals with an 
earnest young man’s studies in revealed re¬ 
ligion in a fearless and up-to-date manner in 
the fascinating style of the author of “The 
Spenders;” “The Hills of Freedom,” by Jo¬ 
seph Sharts, a new author, is an Ohio story 
•of the period preceding the Civil War; and 
other first books full of promise of many to 
•come are Katharine Holland Brown’s 
“Diana,” a novel of life on the Mississippi; 
.and James Branch Cabell’s “The Eagle’s 
Shadow,” of which the action takes place in 
one of the stately old Virginia mansions. 
Practised pens also contribute books sure of 
wide popularity. Rudyard Kipling has col¬ 
lected a volume of stories entitled “Traffics 
and Discoveries,” which contains also “The 
Army of a Dream,” a long tale published 
for the first time; Joseph A. Altsheler 
writes a vigorous tale of politics and news¬ 
paper life in “Guthrie of the Times;” Jean¬ 
nette L. Gilder in “The Tomboy at Work” 
continues the “Autobiography of a Tomboy,” 
and shows the irrepressible girl as a business 
girl and bread-winner; Thomas Dixon, Jr., in 
“The Clansman” has studied the organization 
of the Ku Klux Klan, and proved that their 
first plans were those of the true knight er- 
rants to right intolerable wrongs v ; Eleanor 
Hoyt in “Nancy’s Country Christmas” chron- 
j icles some more of her favorite heroine’s 


“misdemeanors;” and Violet Jacob’s “The In¬ 
terloper,” a story of country life in Scotland, 
needs no higher praise than the verdict of 
good critics that it is worthy to stand beside 
“The Sheepstealers.” George H. Lorimer has 
in “Old Gorgon Graham” written more “let¬ 
ters from a self-made merchant to his son,” 
which are addressed to the young man now 
actually engaged in business and are just as 
full of knowledge of human nature and true 
philosophy as those of which 350,000 copies 
were sold. Specially useful for holiday time 
and holiday house parties is Mrs. Burton 
Kingsland’s “Indoor and Outdoor Games,” 
full of new ideas for the tired hostess; and 
every man engaged in any expert art will ap¬ 
preciate the “Stories of Inventors,” by Rus¬ 
sell Doubleday, which describe the miracles 
of wireless telegraphy, long distance tele¬ 
phony, submarine navigation, moving pictures, 
etc. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. have made extensive 
preparations for the holiday book-buying 
season and offer some books of lasting value, 
especially to people of artistic and literary 
tastes. “The Painters of Japan” is an elab¬ 
orate art book that contains information 
that will come as a surprise to many upon 
the great work accomplished by the artists 
of this fascinating country, which day by 
day seems to offer new surprises to -a watch¬ 
ing world. Another elaborate art work 
is “The Prado and Its Masterpieces,” 
reproductions of some of the world’s 
most famous works of art in highly- 
finished photogravures. Few private 
people can own so elaborate a work, 
but in the season when money is col¬ 
lected to offer gifts to favorite pastors 
and teachers, such a work should be 
considered. “The Romance of Tristan 
and Iseult,” told by J. Bevier and trans¬ 
lated into English by H. Belloc, is illus¬ 
trated by Robert Engels and makes a 
sumptuous folio giftbook.

“Cranford,” Goldsmith’s “Vicar of 
Wakefield,” and Miss Mitford’s “Our 
Village,” all three of the last little clas¬ 
sics illustrated in color by Brock.

Every device of 
the most imaginative brain is used on the 
Dutton calendars and booklets. 

Paul Elder & Co., of San Francisco, Cal., 
have prepared a number of artistic publica¬ 
tions especially suitable for holiday giPs. 
Among these may be mentioned “The En¬ 
tirely New Cynic’s Calendar” for 1905, com¬ 
piled by the now famous original three wise 
sages—Ethel Watts Mumford, Oliver Her- 
ford and Addison Mizner. Over eighty 
thousand copies of this clever volume of 
perverted wisdom have been sold, the ad¬ 
vance sale of the New Cynics being thirty 
thousand. The calendar is illustrated, 
handsomely printed and bound in gay ging¬ 
ham. Another calendar of unusual inter¬ 
est is the “Impressions Calendar for 1905,” 
with thirteen leaves,, decorated ; n gold and 
colors, by W. S. Wright, which in artistic 
treatment and execution is an improvement 
on the series brought out in previous years.

Kogoro Takahira, Japanese Min¬ 
ister to the United States, and up¬ 
wards of 300 illustrations. The 
work contains a complete account 
of the Japanese people, their tra¬ 
ditions and civilization, from the 
prehistoric origin of the race down* 
to the present time, with fascinat¬ 
ing descriptions of the topography 
and scenery of the * brilliant 
Oriental land and the strange cus¬ 
toms of its inhabitants. The work 
offers a poetic as well as accurate 
historical presentation of the land 
of chrysanthemums, cherry trees,, 
shrines, gardens and Geisha girls.

Fox, Duffield & 

Company have a book 
of unusual excellence 
and beauty in Geof¬ 
frey Chaucer’s “The 
Canterbury Tales: the 
Prologue and Ten 
Tales,” translated into 
modern English prose 
by Percy MacKaye, 
and with illustrations 
in color by Walter 
Appleton Clark. This 
prose version by the 
author of “The Can¬ 
terbury Pilgrims” pre¬ 
serves in a striking 
degree the perennial 
humor of the first of 
English poets. The 
translation is accurate 
eno'ugh for the use of 
students, but at the 
same time it brings 
Chaucer nearer to a 
popular audience than 
many of the versions 
in the market. The 
pictures, in a novel 
and effective combina¬ 
tion of four colors, 
are historically correct 
and artistically the 
best work this tal¬ 


ented young artist has yet produced. Another 
art work of sumptuous character is “Pictures 
by George Frederick Watts,” a series of re¬ 
productions in platinum prints, mounted, 
and half-tones of the artist, who has been 
called the greatest modern exemplar of the 
painter of ideas. The reproductions are ac¬ 
companied by an introduction and selections 
by Julia Ellsworth Ford and Thomas W. 
Lamont from classic English prose and 
verse. Uniform with “Everyman,” published 
last year, is “The Star of Bethlehem: a 
Miracle Play,” by Prof. Charles Mills Gay- 
ley, of the University of California. This 
drama of the Nativity is to be included by 
Ben Greet and Miss Wynne-Mattheson in 
their repertory for next season’s perform¬ 
ances. In lighter vein are “Misrepresenta-

lustrations by F. Strothmann, a little book 
of pleasantly satirical verses; and “The 
Fusser’s Book,” by Anna Archbald and 
Georgina Jones, with pictures by Florence 
Wyman, a manual of advice on etiquette in¬ 
tended for “fussers” or ladies’ men. A 
cook book always goes straight to the heart 
of a home-loving woman. “The Blue Grass 
Cook Book” is a collection of over 600 tried 
recipes, collected chiefly from Kentucky 
housekeepers, with a few Virginia treasures 
added. It is compiled by Minnie C. Fox, 
and has a characteristic introduction by 
John Fox, Jr.; author of “The Little Shep¬ 
herd of Kingdom Come.” Portfolios of 
drawings and very elaborate and artistic 
calendars are also among the Christmas 
novelties of this firm. 

Funk & Wagnalls Company appeal to a 
cultivated clientele and always provide books 
sure to please readers of literary tastes who 
keep abreast of the world’s literature. Wal¬ 
ter Sichel’s “Disraeli” is a study in person¬ 
ality and ideas based upon the utterances of 
Disraeli from the early twenties to the latest 
seventies in his books and in his speeches in 
public and private life. Charles Godfrey 
Leland’s “The Alternate Sex,” compiled just 
before his death, is a bringing together of 
thoughts relating to the female intellect in 
man and the masculine in woman that rouses 
suggestive thoughts and explains many of 
the problems that must be thoughtfully 
solved by men and women the world over. 
The great “Jewish Encyclopaedia,” of which 


eight volumes are ready, should be pre¬ 
sented to a library or to a scholarly pastor. 
It is a fine work, to which 400 scholars and 
specialists have contributed. In lighter vein 
are “Things Seen in Morocco,” by A. J. Daw¬ 
son, a new book of stories, sketches, notes 
and impressions rich in oriental atmosphere; 
“In the Celtic Past,” a book of stories founded 
on Irish folk-lore, and “The Passionate 
Hearts,” Celtic stories full of joy, passion and 
pathos, both by Anna McManus,; and “Your 
Loving Nell,” by Mrs. Nelly Gore, a volume 
of letters home, depicting the experiences of 
an American woman who studied music un¬ 
der some of the greatest masters in Paris and 
Vienna studios. Tolstoi lovers can have his 
“What is Art,” translated from the original 
manuscript by Aylmer Maude; and “Tolstoy’s 
Plays,” containing “The Power of Darkness,” 
“The First Distiller,” and “Fruits of Cul¬ 
ture,” is brought out as the second volume of 
the new Library edition of “Tolstoi’s Com¬ 
plete Works.” A new contribution to the 
study of Carlyle is A. S. Arnold’s “Story of 
Thomas Carlyle,” providing an intimate study 
of the great author’s life, full of incidents and 
anecdotes throwing light upon his character 
and works.

In either its cloth or lambskin binding no 
prettier keepsake can be imagined. Then for 
the world-weary there is a pretty new edition 


in one volume of “Songs of Rest,” collected 
and edited by Dr. Robertson Nicoll, whose 
taste has been unerring in selecting these 
comforting and soothing poems. Quite a new 
departure in the season’s novelties is found in 
“The Florentine Christmas Cards,” designed 
by T. M. Cleland, who has caught the real 
spirit of Noel. There are six of these taste¬ 
ful cards, each printed in two colors and en¬ 
closed in a miniature portfolio. As usual, 
this publisher has an attractive assortment of 
Oxford and Cambridge Bibles, Prayer-Books 
and Hymnals, and a large variety of the pret¬ 
tiest of gift books for young and old and 
calendars for the New Year. 

The Grafton Press has a book of more 
than passing interest in “Along the Nile 
with General Grant,” by Judge E. E. Far- 


man. who gives a spirited account of a mem¬ 
orable trip in ancient Egypt, made many 
years ago under his direction, when Gen¬ 
eral Grant was on his way around the world. 
Aside from the personal and historical 


aspects of the work, there is much interest¬ 
ing matter concerning Egyptian antiquities 
and a rich collection of illustrations. Ro¬ 
mance and New York are brought into jux¬ 
taposition in Melville Chater’s “Little 
Love Stories of Manhattan.” There are 
twenty-one of these charming stories, in 
which local color is added to excellent bits 
of characterization. Fiction projected against 
a historical background is found in “The 
Boy and the Outlaw,” by Thomas J. L. Mc¬ 
Manus. It is a story with intense situa¬ 
tions and amazing adventures, centering in 
the characters of a country boy and a negro, 
a fugitive of John Brown’s raid. The negro, 
wounded, is found hiding in the bushes by 
the boy, who, despite the risks involved, de¬ 
termines to shield him from justice. There 
are some amusing minor characters—“coon” 
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studies — and a strongly worked out love 
story. The holiday spirit is emphasized by 
the appearance of a third edition of “Waes 
Hael,” the book of fifteen hundred toasts 
for all imaginable occasions, appropriately ac¬ 
companied by a beer stein bookmarker. 

Harper & Brothers have undertaken a vast 
work, “The American Nation,” a history from

original sources by associated scholars, edited 
by Professor Albert Bushnell Hart, of Har¬ 
vard University. Five of the twenty-eight 
volumes for which the work is planned are 
ready for the gift season and are fully de¬ 
scribed elsewhere in this issue. Special holi¬ 
day editions have been made of Mark Twain's 
“A Dog's Tale.” and Will Carleton’s “Over 
the Hill to the Poor-House.” Mark Twain’s 
story, told entirely from the dog’s standpoint, 
has long been desired in book form. It is a 
sermon against vivisection, with illustration-? 
in color by W. T. Smedley. The poem which 
with one or two others first made Will Carle- 
ton famous appeals to human nature, and is 
of the quality that warrants a fine edition. 
“A Journey in Search of Christmas,” by 
Owen Wister. is a true Christmas tale of a 
careless, big-hearted cowboy who galloped 
into Denver to spend a lot of money and en¬ 
joy himself unroariously with three friends, 
one of them Lin McLean of Owen Wister’s 


former story. Watching a man buy Christ¬ 
mas presents he learned of a far happier way 
to spend his money than in the riot he had 
planned. He gave a good time to a small 
bootblack and adopted him and took him to 
his mountain home. The Harpers have put 
their great strength into fiction this year, and 
their list furnishes books for almost every 
taste, written by some of the most noted nov¬ 
elists. William Dean Howells in “The Son 
of Royal Langbrith” deals with an interesting 
situation. A woman who has been nineteen 
years a widow is sought in marriage by a faith¬ 
ful friend of long standing. She has always 
left her son in the belief that his father was 
the noble character the young man’s imagina¬ 
tion had pictured him, and the son resents 
her marriage as an insult to his father’s mem¬ 
ory. The lover wishes to tell the son how 
unhappy his mother’s married life had been; 
this the mother cannot face, and the interest¬ 
ing situation works to a no less interesting 
conclusion. A. E. W. Mason in “The 
Truants” tells an exhilarating tale of London 
life. The truants are a young married couple 
living with the rich, overbearing father of the 
young man. The young man escapes from 
the parental tyranny, and while he is achiev¬ 
ing independent success his young wife falls 
under the influence of an adventurer, and the 
story develops in a startling, rapid and excit¬ 
ing manner with a certain mystery well 
worked into the plot. Justin Huntly Mc¬ 
Carthy in “The Lady Qf Loyalty House” tells 
the story of the quarrel between King Charles 
and Parliament in 1642; Irving Bacheller in 
“Vergilius” tells a tale of the coming of 
Christ; and Gilbert Parker in “A Ladder of 
Swords’’ presents an exquisite romance of 
the love of two Huguenot refugees and their 
fugitive life on the Island of Jersey in the 
English Channel, which is illustrated by the 
Kinneys. Katherine Cecil Thurston in “The 
Masquerader” rests her plot upon a remark¬ 
able similarity of appearance between two 
men—so close it deceives even the wife of 
one—the one a member of Parliament who 
has ruined himself with opium, and exchanges 
political success, a sumptuous home, including 
his wife and his position among the elect of 
London with a poor journalist. All he asks 
is to be let alone in the journalist's apart¬ 
ments, furnished with opium. Roy Rolfe Gilson 
furnishes the counterpart to the array of im¬ 
probabilities presented by “The Masquerader”“ 
in “The Flower of Youth,” an idyl of a man 
who, failing to attain the worldly success of 
which he had dreamed in his youth, turns to 
nature and books and a true home and finds 
again the flower of youth and true happiness. 
The book is full of humor and sentiment and 
deals with boy life and the first dreams of a 
natural, romantic young girl with the sim¬ 
plicity and truth that have taken so strong a 
hold on this author’s readers. Will N. Har- 
hen has utilized the popularity of his “Abner 
Daniel,” and has made him the chief character 
in “The Georgians.” He it is who sympa¬ 
thizes with true love and counteracts the cruet 
work of the girl’s father by his ingenuity and 
shrewd humor. Georgian life is well pictured 
and several sudsidiary characters provide a 
great deal of mirthful entertainment. 
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A. J. Holman & Company make two addi¬ 
tions this season to their vast array of Bibles. 
One is a new “Quarto Family Bible,” with 
twentieth century De Vinne expanded type; 
and the other is a “German Teachers’ Bible” 
on a new plan. The first has had an imme¬ 
diate and phenomenal success, and the latter 
is arranged in such a way that it is practically 
self-explanatory. The publishers make it 
their constant study to add new features to 
their seemingly perfect publications, and they 
are constantly improving their Bibles from 
the religious, literary and mechanical stand¬ 
point. 

Henry Holt & Company have printed 
“Cheerful Americans,” Charles Battell Loo¬ 
mis’s successful holiday book, no less than 
seven times, and certainly all who have en¬ 
joyed its rollicking humor stand ready to re¬ 
ceive “More Cheerful Americans,” telling 
merry tales of Americans who succeeded un¬ 
der obstacles and of others who were cheerful 
even in Suburbia. He gently satirizes golf, 
popular songs, labor unions, and many other 
things, and winds up with a burlesque skel¬ 
eton of the popular historical novel. Flor¬ 
ence Scovel Shinn, who did such excellent 
illustrating in the first book, has again of¬ 
fered her happy talent, and is this time as¬ 
sisted by kindred spirits in Fanny Y. Cory, 
F. R. Gruger and May Wilson Watkins. 
Other works of fiction that have all struck a 
note of originality are “The Diary of a Musi¬ 
cian,” edited by Dolores M. Bacon, a picture 
of the soul of a genius, 
with decorations and il¬ 
lustrations by Charles 
Edward Hooper and H. 

Latimer Brown; “Di¬ 
vine Fire,” by May Sin¬ 
clair, the story of a 
London booksel 1 e r’s 
clerk, who became a real 
poet under most un¬ 
promising cond i t i o n s, 
which offers the author 
opportunity to do some 
fine criticism of modern 
literature and modern 
journalism; “Fergy the 
Guide and His Moral 
and Instructive Lies 
About Beasts, Birds and 
•Fishes,” by H. S. Can- 
field, illustrated by A. D 
Blashfield, a collection 
of stories told to cheer a 
non-successful fisherman, 
which are full of quaint 
sayings and of knowl¬ 
edge of all types of hu¬ 
man nature; and “The 
Pursuit of Phyllis,” by 
J. H. Bacon, a romance 
of travel in England, 

France, China and Cey¬ 
lon, undertaken by the 
hero in pursuit of a girl 
to whom he wishes to 
return a bundle of let¬ 
ters accidentally found 
in a hotel bureau drawer, 


for which H. Latimer Brown has con¬ 
tributed most attractive pictures of pur¬ 
suer and pursued. Older readers who 
love every book written by Theodore Win- 
throp will truly rejoice to know that by 
consent of his sister a novel left unrevised by 
the- popular author, entitled “Mr. Waddy’s 
Return,” has been edited by Burton E. Ste- 
\ enson. The strong love story has its scenes 
principally in Boston and Newport before the 
Civil War. The hero makes a successful bid 
for a future in India. Burton E. Stevenson 
also has furnished a novel of his own, en¬ 
titled “Marathon Mystery,” which opens with 
a strange happening in a New York apart¬ 
ment house and has the merit and distinction 
of “The Ho'.laday Case;” and Archibald 
Eyre’s “The Custodian” shows great ingen¬ 
uity of plot in the story of the erratic German 
princess who was dependent upon the whims 
of a typical Englishman under a cloud. A 
remarkably comprehensive and fully illus¬ 
trated work of reference in two volumes is 
offered in David Starr Jordan’s “Guide to the 
Study of Fishes,” which has been made as 
readable as the subject matter would permit; 
and another thoroughly up-to-date work of 
nature study is “American Insects,” by Ver¬ 
non L. Kellogg, covering American butter¬ 
flies, moths, beetles and other insects, and 
showing upwards of 800 illustrations, includ¬ 
ing eleven large colored plates. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Company are indeed 
to be congratulated on having secured “The 
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Autobiography, Memoirs and Experiences of 
Moncure D. Conway,” which has already been 
fully described in the foregoing pages. A 
man’s letters to his closest friend would often 
make his best biography. Such is the case 
with the “Letters of John Ruskin to Charles 
Eliot Norton,” edited by C. E. Norton and 
published in two volumes. In these letters, 
sure of the most sympathetic comprehension, 
Ruskin discloses his intimate moods, his in¬ 
ner purposes, his hopes and fears, his ambi¬ 
tions and his doubts. He expresses his opin¬ 
ions on American and European politics, 
sketches his friends and gives glimpses of his 
work and of the places that he loved—yenice, 
Verona, Florence and many points in the 
Alps. Written wholly without restraint, these 
letters throw new light upon the personality 
of one of the most brilliant of modern Eng¬ 
lishmen. Again a work of John Fiske’s has 
been put into an Illustrated edition, beauti¬ 
fully printed after the manner of the River¬ 
side Press from new plates and copiously 
illustrated with about 200 portraits, maps, 
facsimiles, contemporary views, prints and 
other historic material. The publication of 
“New France and New England” completes 
and gives sequence to the series of masterly 
works which John Fiske has left us upon 
American history. This last contribution 
from the dead historian adequately fills the 
need of a critical yet brief consideration of 
the struggle for supremacy on this continent 
between France and England, between abso¬ 
lutism and the spirit of independence. There 
is also the large paper edition of 250 num¬ 
bered copies bound in boards with paper label 
and uncut edges. Readers of true literary 
instincts rejoice in Volumes of essays, and 
this year the Houghton list is rich in this 
class of true literature. Agnes Repplier, one 
of the best informed and most artistic of es¬ 
sayists, has in “Compromises” collected a vol¬ 
ume of wise and witty essays full of gayety, 


felicitous quotation and flashing jeux d’esprit. 
“Routine and Ideals,” by Le Baron R. Briggs, 
covers seven essays written within the last 
four years. Dr. Briggs was Dean of Har¬ 
vard and is now President of Radcliffe, and he 
ranks among the most loved and respected of 
the men engaged in administrative and dis¬ 
ciplinary duties in any American college, one 
who has the true understanding of the hearts 
of students of both sexes. A volume about 
books, their writers and readers is by H. 
W. Boynton, and is entitled “Journalism 
and Literature, and Other Essays.” Mr. 
Boynton deals chiefly with tendencies in 
American literature—“The Serious and the 
Morbid in Fiction,” “The Man of Affairs as 
an Author,” “The Reading Public,” “Clever¬ 
ness and Originality,” and “American Hu¬ 
mor”—and must take its place among the 
vital books of criticism and comment upon 
our literature. Washington Gladden, one of 
the foremost religious thinkers of the land, 
sums up under the title “Where Does the 
Sky Begin?” nineteen discourses and discus¬ 
sions of the great themes of the spirit, and its 
purpose is to bring them very near to the 
daily life of men. Specially suitable for gift- 
books are Frank Dempster Sherman’s “Lyrics 
of Joy,” a book of about 100 poems, all brave, 
light-hearted and wholesome, and showing 
that the expert professor of architecture at 
Columbia University is also a poet of poetic 
ideas and perfect technique; and William 
Bellamy’s “A Third Century of Charades,” 
which will be truly welcomed, especially by 
those who have house parties in the holidays 
and have proved the great success of a cha¬ 
rade evening with Mr. Bellamy. Mrs. Clara 
Erskine Clement’s art books have achieved 
for themselves an honored place, and her 
new volume dealing with “Wom:n in the 
Fine Arts” is sure of warm welcome. The 
introduction gives a general review of the 
work of women in painting, sculpture and the 
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lesser arts from the time when Kora, in the 
seventh century b.c., made the drawing for 
the first bas-relief down to the present day; 
this is followed by short biographies of 
woman artists of all nations and a review of 
the difficulties with which they have con¬ 
tended. Reproductions of paintings and 
sculptures, many of them contributed by the 
artists themselves, illustrate the pretty vol¬ 
ume. Eagerly welcomed is the news that 
John Burroughs has a new volume of out¬ 
door papers to be called “Far and Near,” 
which, to bear out the title, begins “In Green 
Alaska,’’ goes to Jamaica in “A ,Lost Feb¬ 
ruary,” where the author gained an August 
for the lost winter month, and gives almost 
some of the finest work in “Wild Life Around 
My Cabin.” Mr. Burroughs was a member 
of the Harriman Alaska Expedition of 1899, 
and he writes with enthusiasm of this new 
land and the beautiful bird notes he heard 
there. William D. O’Connor in “Heroes of 
the Storm” tells the memorable exploits of the 
United States Life Sav¬ 
ing Service crews with 
his talent for description 
which does not stop short 
of genius. These are 
true stories of American 
heroism written with 
strict adherence to the 
facts of famous wrecks 
and rescues, prefaced by 
an introduction by S. I. 

Kimball, of the life sav¬ 
ing service. Fiction also 
is well represented on 
the Houghton, Mifflin & 

Co.’s list. Among the 
names that tell their

Sport,” by Ernest Elliott, a 
series of fifty portraits of 
living sportsmen, including 
the King of England and the 
Prince of Wales, with bio¬ 
graphical sketches and an 
introduction by F. G. Aflalo. 

“With the Pilgrims to

of a daring surgical experiment in a Swiss 
sanitorium; “Constance West,” by E. R. 
Punshon, is a novel of jealousy in the wilds 
of Canada; “Helen Alliston” is by the same 
clever pen that gave us “Elizabeth’s Chil¬ 
dren and Annie E. Holdsworth has in¬ 
vented “A New Paolo and Francesca.” 
Richard Garnett has written a drama en¬ 
titled “William Shakespeare, Pedagogue and 
Poacher,” that will appeal to lovers of true 
literature. Last year’s splendid work in 
two volumes, entitled “Africa, from South 
to North Through Marotseland,” gotten up 
by Major Gibbons, is again available, and 
those who seek to give something to please 
an art lover should not forget that this 
house publishes The International Studio, 
and a subscription to that magazine would 
make an ideal Christmas offering. 

Lee & Shepard have a delightful book for 
gift purposes in “Daily Cheer Year Book,” by 
M. Allette Ayer, with introduction by Rev. 
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Francis E. Clark. It is a collection of up¬ 
wards of 800 bright sayings from the best 
writers, well chosen and full of practical sug¬ 
gestiveness. The edition dc luxe, bound in 
burnt leather, is attractive at first sight, and 
the most cursory examination reveals at once 
the bright good cheer and good sense running 
through the pretty volume. Maude Clark 
Gay has written a successful Colonial novel in 
“The Knitting of the Souls,” a romance of 
seventeenth century Boston, which is a dis¬ 
tinct contribution to historical tales and ap¬ 
peals to all looking for books dealing with the 
earlier days of America, and especially of 
New England. It is earnest, simple and good 
and very interesting. 

J. B. Lippincott Company are enriching 
their series of True Biographies with “The 
True Henry Clay,” as studied and presented 
by Joseph M. Rogers, whose work has al¬ 
ready been fully described in the foregoing 
pages. The publishers have gone generously 
into extremely valuable and handsome art 
works. Max Rooses’ “Rubens,” which is ac¬ 
knowledged as expert testimony on the great 


Dutch painter, has been well trans¬ 
lated, and aside from its value as a 
biographical and critical appreciation 
of Rubens its two fine volumes bring 
together a collection of the mpst 
characteristic and most famous pic¬ 
tures from the master’s hands, re¬ 
produced with the almost magical 
skill at command to-day. It has 
nearly ioo illustrations in photograv¬ 
ures, half-tones and tints and a num¬ 
ber of extremely rich maps. An¬ 
other rich work in two volumes cov¬ 
ers “The Reminiscences of Henry 
Angelo,” now for the first time illus¬ 
trated with sixty pictures in mezzo¬ 
tint and photogravure, forty of which 
are in colors after Sir Joshua Rey¬ 
nolds, G. Romney, F. Bartolozzi, J. 
Downman, George Cruikshank and 
others, and this work is also ready 
in a hand-made paper edition, with 
two extra colored plates and other 
treasures of manufacture only under¬ 
stood by the initiated. Two fine edi¬ 
tions are also available of “The 
Works of Frangois Rabelais,” one in 
three volumes, translated by Sir 
Thomas Urquhart and Peter Antony 
Motteaux, with illustrations by Louis 
Chalon; the other in two volumes, il¬ 
lustrated by W. Heath Robinson. A 
great reading public awaits Charles 
FI. Cochrane’s “The World’s Indus¬ 
trial Progress from an American 
Viewpoint,” with all the illustrations 
needed to make its marvellous facts 
even more astounding. A single vol¬ 
ume, however large and copiously il¬ 
lustrated, cannot exhaust the record 
of the world’s progress, but the au¬ 
thor has again shown the great qual¬ 
ifications of a discriminating editor 
that made his “Wonders of Modern 
Mechanism” such a satisfactory book. 
His book totally lacks the braggadocio 
note so apt to steal into reports of 
what America has achieved. Indeed his schol¬ 
arly preface points out that every new coun¬ 
try, profiting by all the older countries have 
taught and full of new needs to stimulate in¬ 
vention to meet new conditions, must get to 
the fore in industrial achievement, and he will 
not be astonished to see come out of Africa 
or Asia when they are born again Newtons, 
Faradays and Roentgens, who will naralyze 
our industries by new discoveries. The book 
tells of the making of sky scrapers, of armor 
plate, of the great guns, etc., of the discovery 
and application of the principles of wireless 
telegraphy, of how we obtain drinking water 
for large cities, of the making of bridges, of 
money, of newspapers, and, above all, of the 
making of machine tools and machines. “Cats 
by the Way,” by Sarah E. Trueblood, with 
illustrations of every variety of Pussy by the 
same hand will walk straight into many hearts 
and there is no fear of any lack of hands out¬ 
stretched to grasp it as a precious gift. The 
man of the family, the hardest one to find a 
Christmas gift for, will enjoy a book of epi¬ 
grams by L. De V. Matthewman, the author 
of “Crankisms,” which he entitles “Business.” 
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It is full of bright, snappy observations on the 
principles and lack of principles of business, 
its success and its pitfalls. There is a smile 
on every line and most of the caustic sayings 
will stick in the mind of the reader. The 
book is beautified with fifty full-page pictures 
and many smaller decorations by Tom Flem¬ 
ing. This house also provides fiction in quan¬ 
tity and of the highest quality. Frank Danby, 
(Mrs. Frankau,) whose “Pigs in Clover,” 
now in its seventh edition, gave her high rank 
among novelists, now offers “Baccarat,” a 
story of a young French woman—a wife— 
who is left by her husband in a Continental 
watering place, and while there is brought 
into great distress by the gaming table. The 
complications described and accounted for 
show once more Mrs. Frankau’s profound 
knowledge of life and devotion to truthful 
story telling. A charming little love story is 
“Kitty of the Roses,” by Ralph Henry Bar¬ 
bour, which illustrations in color by Frederic 
J. von Rapp and artistic 
printing and binding make 
specially suitable as a gift 
book. The whole story of a 
young architect and the mis¬ 
tress of a rose garden 
breathes summer sunshine 
and the alluring uncertainties 
of love making. No one has 
succeeded better than Ellen 
Middleton Tybout—and there 
are masters in the field—in 
bringing out the humor of 
negro life, and her new book, 
entitled “Poketown People,” 
contains some of the best of 
her work and has a laugh on 
every page. It has illustra¬ 
tions in color and in black 
and white by Verbeck and 
Beulah S. Moore. Some¬ 
thing happens on every page 
of “Don Q,” by K. and H. 

Prichard. The hero is a mod¬ 
ern bandit who stops at noth¬ 
ing to gain his end, and who 
is a unique blend of sardonic 
humor, courtly grace and un¬ 
flinching courage. Wilson 
Barrett’s “Never-Never 
Land,” a dramatic and adven¬ 
turous love story of to-day, 
has part of its scene in Amer¬ 
ica and part in foreign lands, 
and no reader can complain 
of lack of incident or action. 

It is sure to be dramatized 
and take its place on the stage 
with his “Sign of the Cross,” 
which appears for the holi¬ 
days in illustrated book form.

Hamerton’s descriptive text and a complete 
annotated catalogue, introduction and notes 
by Campbell Dodgson, of the Department of 
Prints and Drawings in the British Museum, 
and fifty full-page facsimile reproductions in 
photogravure of Rembrandt's most notable 
etchings, printed on Dutch hand-made paper. 
Hitherto only complete sets of reproductions 
of Rembrandt’s etchings have been made, and 
issued at prohibitory price, notably Durand’s 
and Rovinski’s. This book gives a mono¬ 
graph on Rembrandt by an acknowledged 
master among art critics and facsimiles of his 
various styles of etching in portraiture, land¬ 
scape, allegorical and biblical subjects. The

The 
house also has prepared new illustrated edi¬ 
tions of Sarah Tytler’s “The Old Masters and 
Their Pictures/' with twenty full-page illus¬ 
trations in half-tone from the works men¬ 
tioned in this comprehensive review of Ital¬ 
ian, Flemish, German, French, Spanish and 
'English art, including an immense amount of 
interesting detail respecting the birth, educa¬ 
tion and daily life of the great masters; and 
«of “The Intellectual Life,” by Philip Gilbert 
Hamerton, with a portrait of the author, an 
etched portrait of Leonardo da Vinci, and 
eight plates in half-tone, including portraits 
of Keats, Byron, Shelley, Wordsworth, the 
Abbotsford family and Napoleon, and views 
of Westmoreland and Fonthill Abbey. The 
first volume is now ready of a new illustrated 
edition, in two volumes, of “The Poems of 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti,” annotated by his 
brother, William Michael Rossetti, printed 
from new type at the Astolat Press on hand¬ 
made paper, and illustrated with twenty full- 
page reproductions of paintings by Rossetti. 
“The Younger American Poets,” by Jessie B. 
Rittenhouse, with twelve portraits, contains 
literary criticism pure and simple, without 
any attempt at personal gossip, but needful 
biographical data are supplied in brief notes 
at the end of the book. Among the writers 
treated with patient understanding and poetic 
feeling and with generous ungrudging appre¬ 


ciation are Richard Hovey, Bliss Carman, 
Louise Imogen Guiney, Edith M. Thomas, 
Alice Brown, Richard Burton, Clinton Scol- 
lard, Gertrude Flail and many others whose 
names our magazines have rendered familiar. 
An illustrated book of travel and description by 
Maud Howe is issued under the title “Roma 
Beata,” and is fully described in the front pages. 
A new illustrated edition of Mathilde Blind’s 
famous “Life of George Eliot” is warranted 
by the wealth of information on the subject 
of George Eliot and her work that has ac¬ 
cumulated since the publication of the first 
edition. Miss Blind’s material is all retained, 
but supplementary chapters have been added 
on “George Eliot at Work” and “Her Friends 
and Home Life,” by Frank Waldo and G. A. 
Tarkington, and there is a bibliography which 
alone would be justification for the new edi¬ 
tion, in view of the demand for such material 
from libraries and colleges. Little, Brown’s 
Handy Library editions have made themselves 
an envied place on the shelves of libraries and 
book collectors. The new issues are “George 
Sand’s Novels,” in ten volumes, with frontis¬ 
pieces in photogravure and etching, an appro¬ 
priate gift for the year that marks the centen¬ 
nial of this great woman’s birth; “Samuel 
Lover’s Novels,” in four volumes; “Balzac’s 
Novels and Stories,” in thirty-nine volumes, 
with illustrations by Goupil & Co., from pic¬ 
tures by noted French artists; Samuel War¬ 
ren’s “Ten Thousand a Year,” an unabridged 
edition in three volumes; and Bulwer-Lytton’s 
“Poems and Dramas” in one volume, bound 
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in decorated cloth. Fiction of true 
literary merit on the list of these 
publishers must not be overlooked. 
Richard Le Gallienne’s “Painted 
Shadows” displays his fine imag¬ 
ination, charming style and true 
originality; “Sweet Peggy,” by 
Linnie Sarah Harris, is a summer 
idyl of a young girl reared among 
the beautiful lakes and mountains 
of the Eastern States, who discov¬ 
ers she has a voice and learns to 
use it for the delight of many; 
“The Princess Thora,” by Harris 
Burland, has a startlingly novel 
theme and boldly convincing exe¬ 
cution; “The Wolverine,” by Al¬ 
bert Lawrence, is a spirited story 
of love and politics in early Mich¬ 
igan ; and Anne Warner’s “Susan 
Clegg and Her Friend Mrs. La- 
throp” is full of original character 
drawing and quaint humor and 
fun. An admirable volume of un¬ 
usual selections, full of cheer, hope 
and courage i s “M o r n i n g 
Thoughts to Cheer the Day,” by

Special chapters deal with the personal, 11011- 
political side of Elizabeth’s courtships. It 
is always safe to give a friend a really good 
novel, and the list of this house is indeed rich 
in works of fiction far beyond average merit. 
All who know Anthony Hope only as the 
genial, amusing and clever creator of the 
“Prisoner of Zenda” and of “The Dolly Dia¬ 
logues” will be amazed at a knowledge of 
character and motives that is beyond the 
reach of mere cleverness, which he displays 
in “Double Harness,” a tremendous picture 
of marriage as it exists to-day in smart so¬ 
ciety in great world centres. The author 
makes his leading characters married Lon¬ 
doners, but large cities the world over could 
a tale unfold of the same “misunderstand¬ 
ings,” stopping little short of crime and hav¬ 
ing their origin in intense selfishness and de¬ 
votion to the things of this world which can¬ 
not endure. Startling indeed are some of the 
scenes of domestic life, and many of the dis¬ 
cussions on facts and problems a former gen¬ 
eration took for granted and kept silence upon 
in public. The leading men are not better or 
worse than average society men. Women are 
always either better or worse, and this strong 
story introduces them of both kinds. Mrs. 
Frances Hodgson Burnett has written “In 
rhe Closed Room” her first tale of child life 
in ten years, and it is a story of tenderness 
and gentleness and imagination — a story 
worthy of the writer of “Little Lord Faunt- 
lcrov.” The heroine Judith is a sweet little 
flower suddenly transplanted from a din"' 1 ' 
tenement to a great home with a forbidden 


closed room. She enters it and a de¬ 
lightful land of mystery is opened to 
her. Jessie Willcox Smith has fur¬ 
nished eight sympathetic illustrations 
in color. Another story in which the 
heroine is introduced as a little girl is 
Mrs. George Martin’s “The House of 
Fulfilment,” with scene in Kentucky 
and Louisiana during Civil War times. 
From childhood to womanhood the au¬ 
thor of “Emmy Lou” shows us an¬ 
other sweet girl who is nobly seeking 
“the house of fulfilment” of her desire 
and finds it in true and lasting love. 
American humor is shown at its best 
in “Little Citizens,” Myra Kelly’s sto¬ 
ries of the humors of school life, east 
of the Bowery in New York City, now 
collected, revised and amusingly illus¬ 
trated by W. O. Stevens; in “Cabbages 
and Kings,” by O. Henry, who takes one 
of the small South American republics 
for his scene and shows a native maid¬ 
en, a banker’s daughter from the Uni¬ 
ted States, the peculative president of 
the little republic, and other characters 
of comic opera lightness rushed from 
hilarity to tragedy and back again in 
this new American humorist’s most 
ludicrous style; and in “Far From 
the Maddening Girls,” in which Guy 
Wetmore Carryl’s fun is hard to beat, 
as he tells of a bachelor settling down 
far from danger as he thought in a 
house named “Shingle Blessedness,” 
without closets, looking-glasses or 
any of the necessities of female life and 
what happened to disturb his peace. Rider 
Haggard in “The Brethren” tells a tale 
of feudal England, in which two English 
knights, the brethren, love the Sultan Sala- 
din’s niece; and W. F. Payson in “The Deb- 
onnaire” tells in a dainty tale of the 17th cen¬ 
tury how he journeyed from Quebec to New 
Amsterdam and carried off the fair Irene de 
Cadillac, whose adventures in courtly ro¬ 
mance are illustrated by Fogarty and orig¬ 
inally decorated by Jordan. Classics in fitting 
and worthy form are Mrs. Garnett’s transla¬ 
tion of Tolstoi’s “War and Peace,” in three 
volumes; and M. Dupin’s “Tales of Edgar 
Allan Poe,” illustrated by C. R. Macauley, 
which make exceptional giftbooks; as do also 
the works of Stewart Edward White, of 
which “Blazed Trail Stories” and “The Si¬ 
lent Place?” are always steady favorites. 
Books of information never come amiss if 
selected with judgment for the right person. 
Do not overlook “The Complete Motorist,” 
by A. B. Filson Young, pronounced the chauf¬ 
feur’s Bible; “French Home Cooking,” by 
Berthe Julienne Low; Emily Holt’s “Secret 
of Popularity,” a superior etiquette book; 
and the first volume of The Country Home 
Series, devoted to “The Homestead,” full of 
advice for seekers after suburban homes. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. appeal to lovers of 
Florence, lovers of art and lovers of the 
Brownings in their beautiful example of 
bookmaking, entitled “Florence in the Poetry 
of the Brownings,” for which Anna B. Mc¬ 
Mahan has furnished careful editing and an 
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introductory chapter. The illustrations from 
photographs make a representative collection 
of fine reproductions of both painting and 
sculpture. Among the poems specially in¬ 
spired by Florence are included ‘‘The Casa 
Guidi Windows,” “The Dance,” “The Statue 
and the Bust,” Book 1 of “The Ring and the 
Book,” and several other of the poets’ familiar 
songs. For gift purposes there is a large- 
paper edition on special Italian hand-made 
paper, with the illustrations printed in brown 
on Japan vellum. Friends interested in the 
present great work being done in American 
history would welcome one or all of the Mc- 
Clurg’s Library Reprints of Americana , which 
now include “Gass’s Journal of the Lewis 
and Clark Expedition,” “History of the Ex¬ 
pedition of Captains Lewis and Clark, 1804-6,” 
Lahontan’s “New Voyages to North Amer¬ 
ica,” and Father Louis Hennepin’s “A New 
Discovery.” Of American historical interest 
are also “A Short History of Oregon,” com¬ 
piled by Sidona V. Johnson; and “History 
of Negro Servitude in Illinois and of the 
Slavery Agitation in that State, 1719-1864,” 
by N. Dwight Harris, with exhaustive bib¬ 
liography. Two works of fiction full of local 
color are “My Lady of the North,” in which 
Randall Parrish, author of “When Wilder¬ 
ness Was King,” tells the love story of a 
Gray Jacket; and “Farmington,” in which 
Clarence S. Darrow gives his memories of 
boyhood in a Pennsylvania village, with deli¬ 
cate imagination and most whimsical humor, 
that have elicited from William Dean How¬ 
ells the verdict that it belongs with Tolstoi’s 
“Childhood, Boyhood and Youth.”

The Handy Stratford edition gives the com¬ 
plete dramatic and poetical works with life, 
index to characters and glossary in thirteen 
volumes, with the text of W. G. Clark and 
W. A. Wright, printed from new plates and 
bound in fine cloth or in cochineal, fine grain 
leather, or seal, fine grain leather, and boxed 
to match in all these shapes. The Gollancs 
edition is a complete reprint of the English 
Temple edition, with vocabulary and notes to 
each volume by Israel Gollancz, and printed 
in the largest type possible in a handy volume 
set. It is in ten illustrated volumes. And 
then there is the Readers’ edition in eight vol¬ 
umes, with explanatory notes by Malone, Stee- 
vens, Reed, Johnson and others, together with 
biography and index to characters and a con¬ 
cordance covering 3200 familiar passages. 
This set is illustrated with steel engravings 
and also has portraits of modern actors from 
special photographs. A charming edition for 
those who love him is the Allozvay edition of 
“The Complete Poetical Works of Robert 
Burns,” with a memoir by J. Loughran Scott 
e nd introduction by Charles Kent and others, 
together with “The Reliques of Burns,” con¬ 
taining his words on Scottish songs and bal¬ 
lads. The set has a fine index and is in three 
pretty volumes bound in cloth or limp leather. 

The Macmillan Company not only enter 
every field of book publishing, but cultivate it 
to such an extent that it yields books of which 
the quantity is staggering and the quality 
amazing even to hardened book reviewers. 
Where all is good and better, who has cour¬ 
age to pronounce upon the best? It becomes 
strictly a matter of personal taste, and as in 
some other things “the people must decide.” 
Mrs. Roger A. Pryor’s “Reminiscences of 
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Peace and War,” which reviews fifty years 
of the interesting life of the author of “The 
Mother of Washington and Her Times,” is 
fully noticed in our front pages, as is also 
Clifton Johnson’s “Highways and Byways of 
the South,” which covers the region east 
of the Mississippi Valley. One of the 
year’s most sumptuous art works is “Life 
and Works of James and William Ward,” 
by Julia Frankau. Special hand-made pa¬ 
per has been manufactured for the book, re¬ 
producing both in texture and in color the 
exceptional features of the highly prized plate 
paper of the eighteenth century. A most gor¬ 
geous work is “The History of Portrait Min¬ 
iatures,” covering from the time of Holbein, 
1531, to that of Sir William Ross, *1860, with 
a chapter on modern art, by George C. Will¬ 
iamson, a work of reference in two volumes 
for the collector. The illustrations consist of 
large collotype plates, each showing several 
miniatures, representing the work of almost 
every English and of the chief Continental 
masters. Another fine work for gift purposes 
is the new edition of “Bryan’s Dictionary of 
Painters and Engravers,” to which 500 new 
biographies have been added and in which 
American painters and engravers have been 
specially well looked after. “The Memorials 
of Edward Burne-Jones,” in two volumes, 
contains the official biography of the most 
famous and also the most popular artist in 
the world at the present day, and presents re¬ 
productions of many of his most famous pic¬ 


tures, in great part not yet reproduced for the 
public; “The Road in Tuscany,” by Maurice 
Hewlett, is the result of the work of a good 
many years. Picturesqueness and charm of 
description of the most attractive portion of 
Italy are combined with rare insight and a 
wonderful command of English to produce 
one of the most enduring of recent books of 
travel; a book to be placed on the shelf beside 
Rogers’s “Italy.” In particular the people of 
the different parts of Tuscany attract the au¬ 
thor’s eye as he rambles through town or 
village or up the vine clad hillsides. The 
readers of Mr. Hewlett’s novels will fairly 
revel in this riot of color and charm and 
beauty and fragrance. The story of “the 
father of the American cartoon,” as told 
by Albert Bigelow Paine in the volume 
on “Thomas Nast: His Period and His 
Pictures” is an important contribution to his¬ 
tory as well as a delightful art book, illus¬ 
trated with hundreds of Nast’s celebrated 
cartoons, which, according to Henry Ward 
Beecher, ranked him among America’s great 
statesmen, and from which President Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt says he learned his politics. 
New editions will also be welcomed of Ed- 
vvard Everett Hale’s “Memories of a Hundred 
Years,” with three additional chapters; and 
of “The Making of an American,” Jacob A. 
Riis’s life of Roosevelt. The Macmillans 
have taken over from the Harpers “History 
of the United States from the Compromise of 
1850,” by James Ford Rhodes, and now bring 
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out Volume 5, which 
they will supply in the 
style of binding of the 
four volumes already 
published as well as in 
the new style of their 
own edition. This vol¬ 
ume treats of the events 
following the close of the 
Civil War, and is one of 
the most important of 
the great work. Justin 
McCarthy tells the story 
of his work in Ireland 
and London in‘‘An Irish¬ 
man’s Story,” which cov¬ 
ers the work of the last 
thirty years of the most 
representative Irishmen 
in English politics; and 
a work more like ro¬ 
mance than history is 
Agnes C. Laut’s “The 
Pathfinders of the West,” 
which tells the story of 
Radissori, as a boy a cap¬ 
tive among Indians, a 
great discoverer before 
he was twenty-six, the 
founder of the greatest 
fur company, who was 
on the banks of the Mis¬ 
sissippi twenty years be¬ 
fore La Salle was born, 
and had roved from the 
Missouri to Hudson Bay 
a century before Lewis 
and Clark were born. 

Following Radisson, first 
in the Northwest, come 
the lives of La Veren- 
drye, first in the Rock¬ 
ies ; of Hearne, first over¬ 
land to the Arctic; of 
Mackenzie, first over the 
mountains to the Pacific; 
and of Lewis and Clark, 
first up the Missouri to 
the Columbia. The recent 
death of Lafcadio Hearn 
adds interest to his 

most timely book, entitled “Japan: an At¬ 
tempt at Interpretation,” an explanation of 
the Japan of to-day in the author’s most 
fascinating and rare unique style. To a 

large audience the book of Elizabeth Mc¬

must make appeal. In the autumn of 1902

Although the exteriors of 
some of the houses shown in this work may 
be familiar to some readers, few have had 
the privilege of a visit to their interiors, and 
for that reason special attention has been 
given to reproductions of many of the sump¬ 
tuous halls and rooms of people of wealth, 
and no better way can be obtained of learn¬ 
ing how the favored few live. The work is 
printed on heavy plate paper and bound in 
rreen. black and gold, making a gorgeous

Two other hand¬ 
some works for collectors are 
"Nattier, Painter to the Court 
of Louis xv.,” by Pierre de 
Nolhac, curator of the Mu¬ 
seum at Versailles, illustrated 
with sixty or more photo¬ 
gravures, limited to 500 cop¬ 
ies, and "The Wallace Col¬ 
lection at Hertford House, 
London,by A. L. Baldry, a 
useful summary and an in¬ 
teresting souvenir of one of 
the finest collections of art 
treasures in the world, with 
270 illustrations in half-tone. 
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volume of 350 pages, enriched with 275 illus¬ 
trations. A book indispensable for all libra¬ 
ries and which ought to be within the reach 
of every family is ‘‘The Scientific American 
Reference Book/’ not an encyclopedia nor 
an annual, but truly a reference book on the 
progress of discovery, on the armies, navies 
and railroads of the world, on population, 
education, manufactures and the sciences, on 
discoveries, on mechanics, radium, etc. This 
valuable compendium is fully illustrated and 
has colored plates showing flags of all nations, 
commercial flags, and the international signal 
code. This makes a most satisfactory gift 
for an active business man. 

Thomas Nelson & Sons have made 
especial efforts this year to strengthen their 
lines of Bibles, and particularly that of the 
American Standard Revised Bible. This 
version of the Scriptures may be had with 
or without teachers’ aids in sizes ranging 
from twentyfourmo in minion type to a 
long primer type, quarto size. All the 
editions may be had printed on fine white 
paper and also on Nelson’s India paper, 
which ranks among the thinnest printing 
papers in the world. A pulpit edition, hand¬ 
somely printed and bound, is just ready, and 
makes an appropriate gift for church or 
Sunday-school. Besides the American Stand¬ 
ard Revised Bible they have also the King 
James version in over four hundred styles. 
Among these the leader is Nelson’s Teach¬ 


ers’ Bible, with concise Bible dictionary, 
concordance and indexed Bible atlas, form¬ 
ing a complete biblical library in a single 
volume. The Nelson’s Sunday-school Schol¬ 
ar’s Bible, with practical helps, and a new 
Bible Catechism especially designed for 
young people, is a particularly attractive 
volume. Their Prayer Books and Hymnals 
are put up in every imaginable style of 
binding and printed on white paper and on 
Nelson’s India paper, with or without illus¬ 
trations. Some new styles in white calf, 
white morocco and ivory have been designed 
for bridal and confirmation gifts. The ob¬ 
long editions are dainty and unique. They 
have also “Altar Services” in imperial octavo, 
set in great primer type, conforming to the 
standard Prayer Book of 1892, and arranged 
with special regard for the convenience of 
the celebrant. Among miscellaneous books 
their New Century Library, printed on Nel¬ 
son’s India paper, takes the lead. This ad¬ 
mirable series now contains the complete 
works of Dickens, Thackeray and Scott, 
and selected works by a number of the best 
authors. They have also a series of Pocket 
Dictionaries, known as the E. F. G. Series, 
issued under the general editorship of G. F.

They have also a line of Devo¬ 
tional Books, including “The Imitation of 
Christ,” “Gold Dust,” “Steps to the Altar,” 
etc., and a line of Birthday Books, seven¬ 
teen volumes, containing quotations/ from 
Browning, Burns, Shakespeare and other 
famous authors. 

George W. Oc.ilvie has a big five dollars’ 
worth in his “Webster’s Imperial Dictionary,” 
published last August. The book is quite up 
to date, containing all the modern words, 
such as radium, rays, trusts, etc., also all the 
old words with modern meanings, properly 
defined, in their alphabetical order. It is a 
fine quarto volume of 1956 pages, bound in 
full law sheep and thumb indexed. 

The Oxford University Press this year 
offers a unique gift for any season in their 
miniature edition of Dickens’s “Christmas 
Stories,” in five charming little volumes, 
2 x 2V2 inches in size. Though phenomenally 
small in size, the type—ri generous minion— 


is perfectly readable, being printed with great 
care on Japanese paper. The set will make 
an acceptable Christmas gift, bound in leather 
binding, divinity circuit with gilt edges. They 
have also a new Fireside edition of Dickens’s 
complete works, in twenty-two crown octavo 
volumes, with over 600 illustrations by “Phiz,” 
Cruikshank and others. The Oxford India 
Paper edition of Dickens’s works, in seven¬ 
teen volumes, again appeals to those in search 
of a compact and usable edition of this writ¬ 
er’s works, illustrated by his famous artist 
collaborators. In line with the miniature edi¬ 
tion of Dickens’s writings is the miniature 
edition of Shakespeare’s works complete in 
one volume, each play in clear, readable type, 
beautifully printed on Oxford India paper. 
The “Ellen Terry Miniature Shakespeare” 
may be had complete in forty volumes, bound 
in leather. Another attractive holiday gift is 
the new and cheaper issue of the Oxford Edi¬ 
tions of the Poets, in one volume, each printed 
on fine white paper and also on the Oxford 
India paper. These volumes may be had 
bound in cloth, in lambskin and in morocco. 

In the line of Bibles and Prayer 
Books they have literally an em¬ 
barrassment of riches, as the 
shelves of every bookseller will 
testify. They call especial atten¬ 
tion to their Oxford Teachers’ 
Bible, with new twentieth cen¬ 
tury helps arranged under one 
alphabet, being a practical Bible 
dictionary, including concord¬ 
ance, glossary, chronologies, har¬ 
mony, etc., illustrated with the 
latest photographs from the Holy 
Land. They have also recently 
brought out the Oxford Sunday-

• son Stephens, of which the titles may be 
found in the list elsewhere in this issue. The 
calendars of last year, “Omar Khayyam” and 
“The Sov’rane Herb, or, the Smokers’ Year,” 
which proved such phenomenal successes, have 
been made over with new dates and are again 
on hand for another successful season.

already delighted many thousands of readers.

lis, F. W. Gunsaulus, Julia Ward Howe 
and many more, accompanied by illus¬ 
trations and rare portraits; or, “Lyman 
Beecher,” by Edward Hayward, a brief 
biography of the father of Henry Ward 
Beecher; or, “Prayers from Plymouth 
Pulpit,” by Henry Ward Beecher; or, 
“The Prophets as Preachers and States¬ 
men,” by Prof. H. F. Fowler; or, the 
ever-welcome aid to all Sunday-school 
managers and teachers, “The Monday 
Club Sermons on the Sunday School 
Lesson for 1905.” A calendar is always 
one of the kindest attentions, and this 
house furnishes “A Calendar to Bring 
Good Cheer and Guarantee a Happy 
Year,” compiled by Delia Lyman Porter, 
who has selected from writers who look 
on the bright side of things and has made 
a true sunshine dispenser a fitting com¬ 
panion for her popular “Blues Cure.” 

M<rj James Pott & Company have ready a 
book of timely interest and special merit 
in “Our West Indian Neighbors.” Writ¬ 
ten by Frederick A. Ober, who has made 
a study of West Indian conditions, it 
gives a vivid picture of the diversified 
life of natives and foreigners and of the 
natural beauties of “America’s Mediterra¬ 
nean.” It has numerous full-page illustra¬ 
tions and may be had bound either in cloth 
or leather. The continent of forty years ago, 
when travel was by no means as luxurious, if 
more interesting, than it is now, is charm¬ 
ingly depicted in A. Innes Shand’s “Old Time 
Travel;” while “Men and Manners of the 
Third Republic” gives Albert S. Vandam’s 
recollections of a period in French his¬ 
tory when such men as Thiers, Grevy, 
Jules Simon, as well as Napoleon m., made 
Paris the centre of an ever-changing political 
and social life. French history of an earlier 
date is connected with John G. Alger’s “Na¬ 
poleon's British Visitors and Captives, 1801- 
1815,” chatty and entertaining sketches of 
the prominent Englishmen who • thronged 
Paris after the Peace of Amiens and when 
war broke out again were kept there as po¬ 
litical detenus. Both for its personal and 
historical interest mention must also be made 
of Princess Catherine Radziwill’s “Memoirs.” 
Theatrical life in England is the subject of 
“Fifty Years of an Actor’s Life.” by the vet¬ 
eran John Coleman, who has been the asso¬ 
ciate and friend of the great men and women 
of stage land for half a century. Literature 
and art are blended in Henry T. Dunn’s 
“Recollections of Dante Gabriel* Rossetti and 
His Circle,” wherein the many-sided charac¬ 
ter of the artist and the personalities of the 
“Brotherhood” are sympathetically treated. 
“Studies of a Book-Lover” is a valuable ad¬ 
dition to literary criticism by Thomas M. 
Parrott, Professor of English* at Princeton. 
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It contains biographical sketches and criti¬ 
cism of English authors, with an attempt at 
a readjustment of their relative importance. 
“The Negro Problem,” by Booker T. Wash¬ 
ington and others, needs to have no emphasis 
put on its great value in the present time, 
while we may also recommend our readers to 
several excellent novels published by this 
house. They have also added to their list this 
year many new styles of Bagster and Cam¬ 
bridge Bibles and Cambridge Prayer Books 
and Hymnals. Among the Bibles is a Cam¬ 
bridge clear-face type Bible, in which the 
references have been re-edited and revised 
throughout, free use having been made of 
the late Prebendary Scrivener’s valuable 
work on the References, which was first used 
in the Cambridge Paragraph Bible. The 
Teachers’ editions of these books contain 
the new Cambridge Explanatory Dictionary, 
a great advance in Bible helps. All aids 
valuable to the Bible student or Sunday- 
school worker are alphabetically arranged, 
so that all subjects may be readily referred 
to. The India paper editions are printed on 
new paper, which is opaque, while thin and 
light in weight. They have also a handsome 
line of Illustrated Bibles, particularly 
adapted at this season of the year as gifts. 
They have also ready a new edition of the 
48mo Prayer Book in large, clear type, con¬ 
sidered one of the handsomest books of its size. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons have an unusual 
number of books for the season, covering 
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every class of literature. Elisabeth Luther 
Cary, who has made such interesting studies 
of “The Rossettis” and of “William Morris,” 
has written a sympathetic and intelligent es¬ 
timate of “Ralph Waldo Emerson,” with nu¬ 
merous illustrations in photogravure, includ¬ 
ing a large number of interesting portraits. 
Miss Cary has aimed to see America’s great 
poet and thinker as simply as he himself saw 
life, and to connect his writings with his men¬ 
tal and spiritual characteristics in' the quiet 
round of his direct interests. It shows Emer¬ 
son as he looks to a generation succeeding 
his own. A volume of brilliant historic and 
literary essays by Sainte-Beuve translated by 
Katherine P. Wormeley, is entitled “Por¬ 
traits of the Seventeenth Century,” bound in 
two parts and illustrated with portraits of the 
men and women who made France under 
Louis xiv. and xv. Edgar Mayhew Bacon, 
who did such good work on “The Hudson 
River,” has now studied with equal care 
“Narragansett Bay: its Historic and Roman¬ 
tic Associations and Picturesque Setting,” in 
which he offers the legends and traditions 
connected with Newport and its surround¬ 
ings. The settlers of Narragansett have 
played an important and singular part in the 
development of American ideas and ideals, 
and this story of one of the great American 
waterways is written with fascinating enthu¬ 
siasm. It is illustrated by the author and 
from photographs. Three new volumes of Our 
European Neighbours are ready in a hand¬ 
some library edition: Francis H. E. Palmer’s 
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‘‘Russian Life in Town and Country/’ x\lfred 
Thomas Story’s "Swiss Life in Town and 
Country,” and L. Higgins’s “Spanish Life in 
Town and Country;” and another series de¬ 
voted to Our Asiatic Neighbors is inaugurated 
with “Indian Life in Town and Country,” by 
Herbert Compton; and volumes on “Japanese 
Life” and “Chinese Life” are full of interest 
and full of illustrations. The late Laurence 
LIutton’s book on the' “Literary Landmarks 
of the Scottish Universities” is a profusely il¬ 
lustrated account of the associations that have 
grown up around those famous institutions of 
learning in Scotland—the Universities of 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Aberdeen and St. An¬ 
drews. "Rabelais” and “Montaigne” are the 
■first volumes in a series of French Classics 
for English Readers, edited by Adolphe Cohn 
and Curtis Hidden Page, both of Columbia 
University. This series presents the best 
French authors to English readers in the best 
possible translation. Each author’s work is 
introduced by a biographical and critical es¬ 
say, giving an adequate account of his life, 
writings and place in literary history. The 
Definitive edition of “The Works and Letters 
of Charles and Mary Lamb,” in seven vol¬ 


umes, edited by E. V. Lucas, is now complete, 
and the editor has prepared a volume of his 
own on the subject he has made a life study 
in “Charles Lamb and His Friends,” pub¬ 
lished in two volumes uniform with the above 
set. The Knickerbocker edition of the “Com¬ 
plete Works of Edgar Allan Poe,” in ten 
volumes, is edited by Charles F. Richardson, 
printed from new type and illustrated by F. 
S. Coburn, and makes a very satisfactory set 
of the most original of American writers. 
There are also Handy Volume editions of the 
“Tales of Edgar Allan Poe” and the “Poems.” 
United States history interests the world to¬ 
day. This house has issued the first three 
parts of “The United States, 1607-1904,” a 
history of three centuries of progress in pop¬ 
ulation, industry, commerce and civilization, 
by William Estabrook Chancellor and 
Fletcher Willis Hewes. The separate titles 
are “Colonization, 1607-1697;” “Colonial 
Union, 1698-1774;” and “Revolution and 
Constitution, 1775-1788.” In more popular 
vein is “The Story of the United States,” by 
Edward Earl Sparks, which forms two vol¬ 
umes in the Story of the Nations Series. To 
the Heroes of the Nation Series are added 
“Wellington,” by William O'Con¬ 
nor Morris; and “Constantine the 
Great,” by J. B. Firth; and in the 
Heroes of the Reformation is 
placed “Thomas Cranmer,” by Al¬ 
bert Frederick Pollard. “The 
Memories of ‘Jenny June/ t (Mrs. 
Cunningham Croly,”) are 'full of 
reminiscences of the days when 
women first began to assert them¬ 
selves in literature and in public 
life; and “The Kingdom of Siam,” 
edited by A. Cecil Carter, tells of 
a mighty kingdom, and is pro¬ 
fusely illustrated. Good fiction is 
on the Putnam list. We can only 
briefly mention “The Master’s 
Violin,” by Myrtle Reed; “Green 
Mansions,” a romance of the trop¬ 
ical forest by W. H. Hudson; 
“Secret History of To-day,” the 
revelations of a diplomatic spy, by 
Allen Upward; “The Prince 
Chap,” by Edward Peple; “The 
Light Brigade in Spain, or, the 
Last Fight of Sir John Moore,” 
by Herbert Strang; and two vol¬ 
umes of Joseph Jacobs’s “English 
Fairy Tales.” Other important 
works are brought out in fine hol¬ 
iday dress, notably “Jiu-Jitsu 
Combat Tricks,” by H. Irving 
Hancock; “Porcelain,” by Edward 
Dillon, volume 2 in the Connois¬ 
seurs' Library; “Hints on Re¬ 
volver Shooting,” by Walter Wi- 
nans: and a new edition in two 
volumes, edited by Professor Ed¬ 
ward Canan, of Adam Smith’s 
“The Wealth of Nations.” The 
Ariel Booklets in their flexible 
red leather dresses make pretty 
holiday souvenirs. Fourteen lit¬ 
tle treasures selected from the 
standards of the world have 
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been added tb the set this year and it now 
numbers eighty-five; and the Oakleaf Series 
in antique calf also offers many loved lit¬ 
tle standards to use as Christmas greetings. 
An important contribution to the literature of 
the French Revolution is Etienne Dumont’s 
“The Great Frenchman and the Little Gene¬ 
vese,” translated by Lady Seymour, a book 
revealing Mirabeau in a new light. 

Fleming H. Revell Company may be con¬ 
gratulated on having secured a new book by 
Ralph Connor, of which the mere announce¬ 
ment is sufficient to awaken large anticipa¬ 
tions. The new title is “The Prospector: a 
Tale of the Crow’s Nest Country,” which lies 
among the richest mines of Canada. The story 
is laid in the days before the smelter super¬ 
seded the miner and his pan, and the plot 
centres about the graduate of an Eastern col¬ 
lege— a strong, determined, clean man who 
was full of the inspiring, lofty purpose that ani¬ 
mates all the heroes of this ennobling writer. 
The pages are of absorbing interest,. perfectly 
scintillating with adventures of all kinds. An¬ 
other strong, simple, sincere story that will 
go straight to “the human heart by which we 
all live” is “Doctor Luke of the Labrador,” by 
Norman Duncan, who has made himself an 
envied place in the hearts of magazine readers 
by his charming short stories of Newfound¬ 
land folk and scenes. This is his first novel, 
and he takes his readers even further “down 
north" on the Labrador and tells a story of 
sustained plot in which a hard-working phys¬ 


ician plays the noblest parts. In strong 
contrast is the quiet New England life pic¬ 
tured in “Little Miss Dee,” by Roswell Field. 
The heroine is a dear, noble-hearted old maid, 
whose sweetly pathetic story appears alike 
to heart and mind and contains all the ele¬ 
ments for widespread popularity. What 
Thompson Seton has done for animal life on 
dry land Frank T. Bullen has done for dwell¬ 
ers in the sea. His “Denizens of the Deep” 
shows a complete knowledge of the lives 
and habits of amphibious animals, which 
he gives his readers in the bright style 
of “The Cruise of the Cachalot.” Most 
appropriate ; gifts for clergymen may be se¬ 
lected from the list of these publishers. 
“Letters of an Old Methodist to His Son in 
the Ministry,” by Robert Allen, is a series of 
plain talks full of country-bred sense written 
to a young man who left the farm for the 
pulpit. Both pulpit and pew are criticised 
most suggestively. “Education in Religion 
and Morals,” by Professor George Albert 
Coe, shows the paradoxical place of religious 
and moral education in our civilization; 
“Missions and Modern History,” by Robert 
E. Speer, is a work in two volumes, in 
which the writer studies the Tai-ping re¬ 
bellion, the Indian mutiny, the rise of Japan, 
the decline of Spanish power in America, and 
other striking crises and movements of a cen¬ 
tury, and seeks to see in them the results on 
the spread of the knowledge of God through 
Christian missions; “A Treasury of Illustra¬ 
tion,” compiled from the works of Henry

man J. Ellinxvood, is made valuable by thor¬ 
ough classification and cross indexing; and 
“Choice of the Highest” contains the London 
City Temple talks to young men by Reginald 
J. Campbell, who is known as the “young 
men’s preacher.” Arthur J. Brown, in 
"New Forces in Old China,” shows how 
the great transforming forces, western trade, 
western politics and western religion, are 
making tremendous changes in the sluggish 
mass we call China ; and H. P. Cochrane’s 
"Among the Burmans” covers what one wants 
to know about Burma, its history and cus¬ 
toms, and missionary work within its borders, 
in a vivacious story. Every college student 
will be the better for reading “Not in the 
Curriculum,” friendly advice by two college 
students, with introduction by Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke: railroad men one and all will appre¬ 
ciate “Tom Keenan—Locomotive Engineer,” 
edited by Neason Jones, which tells in auto¬ 
biographic form the story of fifty years on 
the road during a time of great changes in the 
lives of railroad men. 

Rohde & Haskins have prepared an at¬ 
tractive book for the festive season in Arthur 
Gray’s collection of “Toasts and Tributes.” 
Mr. Gray’s book aims to be more complete 
than most of its predecessors in the same 
field, and contains a chapter on “The Duties 
of a Toastmaster,” by Allan Forman. Six¬ 


teen pages at the end are left blank to be filled 
in by purchasers with original or selected 
toasts. The volume is handsomely printed, 
and will serve a purpose as a gift book as 
well as a library reference book. They have 
also brought out for this season "Friends for 
the Friendly,” by Annie M. Jones, in Japanese 
vellum binding, gold-stamped; also, “Books 
and My Food,” by Elisabeth Luther Cary, 
author of “The Rossettis,” “Browning,” etc. 

The Saalfield Publishing Company of¬ 
fer some excellent fiction, gotten up in attrac¬ 
tive bindings. “Fortunes of a Free-Lance,” 
by Alfred G. Lawrence, with a colored fron¬ 
tispiece by A. B. Shute, tells a love story of 
the fourteenth century, with exciting scenes 
of jousts, duels, sieges, bombardments, etc.; 
"From the Cliffs of Croaghaun,” by Robert 
Cromie, illustrated by Victor Prout, is a 
wildly exciting Irish story, including a treas¬ 
ure hunt of the most thrilling kind; and 
"Boss Tom,” by Matthew Stanley Kemp, il¬ 
lustrated by A. B. Shute, is a tale of the an¬ 
thracite coal regions, with accurate pictures 
of mining life — the company store, the strike, 
the burning breaker, the mob, etc. A book 
specially suitable for young men is "Careers 
for Coming Men,” by twenty-three of the 
most successful men of the day, including 
Colonel A. L. Mills, John F. Dryden, Charles 
Stewart Smith, George H. Daniels, Cyrus 
Townsend Brady, Whitelaw Reid, Rush 
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Rhees, and others considered authorities on 
business methods. For a mother looking for 
help to make her little flock happy, or for an 
enthusiastic kindergarten teacher, an appro¬ 
priate. gift will be found in “Kindergarten 
Activities,’’ by Katherine Beebe, first president 
of the Kindergarten Association, who gives a 
complete line of work outside of the gifts and 
occupations, a book full of helpful hints that 
will make a whole year happy. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons provide with 
their usual liberality and good judgment for 
the book-buying season. Already noticed at 
length elsewhere in this issue are Charles 
Dana Gibson’s holiday offering, entitled 
“Everyday PeopleErnest Thompson Se- 


ton’s “Monarch, the Big Bear of Tallac;” 
and “Christmas Eve on Lonesome,” by John 
Fox, Jr. Among the more important of the 
long lisc of illustrated books that remain is 
“The Story of Art Throughout the Ages,” 
by Salomon Reiriach, one of the most bril¬ 
liant of French scholars, who has prepared 
a work intended especially for amateurs that 
is a masterpiece of selection and condensa¬ 
tion, illustrated with Ooo miniature repro¬ 
ductions of famous works. “Romney: a 
biographical and critical essay, with a com¬ 
plete catalogue of his works,” by Humphry 
Ward and W. Roberts, which is based upon 
the large and remarkable series of manu¬

artist. “The Microcosm of London ’ is a 
reduced reproduction, in three volumes, of one 
of the finest and most popular of the old 
colored books, with 104 illustrations in color 
by Pugin and Rowlandson; and it is good 
news, indeed, that Sir Walter Armstrong’s 
celebrated works on “Sir Joshua Reynolds” 
and on “Gainsborough” are ready in cheaper 
editions, with the complete text and most of 
the illustrations. An inimitable creation in 
verse and picture, by Oliver Plerford, is “The 
Rubaiyat of a Persian Kitten,” of which the 
name alone bespeaks wide popularity. All 
who have Dwight W. Huntington’s “Our 
Feathered Game” are more than ready for 
“Our Big Game,” a complementary volume 
on the same lines from the point of view of 
the sportsman, illustrated from photographs; 
and as an illustrated book alone, regardless 
of its correct facts and scientific spirit, “The 
American Natural History,” by Charles T. 
Hornaday, Director of the New York Zoo¬ 
logical Park, is valuable, while its liveliness 
and freshness of manner eminently fits it 
for a gift book. Lovers of pure literature 
have been provided for in the complete and 
definitive edition of “The Poetical and Prose 
Works of Lord Byron.” a new text, with 
many hitherto unpublished additions, the

Poetry edited by Ernest Plartley Coleridge, 
the Letters by Roland E. Prothero, with co¬ 
operation of Lord Byron’s grandson, the 
Earl of Lovelace. The set is in 13' volumes, 
of which the seventh contains a complete 
bibliography. Sidney Lee’s last book relates 
to “Great Englishmen of the Sixteenth Cen¬ 
tury,” and after an opening chapter on the 
Renaissance in England, treats in order Sir 
Thomas More, Sir Philip Sidney, Sir Wal¬ 
ter Raleigh, Edmund Spenser, Francis Bacon 
and “Shakespeare’s Life and Shakespeare’s 
Work,” which latter is a revision and an 
elaboration of his article in the “British 
Encyclopaedia.” To the Literary Lives, 
edited by Robertson Nicoll, have been added 
“John Bunyan,” by W. Hale White; and 
“Coventry Patmore,” by Edmund Gosse; and 
Richard Burton, of the University of Min¬ 
nesota, has prepared a fine book on “Lit¬ 
erary Leaders of America.” Carolyn Wells, 
always bright and always original in matter 
and method, has compiled a companion to 
her “Nonsense Anthology” in “A Parody 
Anthology,” in which almost all the famous 
writers of the last century are represented in 
the rank of the parodist or the parodied; 
and Dr. Henry Van Dyke, high among 
American poets, has gathered excellent 
lyrical and other verse into a volume en¬ 
titled “Music and Other Verse,” taking its 
title from the first poem. Augustus 
C. Buel has made a striking full- 
length portrait in his “History of 
Andrew Jackson,” giving a fine bi¬ 
ography in two volumes of a figure 
which for rugged, native strength 
and winning popular qualities is 
perhaps unmatched in American 
history. Readers of H. Noel Will¬ 
iams’ brilliant biographies of Mme. 
de Pompadour and Mme. de Mon- 
tespan will eagerly greet the ap¬ 
pearance of the “Memoirs of Ma¬ 
dame Du Barry,” gotten up in the 
same handsome style and illustrated 
with sixteen photogravures; and if 
there is .an English author or any 
publisher among your dear old un¬ 
cles, E. Marston’s “After Work; or, 
Fragments from the Workshop of 
an Old Publisher,” will go right to 
the softest spot and tell him much 
of many distinguished personalities 
who came in contact with the Nes¬ 
tor of the English book trade. 
Forty years’ observation of native 
customs and superstitions, by Rev. 
Robert Hamill Nassau, are gath¬ 
ered into “Fetichism in West Af¬ 
rica,” which constitutes a most en¬ 
tertaining narrative and an invalu¬ 
able addition to ethnological litera¬ 
ture. The Scribner list is always 
rich in theological works of great 
importance. It is only possible to 
briefly point out a new series en¬ 
titled the Library of Ancient In¬ 
scriptions. which will be inaugu¬ 
rated with “Babylonian and Assy¬ 
rian Laws, Contracts and Letters,” 
by the Rev. C. H. W. Johns, of 
Cambridge University.

As usual, these include 
many rich art works and 
most attractive travel 
books. There is a bio¬ 
graphical study of “Rom¬ 
ney,” by Humphry 
Ward and W. Roberts, 
with a catalogue rais- 
onne of his works, co¬ 
piously illustrated with 
photogravure reproduc¬ 
tions, the two volumes 
printed on either special¬ 
ly made paper or on Jap¬ 
anese paper. “Gainsbor¬ 
ough,” “Sir Henry Rae- 
burn,” and “Titian,” 
treated respectively by 
Sir Walter Armstrong, 

Edward Pinnington and 
Dr. Georg Gronau, also 
receive their just due of criticism and praise 
in well-illustrated volumes. The publica¬ 
tion O’f Turner’s “Liber Studiorum” is a 
notable event in the art world. It is a 
sumptuous volume, containing over seventy 
full-page reproductions of the original en¬ 
gravings, as well as a historical introduc¬ 
tion by C. F. Bell. Dewhurst’s “Impression¬ 
ist Painting,” tracing its genius and devel¬ 
opment by means of critical text and full- 
page color and half-tone pictures, may be 
counted as a notable addition to descriptive 
art works. Closely akin to the foregoing is 
“In English Homes,” wherein Charles La¬ 
tham gives delightful glimpses of some of the 
great English houses, with detailed accounts 
of their artistic, historical and romantic as¬ 
sociations, which the four hundred odd 


photographs make very real. Most impor¬ 
tant among biographical works from its his¬ 
torical import is “Personal Reminiscences 
of the First Duke of Wellington,” by George 
Robert Gleig. who, as Chaplain-General of 
Her Majesty’s forces, had ample opportuni¬ 
ties for studying the great Duke and his con¬ 
temporaries. Equally interesting is Noel 
Williams’s “Madame du Barry” in the light 
it throws on a bewildering figure of the bril- 
l : ant court of Louis xiv. Then there is 
Christopher Hare’s “The Most Illustrious 
Ladies of the Italian Renaissance.” depict¬ 
ing the charms and influence of the great 
women of Italy during the period of its ar¬ 
tistic and literary reawakening. The Vic¬ 
torian age of literature is nortraved in Ed¬ 
ward Marston’s “After Work.” Looking 


some ctirtoons in color 
and calendars of rare 
beauty and finish are also 
on the Scribner list,

back on a long life of activity as head of one 
of the great English publishing houses, the 
author allows his memory to wander rem¬ 
iniscently over the events of the last half 
century and more, and comments on the 
notable writers with whom he has been 
brought in contact. There are illuminating 
travel records by H. V. Geere, whose “By 
Nile and Euphrates” is an account both of 
adventure and discovery; by Dr. Henry 
Dyer, a book on Japan, called “Dai Nip¬ 
pon.’* and by Mark Sykes, who recounts the 
experiences of a journey through the Asi¬ 
atic provinces of Turkey under the title 
“Dar-ul-Islam.” 

Small. Maynard & Company have pro¬ 
vided generously for the bookbuying season. 
They make special appeal to lovers of Walt 
Whitman and earnest students of his place in 
American literature in several of their newest 
books. In the Atlantic Monthly for April this 
year appeared “An American Primer,” by 
Walt Whitman, edited with an introductory 
note by Horace Traubel. This material is 
now issued in book form in its entirety and 
must be added to every Whitman collection. 
The thorough sympathy of Doctor Isaac Hull 
Platt with Whitman eminently fits him to' 
write “Walt Whitman” for the Beacon Biog¬ 
raphies. This brief sketch is written with 
insight, but he is broad and maintains his 
critical faculty more than some of the wild 
hero-worshippers who have presented their 
extravagant views of America’s “good, gray 
poet." “The Diary in Canada,” the recently 
discovered manuscript by Walt Whitman. 


has been edited by William Sloane Kennedy, 
and really rounds out the story of his life, 
showing him as a tourist with notebook 
among the sublime Canadian scenery, putting 
down his poetic thoughts about the homely, 
every-day life of the Canadian. In 1887 Hor¬ 
ace Traubel, for nineteen years intimately as¬ 
sociated with Whitman, began to record the 
events and conversations of each meeting, 
whatever the subject matter, and this record 
he kept until the poet’s death, in 1892. This 
material he is now bringing out under the 
title “With Walt Whitman in Canada: a Diary 
Record Kept by Plorace Traubel.” The initial 
volume is now ready. Important letters, doc¬ 
uments and other manuscripts have also been 
made use of and the invaluable material is 
illustrated by portraits and facsimiles. Let¬ 
ters from almost all America’s literary men 
were given to Mr. Traubel by the poet, and 
the volumes for this alone will be an addition 
to American literature. A neat gift for some 
girl fond of reading is “About Mv Books: a 
Reader’s Record,” arranged by Grace E. Ensey, 
which forms a dainty volume, tastefully or¬ 
namented, divided into six sections, contain¬ 
ing pages for recording titles under the fol¬ 
lowing headings: 1, Books to read; 2. Books 
read: 3, Books borrowed; 4, Books lent; 5. 
Magazine articles; 6, Quotations. The deco¬ 
rations are designed by Marion L. Peabody. 
Of interest to the general reader, but of great 
value for the after-dinner speaker, is a unique 
collection of familiar quotations edited by 
Marshall Brown, arranged in the style of 
themes, with variations, and entitled “Wit 
and Humor of Familiar Quotations.” Vo!- 
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limes of poetry are always safe to fall back 
•on, as pretty souvenirs and some very neatly 
manufactured books of this kind are among 
the preparations of this house. “The City” 
is a dramatic poem by Arthur Upson, with in¬ 
troduction by Francis, Count Lutznow, and 
decorations by Mary Moulton Cheney. A 
very pretty set is made of the poems of Hol¬ 
man F. Day, bound in green cloth, and never 
"have “Up in Maine,” “Pine Tree Ballads” 
and “Kin o’ Ktaadn” appeared to more ad¬ 
vantage than in the boxed large-paper edition 
of this poet of the plain, noble people of New 
England. There is a new edition, with por¬ 
traits, of Ada Negri’s “Fate: a Book of 
Poems,” translated from the Italian by A. M. 
von Blomberg. “The Lover’s Rubaiyat,” ed¬ 
ited by Jessie B. Rittenhouse, is an entirely 
novel setting of the lesser-known quatrains of 
Omar Khayyam, which though translated by 
ten different hands have all the coherence and 
atmosphere of the work of a single translator. 
This edition is beautifully printed in two 


colors. Specially suited for the season of the 
Nativity is “The Rosary in Rhyme,” by 
Father John B. Tabb, with full-page draw¬ 
ings and ornamental initials designed by T. 
B. Meteyard, charming little verses celebrat¬ 
ing the joy, the sorrow, and the mystery of the 
life of Jesus that will touch the heart of every 
Christian, irrespective of creed. Good stories 
are ready under the titles “Eighteen Miles 
from Home,” by William T. Hodge, the story 
of a country boy aspiring to be a Shake¬ 
spearean “star:” and “Under the Vierkleur,” 
by Ben J. Viljqen. a splendid novel of ad¬ 
venture during the South African War under 
the four-colored flag (vierkleur) of the 
Transvaal. A representative collection of 
prose pieces is “Chants Communal,” by 
Horace Traubel; and “Paris and the Social 
Revolution,” by Alvan Francis Sanborn, is a 
study of the revolutionary element in the va¬ 
rious classes of Parisian life, giving excellent 
ideas of the thoughts of anarchists in the best 
sense of that misused word.

N. Hudson Moore, author of “The Old China 
Book,” has prepared an equally important vol¬ 
ume in “The Lace Book,” in which the lace of 
each country is considered separately and every 
variety of lace made is described in the part 
devoted to the country where it originated. 
Lace was first produced in 1493, so is about 
co-eval with America in the knowledge of the 
world. The splendid laces of the sixteenth, 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries are 
shown in engravings, both of specimen pieces 
and of portraits of celebrated people who 
wore these great art treasures. The same 
great work of research and collection has 
been done by Mary Churchill Ripley in 
“The Oriental Rug Book,” which deals with 


rugs as they are found to-day in modern 
homes, and offers a definite method of 
study that furnishes the rug lover with a 
simple system that enables him to classify in¬ 
dividual possessions. Through the ornaments 
that with more or less fidelity are preserved 
in rugs, much relative to art, religion, plan¬ 
ners and customs may be traced, so that the 
study of the textiles of the east furnishes a 
most enjoyable way of comprehending the 
ideals of those whose ideas are now so rap¬ 
idly changing under occidental influences. The 
valuable text has eight illustrations in color 
and upwards of 100 in black and white. 
From lace and rugs and man-made marvels 
Edward Irving, of Berkeley, California, calls 
attention to his illustrated work on astronomy 
entitled “How to Know the Starry Heavens,”

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an accurate dissertation written in fascinat¬ 
ing language, strictly up to date and non- 
sensational. It is illustrated by colored plates 
and about 100 star and lunar charts, draw¬ 
ings, sketches, diagrams and photographic re¬ 
productions in black and white taken from the 
leading observatories of the world. After 
many years of arduous study H. Pomeroy 
Brewster has prepared ‘‘Saints and Festivals 
of the Christian Church,” a yearbook from 
the Catholic or Protestant standpoint. Dog 
lovers will be interested in “The Twentieth 
Century Dog,” edited by Herbert Compton, 
who has obtained his material upon the non¬ 
sporting dog in an ingenious way. He circular¬ 
ized hundreds of enthusiastic dog fanciers who 
responded with the bulk of the information 
which forms the book and is strung together 
in most readable shape. A wish to know all 
kinds of details about great people is most 
natural, and Henry Haynie in “The Captains 
and the Kings” puts readers into the very 
presence of emperors, kings, queens and 
princes, of statesmen, painters, musicians and 
philosophers, all of whom he has personally 


met and to whose warm, human side he spe¬ 
cially directs our attention. The neatest,, 
most effective little holiday souvenirs can be 
made of the separate volumes of "The Ellen 
Terry Miniature Shakespeare,” the smallest 
Shakespeare yet on the market, (2^4 x i l / 2 
inches,) which is carefully edited and com¬ 
pared with the best texts by J. Talfourd 1 
Blair, printed on India paper and bound in 
full lambskin.

Robert Hichens, Jerome K. Je¬ 
rome, A. W. Marchmont, and E. W. Hornung 
will all make acceptable holiday offerings. 

Frederick Warne & Company have a rich 
treat for art lovers in Gustave Geffroy’s “The 
National Gallery/’ a quarto volume wherein 
are found reproductions of the best pictures 
in London’s great collection reproduced in 
fifty photogravures and numerous half-tones, 
and accompanied by Mr. Geffroy’s lucid and 
illuminating descriptions. They also offer 
adequate reproductions in monochrome of the 
work of the great masters of the past and 
present in painting and sculpture in their 
Newnes Art Library, to which they add for 
the present holiday season “Benozzo Goz- 
zoli,” early Italian artist; “Constable’s 
Sketches.” in oil and water color: “Raphael,” 
“Paul Veronese,” “Titian” and “Van Dyck.” 
These brief biographies by well-known au¬ 
thorities have each from forty to sixty full- 
page illustrations and photogravure frontis¬ 
pieces, and they form a most artistic series of 
monographs. Other lands and their special 
charms are shown by word and picture in 
some very well-made and richly illustrated 
books. “Abbeys, Castles and Ancient Halls 
of England and Wales,” by John Timbs and 
Alexander Gunn, gives legendary lore and 
popular history in three fine volumes illus¬ 
trated with photogravures of celebrated halls 
and baronial residences: “From Paris to New 
York by Land,” by Harry de Windt, leads 


through two regions full of interest—Siberia 
and Alaska—and its 84 illustrations cover the 
fruits of every climate and the habits and 
manners of every race of humanity; “A 
Tramp in Spain from Andalusia to Andorra,” 
by Bart Kennedy, tells how the author started 
in at Gibraltar and tramped alone through the 
whole length of Spain without any knowledge 
of the language, and all he saw is pictured in 
drawings as well as words, making a hand¬ 
some art book; and a timely and delightful 
album of pictures is “Japan in Pictures,” with 
* descriptive text by Douglas Sladen, and 68 
exquisite half-tone pictures of landscapes, 
gardens, street life, marine views, etc., of the 
nation now fighting such a desperate fight for 
a place among the world powers. Two new 
romances are also available for gift purposes— 
“Mr. Quixley of the Gate House,” the latest 
story of P. J. Brebner, who under his pseud¬ 
onym, “Christian Lys,” has endeared himself 
to a faithful circle of readers; and “A Prince 
of Cornwall,” a story of Glastonbury and the 
West in the days of Ina of Wessex, by 
Charles W. Whistler. The house also has a 
long list of “Birthday Books,” poetical and 
scriptural, sure to please. 

A. Wessels Company have" several books 
dealing with widely separated spots of the 
earth's surface that will make most suitable 
gift books. “New England in Letters,” by 
Rufus Rockwell Wilson, is pronounced by 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson “the best 
thing yet done in that direction.” It is from 
cover to cover a delightful book, made up 
of a series of pilgrimages to all the note- 
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worthy literary landmarks of New Eng¬ 
land, the scenes and places associated with 
the men and women who have helped to 
make American literature. The sketches are 
all too brief, and one longs for more about 
Longfellow’s country. Whittier’s land, Haw¬ 
thorne’s Salem, the Concord of Emerson and 
others, Cambridge and its worthies, and 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and his comrades. 
“Barbizon Days,” by Charles Sprague Smith, 
is a book “full of freshness and golden 
gossip,” says Edwin Markham, in which 
one becomes personally acquainted with 
Millet, Corot, Rousseau and Baryte. Giv¬ 
ing a distinct phase of German student life 
is “Old Heidelberg,” by Wilhelm Meyer 
Foerster, which has been translated by Max 
Chapelle, with marginal illustrations, chap¬ 
ter headings, etc., by N. W. Brinkerhoff. 
This house also has a series of “Source 
Books of America,” any one of which would 
be a prized gift to students of American his¬ 
tory, which is now the most popular of 
studies. The series consists of annotated re¬ 
prints, of which those now readv are An¬ 
drew Burnaby’s “Travels Through the Mid¬ 
dle Settlements of North America, 1759- 
1760,” when the colonies were on the eve of 
the American Revolution; William Heath’s 
“Memoirs of the American War,” not re¬ 
printed since it was published by Act of Con¬ 
gress in 1798: and a new and enlarged 
edition of W. W. Canfield’s “Legends of the 
Iroquois.” The editor of the series is Rufus 
Rockwell Wilson, the editor of “New Eng¬ 
land in Letters.” 

W. A. Wilde Company are making a nota¬ 
ble contribution to the literature of American 
history, which is such a distinct feature of the 
.year, in a volume of peculiar value that bears 
the recommendation of some of the foremost 
authorities of the land. It is entitled “Step¬ 
ping Stones of American History,” and is by 
fourteen writers, each an authority on his par¬ 


ticular topic. Among them are William El¬ 
liot Griffis, Everett T. Tomlinson, Reuben G. 
Thwaites, Henry Cabot Lodge, James K. Hos- 
mer, Justin H. Smith, Dr. George Hodges and 
others of the same calibre. The book is fur¬ 
nished with illustrations reproduced in the 
colors of the originals. Any friend interested 
in Sunday-school work can always be re¬ 
joiced by the yearly volume of Peloubet’s 
“Select Notes,” covering the International 
Sunday-school Lessons for the coming year; 
and this year the same practised hand offers 
also “The Front Line of the Sunday-School 
Movement,” containing reports of the best 
things already accomplished, with a glimpse 
of good ideas and cheering visions beyond. 

John C. Winston Company appeal to the 
sober-minded and the thoughtful who enjoy 
a well written and logically developed book. 
“Social Law in the Spiritual World,” by Prof. 
Rufus M. Jones, traces the recent investiga¬ 
tions in science in their bearing upon re¬ 
ligion and emphasizes the relationship be¬ 
tween God and man in everyday life; Dr. 
Hurlbut’s “Story of the Bible” is a remark¬ 
ably fresh and inspiring recital of Bible his¬ 
tory in the course of 168 stories, illustrated 
harmoniously in color and black and white 
pictures. Then this concern has a large and 
most attractive assortment of Bibles and 
Testaments in Red. Letter, Westminster and 
International editions, especially suitable for 
clergymen and Sunday-school teachers. A 
reminder of past days when patriotism was 
manifested in opposing armies is found in 
“War Songs and Poems of the Southern 
Confederacy,” collected by H. M. Wharton, 
and illustrated by half a hundred half-tones. 
These war songs are dear and familiar to 
every Southern heart, and it has been a 
work of love to gather them into one vol¬ 
ume and to add Dr. Wharton’s many recol¬ 
lections of service as private in General Lee’s 
army.

Under this heading is given, in alphabetical order of their publishers, a descriptive 
summary of all the new books offered as specially suitable for young people. 


Henry Altemus Company's holiday offer¬ 
ings of good cheer promise many happy hours 
for the young folks. At this time when one’s 
thoughts turn naturally towards the “little 
town of Bethlehem,” there is a special time¬ 
liness in Mrs. Florence M. Kingsley’s “Tor, 
a Street Boy of Jerusalem,” the story of a 
little Jewish boy who was struck across the 
face by a whip in the -hands of Pilate, and 
afterward cured by the Saviour. A vivid 
picture of Jewish character and customs and 
the effect on both of the life-stirring “glad 
tidings is given both in the story and by 
means of Mr. Eckman’s excellent illustra¬ 
tions. Nature lovers, small and big, will find 
defight in “Wild .Creatures Afield,” by Ellen 
Velvin, whose “Rataplan” is so pleasantly re¬ 
called. Supplemented by Gustave Verbeek’s 
pictures, these stories give an amazing amount 
of information about the wild things of na¬ 
ture. Fact and fancy enter into Franken¬ 
stein’s “The Little Boy and the Elephant,” a 
jungle tale of an elephant and a little human 
foundling. There is much akin between such 
imaginings and out and out fairy stories like 


John Luther Long’s poetic fancy, “Little Miss 
Joy-Sing,” the Japanese child who dreamed 
and wished, when all manner of things hap¬ 
pened to her, or like Amos R. Wells’s “Witch¬ 
ery Ways, a collection of fascinating tales 
of the little people. Then there are on this 
list any quantity of entertaining stories suit¬ 
able for different ages and tastes. In “A 
Prairie Infanta” Eva W. Brodhead relates the 
history of a motherless girl brought up in a 
Colorado mining town with all its strange and 
picturesque surroundings, and how she event¬ 
ually found her father. Tudor Jenks’s “A 
Little Rough Rider” is also laid in the West— 
the West of California in the gold fever days 
—-and has a little bareback rider, Senorita 
Finette, for its heroine. “A Gourd Fiddle,” 
by Grace MacGowan Cooke, is a pretty and 
pathetic tale of a darkey boy whose marvel¬ 
lous musical gift makes it possible for him 
to go to Europe, where he plavs on his home¬ 
made gourd fiddle before no less a personage 
than Queen Victoria. Little brothers and 
sisters will enjoy Sophie Swett’s “Sonny 
Boy,” a ten-vear-old youngster who is bor- 
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rowed for six months by his lonely aunt and 
has all manner of interesting experiences; 
also, Anna C. Ray’s “Bumper and Baby John,” 
a rollicking story of the adventures of a dog 
and his little red-haired, freckled master; 
Gabrielle E. Jackson’s “Another Year with 
Denise and Toodles,” wherein we meet old 
friends and many new pets; and “Amy Dora’s 
Amusing Day,” by Frank M. Bicknell, tell¬ 
ing of the adventures, mostly funny, of a 
little girl who ran away and who was only 
too glad to come back again. For long Sun¬ 
days and tired mothers there is Gertrude 
Smith’s delightful collection of “Baby Bible 
Stories,” each so simply and reverently told. 
The Altemus series are deservedly popular. 
They contain excellent stories, old and new, 
by favorite authors, are prettily illustrated 
and well bound. This year there is a New 
Illustrated Holly-Tree Series, numbering 


twelve titles; also, the Illustrated Banbury 
Cross Series and Wee .Books for Wee Folks, 
which will make gift choosing a simple and 
easy matter. • 

American Baptist Publication Society 
starts another collection of boys’ stories by 
Everett T. Tomlinson under the title of 
The Winner Series. Two volumes have been 
issued—“Winning His ‘W’ ” and “The Win¬ 
ner.” They depict high school and college 
life as the “Ward Hill Books” did and have 
a bright manly boy who was more fond of 
a good game than his Greek, when he first 
entered college—but he becomes a student 
and mnkes his father happy towards the end. 
Mr. Tomlinson asserts that the events gener¬ 
ally upon which the story is based are true, 
having happened to a real boy in his first 
early years in college—“a boy who was neith-

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er unusually good nor preternaturally bad, 
wholesome, earnest, impulsive, making just 
such mistakes as a normal boy would make, 
and yet sincere and healthy.’’ Among popu¬ 
lar boys’ books “The Ward Hill Books” still 
hold their own. as do “The Blue and Buff 
Series.” Edward S. Ellis, realizing the ex¬ 
cellence of Thomas a Kempis’s “Imitation of 
Christ,” but at the same time certain elements 
in it not wholly adapted to the Protestant 
constituency, has given us a paraphrased edi¬ 
tion entitled “The Young People’s Imitation 
of Christ.” He has to a considerable extent 
modernized the language, has eliminated the 
ascetic and sacerdotal elements, and thus has 
fitted it for circulation among Protestant 
young people. 

D. Appleton & Co.'s holiday offerings are 
particularly attractive this year: For children 
primarily, but none the less to be appreciated 
by “grown-ups,” is Frank L. Stanton’s “Little 
Folks Down South,” depicting in verse the 
delights and incidents of child life in the land 
of the black “mammy” and the watermelon. 
These songs almost sing themselves and are 
rich in fanciful charm and humor. As for 


the child who knows not the “Tar-Baby” and 
‘Uncle Remus,” what new pleasure is open¬ 
ing up for him in Joel Chandler Harris’s latest 
collection of poems, entitled “The Tar-Baby,, 
and Other Rhymes!” There are about twenty- 
five of them, none of them having before ap¬ 
peared in book form. The title poem is a 
new version in rhyme of the “Tar-Baby 
Story,” while the other poems deal also with 
animal life. With A. B. Frost and E. W. 
Kemble as illustrators need more be said in 
praise, save to mention that there are eight or 
more full-page pictures and a colored “Tar- 
Baby” frontispiece, with decorative borders 
for the whole volume? College life is a sub¬ 
ject of unfailing interest to boys—and girls 
(may one confess it?), and none knows bet¬ 
ter how to portray it than Ralph H. Barbour, 
who this year has ready “On Your Mark!” 
and “The Arrival of Jimpson, and Other 
Stories for Boys,” each presenting pictures of 
college experiences, athletic and otherwise, in 
a thoroughly entertaining way. American 
history forms the background qf three of the 
Appleton’s best books. In “Old Put, the Pa¬ 
triot,” Frederick A. Ober has given a graphic 
history of the life Of General Israel Putnam, 
who again and again left the 
plough in the furrow to go to- 
war, to fight the Indians, the 
Spaniards, and the British, giv¬ 
ing his • best, himself, to his 
country. Fiction can rarely 
produce a more stirring story 
than does this true narrative of 
a brave patriot’s life. “The 
Fight for the Valley” is an¬ 
other of W. O. Stoddard’s ex¬ 
cellent tales, revolving around 
the events of the defence of 
Fort Schuyler and the battle of 
Oriskany in the Burgoyne cam¬ 
paign of the Revolution, show¬ 
ing by what means the Mo¬ 
hawk Valley was saved to the 
United States. Andrew Jack- 
son is the hero of C. C. 
Hotchkiss’s “The Land Hero 
of 1812,” adroitly blending fact 
and fiction. One has to hark 
back hundreds of years to find 
the setting of Miss Liljen- 
crantz’s “The Vinland Cham¬ 
pions.” It tells of the hundred 
Icelanders who came to Amer¬ 
ica years before Columbus and 
settled here, and of the boy 
leader of the expedition, whose 
life was a series of hair-raising 
adventures, but who was hon¬ 
est and honorable as well as 
brave. Modern school-boy life 
will seem depressingly prosaic 
in contrast to this lad’s story. 
Very exciting also is “The 
Deadwood Trail,” by Gilbert 
Patten, recounting a boy’s 
search for a lost uncle in the 
Black Hills, where card-sharp¬ 
ers and sharp-shooters abound. 
Entering more into the prob¬ 
able experiences of most young 
men is Charles F. Holder's

Girls 
are not forgotten in this list, however, 
for there are “Three College Graces,”

appeared last year, tracing their de¬ 
velopment in college life; and Julie M. 
Lippmann’s “Every-day Girls,” a sim¬ 
ple yet most interesting story of three 
girls, after the manner of “Little Wo¬ 
men.” Little tots of all kinds will de¬ 
light in “In the Reign of Queen Dick,” 
by Carolyn Wells, whimsically narrat¬ 
ing the adventures of Bob and Betty in 
the Land of Nod; while big boys and 
girls are sure to welcome “Teddy 
Baird’s Luck,” by Kate D. Sweetser, a 
collection of varied tales of home, 
school and college life. This, like all 
the other works mentioned, has the ad¬ 
vantage of pleasing illustrations by 
well-known artists.

A new (second 
edition) of George Cary Eggleston’s “Run¬ 
ning the River’’ brings before a ^ fresh set 
of readers a most fascinating boy’s book. 


The Bobbs-Merrill Company have three 
delightfully imaginative books of a kind that 
the little ones love to dream over. Neither in 
their scene nor characters have they any 
counterpart in reality. “The Well f * n ,^ e 
Wood” is devoted to the adventures of Buddie 
in the woodland. Buddie is a little girl who 
through a spray of enchanters nightshade 
learns to know the birds and beasts of field 
and forest in a most surprising manner 
Many pretty songs and clever verses are used 
by Bert Leston Taylor in relating his story, 
which is not without an instructive element. 
Fanny V. Cory’s designs in two colors show 
her at her best. “Two in a Zoo,” by Curtis 
Dunham, depicts the intimate relations that 
grow up between Toots, a lame boy, and his 
little girl friend, the Princess, with the great 
caged animals of the Zoo. dhe lattei impart 
to^Toots their profoundest secrets, with many 
queer stories of the jungle, which he interprets 
for his little friend’s benefit. Oliver Herford's 
illustrations are not the least of this work’s 
attractions. They are in perfect harmony with 
the text and as spirited and amusing as any 
of his past work. The third book, referred to 
is “Fantasma Land,” by Charles Raymond 
Macaulev, who is his own illustrator. “Fan¬ 
tasma Land” is the land where contradictions 
abound and nothing common happens. The 
trees grow with their roots in the air, and 
the heads of the people move about independ¬ 
ently of their bodies. Dicky, the small hero, 
has marvellous encounters in this land of 
Upside-Down, meeting with Little Nell and 
her father, Don Quixote, and other characters 
of his dream world. A new edition of Frank

just in the borderland between $leep and 
waking it will seem quite natural to them 
that the Needle, Thread and Scissors have 
animated conversations together, while other 
familiar objects good enough to eat, like 
Chocolate Eclair, Sponge Cake and Chocolate 
Drops, chat with each other in amusing 
verses. Next morning the youngsters may 
laugh over Mr. Bonte’s comic pictures and 
have read to them over again the funny poems. 
The same children will heartily appreciate 
“The Hobby Hoss Fair,” wherein A. L. Jans- 
son has collected more varieties of hobby¬ 
horses from all over the world than the most 
vivid imagination can fancy. Accompanying 
the pictures in color there are clever little 
verses, each forming an acrostic of words of 
not over four letters. Well-liked series pub¬ 
lished by this house have new titles added of 
new or favorite books. In the Pleasant Street 
Stories there is an attractive collection of 
children’s verses called “Under the Nurserv 
Lamp;” “The Moon Party,” by Ollie H. 
Bragdon. a story of the Cloud-land fairies; 
and “Bobby and Bobbinette,” by Annie R. 
Talbot, telling of a New York boy and girl 
who make friends with the owner of a toy¬ 
shop full of wonderful things. Woods’ “Nat¬ 
ural History” and Lamb’s “Tales from Shake¬ 
speare” now appear prettily bound and well 
illustrated in the Juvenile Classics, and there 
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are five additions to the attractive Six to Six¬ 
teen Series. That classic of child-life over 
which several generations have laughed and 
cried—“Helen’s Babies”—receives a holiday 
dress in two pretty new editions with colored 
pictures by Sara Crosby, as does also that 
best of horse stories, Anna Sewell’s “Black 
Beauty.” 

The Century Company have wisely 
counted upon the present absorbing interest 
in things Japanese to introduce an author 
long popular in his own land, but a stranger 
here. He is Gensai Murai, and he has chosen 
as the subject of his book a real Japanese 
hero, one Bunzayemon Kinokuniya, better 
known by his nickname, “Kibun Daizin,” 
which gives title to the book. He was a poor 
little “shark-boy,” whose dauntless ambition, 


pluck and determination made him a great 
merchant prince of the eighteenth century— 
one of the typical “Yankees of the East,” of 
whom we should know more. Commendation 
must also be given to the translator for having 
retained many Japanese expressions, thus giv¬ 
ing a truly local flavor; and also to the ex¬ 
cellent illustrator, George Varian.

Those irrepressible, be¬ 
wildering little imps here disport themselves 
in the Philippines, and one feels sure that the 
heathen Filipino realizes that more has come 
with American rule than his benighted mind 
can grasp when he chances to encounter the 
Policeman, the Dude or the Chinaman in their 
travels through the islands. Palmer Cox’s 
verses and illustrations have the same rich 
humor and quaint comicality. Amid all the 
holiday merriment a practical thought is given 
in “Mary’s Garden and How It Grew,” vir¬ 
tually a treatise on gardening, though in story 
form. No details, even the most simple, are 


omitted, and yet the book is both interesting 
and helpful. None need be in doubt as to a 
suitable present for young people as long as 
each year a bound volume of St. Nicholas, 
that treasure-house of juvenile literature, may 
be bought. Also from this source is a series 
of “Animal Stories,” in six volumes, about 
cats, dogs, lions, panthers and other beasts. 
The series is edited by M. H. Carter, and will 
prove interesting reading either at home or in 
connection with school work. 

Henry T. Coates & Company’s provision 
for the girls, though not great in quantity, is 
in quality. Two stories by authors so dear to 
the heart of every young girl as Gabrielle 
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Emilie Jackson and Emily Tilghman are 
worth a half dozen by less known and inferior 
'writers. From Miss Jackson we get “By 
Love’s Sweet Rule,” and from the second 
•writer “The Thistles of Mount Cedar”—both 
rich in the romance of youth, and the many 
enchanting episodes of life that make youth 
so attractive. Written for the boys’ special 
benefit are many, many volumes, a number 
being historical or descriptive, and all full of 
information. The Colonial Series is a new 
series this house is bringing out for the 
Christmas season. As will be seen from the 
titles of the works, it embraces an unlimited 
number of adventures and deeds of daring 
that are calculated to fill the hearts of imag¬ 
inative boys with a strong martial ardor.. Ed¬ 
ward S. Ellis has contributed the three intro¬ 
ductory volumes of the series, namely, “An 
American King,” a thrilling tale of Indian 


warfare, which relates the adventures of two 
boys, one American born, the other English, 
during one of the most interesting episodes 
of early colonial history—King Philip’s War. 
The same two boys figure in the second vol¬ 
ume of the series, “Cromwell of Virginia,” 
which has for its scene Virginia in the time 
of Bacon’s Rebellion. The third and com¬ 
pleting volume of the Colonial Series , called 
“The Last Emperor of the Old Dominion,” 
again has the same two boys for heroes, this 
time carrrying them through the Indian war 
which broke out after the death of Powhatan 
and which threatened the total destruction of 
the whites. Although quite close to history 
and of special value for the information they 
offer, these volumes are absorbingly interest¬ 
ing, and of the sort all natural boys care for. 
Other boys’ books not in any series are two 
by Seward D. Lisle—“Up the Forked River,” 
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adventures of an American boy in South 
America during the warfare between the 
dictators of two rival republics, and “Teddy 
and Towser,” a fascinating sitory of the 
early days in California among miners, 
Indians and bandits; and two by Hezekiah 
Butterworth—so deeply enshrined in the 
hearts of young readers—called “Our Boys 
in Panama,” a story of the forests of the 
great canal, and “The Dog of Cotopaxi,” 
a tale of Colombia and Equador. The first 
of these is unusually timely, freighted as 
it is with an interest that appeals to the whole 
country. Two classics, that should be in all 
juvenile libraries, appeal to Christmas buyers 
in new editions, with many new illustrations. 
The boy or girl who does not own Charles 
and Mary Lamb’s “Tales from Shakespeare” 
or Thomas Hughes’s “Tom Brown’s School 
Days at Rugby,” should hasten to put one or 


both books on his or her list of possible 
Christmas presents. 

W. B. Con key Company make a specialty 7 
of children’s books, having a long line of : 
famous stories and nursery classics, with 
some entirely new books, which are offered 
at a very reasonable price. One of their new 
books is “A Trip with Mother Goose,” which 
narrates in verse a journey a little child' 
made with Mother Goose to the land of “Lit¬ 
tle Boy Blue,” “Mary, Mary, quite contrary,” 
“Miss Muffett” and other friends of our child¬ 
hood days. The book is very beautifully illus¬ 
trated in black and white, and bound in' 
parti-colored cloth, with striking side design- 
in colors. “Childhood Classics” embraces alt 
the great books which every child should 
read, such as “Alice in Wonderland,” Steven¬ 
son’s “Treasure Island,” Kingsley’s “Water

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Babies,” Andersen’s “Fairy Tales,” “Black 
Beauty,” “Tales from Shakespeare,” and 
many, many others all well bound and illus¬ 
trated. “The Nursery Series” is a collection 
■of new editions of the most popular of the 
•nursery classics, including “Puss in Boots,” 
“Red Riding Hood.” “Aladdin,” “Jack the 
Giant Killer,” etc. Besides these series they 
have innumerable others that will gladden the 
hearts of the little ones—natural history 
books, amusing alphabets and ABC books, 
Bible stories, indestructible books, etc., etc. 

T. Y. Crowell & Company’s Twentieth 
Century Juveniles were among the very best 
books for young people issued during the hol¬ 
iday season of last year. In point of text, 
illustrations and bindings they left nothing to 
be desired—merely to see them was to covet 
them. Four numbers have been added this 
year to the series, which promise to be just as 
popular as the earlier numbers. Hezekiah 
Butterworth contributes “Little Metacomet” 
to this attractive collection, the hero being the 
son of King Philip, the ancient enemy of the 
American colonists. The brighter side of.In- 
dian life is pictured in the story, the little 
prince being shown among the birds, animals 
and flowers of the New England woods, the 
illustrator, Frank T. Merrill, sympathetically 
interpreting the text. Nature predominates 
also in the second book added to the series— 
“Stories of the Good Greenwood,” by Clar¬ 
ence Hawkes, a favorite writer of the birds 
and beasts and fields, of all of which he tells 
new and interesting tales, which Charles 
Copeland adorns with his clever sketches, as

True,” by Mary F. Leonard, which tells of a 
rich but lonely little girl whose “make-believe” 
of being a princess and so on all came true. 
^Dorothy’s Spy,” by James Otis, appeals di¬ 
rectly to little* boys, although it has both a 
hero and a heroine. Through these two chil¬ 
dren is told the story of the first Fourth of 
July in New York City. They witness the 
Washington review and the pulling down, of 
the statue of King George on the Bowling 
Green, and have exciting adventures. Clyde 
O. Deland has made pretty pictures to match 
the text, and there is a striking cover design 
in line with the volumes of the whole series. 
Children’s Favorite Classics embraces a col¬ 
lection of works “for all time.” No mistake 
can be made here in selecting. One or all of 
the books should find a place in the young 
people’s library. . To know them and love 
them is part of their education, as it is also 
their greatest pleasure. The new volumes 
are “Stories of King Arthur” as told in Mal¬ 
ory’s “Morte Darthur,” adapted, with intro¬ 
duction by N. Waldo Cutler, a new version of 
an old favorite, which gives new life to these 
fine old tales of chivalry; and “Stories of 
Robin Hood and His Merry Outlaws,” by J. 
Walker McSpadden, based directly upon the 
old ballads which were popular in England 
for several centuries. The tales are prose, 
with an introduction telling about the real 
Robin Hood, and full of real mirth and ad¬ 
venture. Both books are for the home circle 
and the long winter evenings. 

DeWolfe, Fiske & Company are rich in 
brightly bound quarto books suitable for chil¬ 
dren from five to ten years of age. They are 
gathered under two general titles, Good Times 
Series and Picture Land Series, all being very 
similar in style, the reading matter consisting 
of interesting stories about animals, little 
children, etc., profusely illustrated with col¬ 
ored frontispieces. 

G. W. Dillingham Company’s leading 
Christmas book in this department is “The 
Pearl and the Pumpkin,” by Paul West and 
W. W. Denslow. A wonderful fairy story on 
the lines of “The Wizard of Oz,” it bids fair 
to eclipse even that enchanting book, so en¬ 
tertaining is its text, and so clever its pic¬ 
tures, that old and young may pass many joy¬ 
ous hours in its company. Denslow’s picture 
books for children for 1903 will be recalled 
as among the most original quartos of that 
season. Six new ones for 1904, uniform with 
the preceding, are the chief good things on 
the Dillingham list. They are such clever, 
funny little books that the “grown-ups” will 
hugely appreciate them. The six are sold 
separately, mounted and bound in linen, in 
indestructible style under the titles of “Three 
Little Kittens,” “Mother Goose ABC Book,” 
“Barnyard Circus,” “Animal Fair,” “Simple 
Simon” and “Scare Crow and the Tin Man,” 
or they may be had in one volume, bound in 
cloth, with the title “Denslow’s Scare Crow 
and Tin Man, and Other Stories.” 

Dodd, Mead & Co. have not neglected the 
young people in their Christmas preparations. 
For older girls there is Amanda M. Doug- 
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las’s “Honor Sherburne,” follow¬ 
ing the fortunes of the heroine 
after her marriage, when she goes 
to Washington, where amid the 
rush of social life she rfieets the 
gravest crisis of her life. An¬ 
other “Little Girl” book by the 
same author will have an assured 
welcome. This time it is “A Lit¬ 
tle Girl in Old Chicago,” and gives 
a wonderfully true picture of early 
settler days in what was then the 
Far West, when the big, hustling 
city now called Chicago was a 
trading post and fort, a coveted 
vantage point by Indians and 
Frenchmen. In Chicago a hun¬ 
dred years ago children led any¬ 
thing but tranquil existences. In 
striking contrast to the life of this 
“Little Girl” is that of Patty Fair- 
field, described by Carolyn Wells 
in “Patty at Plome.” It is a 
charmingly bright story of the lit-, 
tie Southerner who comes to live 
in the North with her father, giv¬ 
ing both home and school experi¬ 
ences up to debutante days. Evi¬ 
dently the “Elsie” habit has been 
formed ineradicably. Surely no 
•other young woman’s charms can 
outlast three generations and 
twenty-seven volumes, and yet, so 
her publishers affirm, there have 
never been more “Elsie” books 
sold than to-day. So all welcome 
to this year’s instalment of “Elsie” 
history!* “Wilby’s Dan,” by Will¬ 
iam W. Cook, will be considered an all¬ 
round good story for a boy and his sister. 
It is well done from a literary viewpoint, 
and its full-page colored illustrations make 
very real the trials and pleasures of little 
Dan and his sister, who come “over the 
hill from the poor-house.” Fun and ad¬ 
venture are equally mixed in B. A. Clarke’s 
“Minnows and Tritons,” a record of natural 
boys who have natural good times; and Pro¬ 
fessor Harry Thurston Peck’s “Hilda’s 
Wishes” is a quaint and pleasing tale for the 
little people who enjoyed his “Adventures of 
Mabel.” 

Doubleday, Page & Company present a 
work of Russell Doubleday—“Stories of In¬ 
ventors”—which was expected to be ready in 
time for the last holiday season. Though de¬ 
layed a year it is no less welcome, as it be¬ 
longs to a class of books that age only makes 
more valuable. From the experience of the 
inventors are told the marvels of their inven¬ 
tions. Nothing more wonderful than these 
true stories of adventures in inventions was 
ever conceived. Among the subjects de¬ 
scribed and illustrated are Marconi and wire¬ 
less telegraphy, Dumont and aerial naviga¬ 
tion, Holland and Submarine navigation, 
moving pictures, long-distance telephony and 
other wonders of recent years. It is an ex¬ 
cellent work of reference, besides being a 
unique volume of stories that read like fairy 
lore. Young and old retain a pleasant mem¬

°f a Tomboy,” issued two years back, and 
will rejoice to learn she has written a new 
instalment of her irrepressible heVoine’s ex¬ 
periences under the title of “The Tomboy at 
Work.”

most prolific writer and much beloved by 
girls and boys; “With Richard the Fearless,” 
a tale of the Red Crusade in the days of 
King John and Richard the Fearless, by 
Paul Creswick; “Marcus, the Young Centur¬ 
ion,” by George Manville Fenn, which te’ls 
of a Roman youth who joined the armies of 
Caesar and fought with them in Gaul, and 
“The Stone-Cutter of Memphis,” by William 
Patrick Kelly, which has its scene in the land 
of the Pharos, and which incidentally tells 
of Egyptian customs and religious rites. The 
Temple Shakespeare for children is a novelty 
that parents as well as children will appre¬ 
ciate. The first volume to be issued is “The 
Story of a Midsummer Night’s Dream,” from 
the play of Shakespeare, retold by Alice 
Spencer Hoffman, and illustrated by R. Aim¬ 
ing Bell—a charming presentation < 5 f this 
dainty poetical drama. In line with this 
is the new holiday edition of Anna Jameson’s 
classic, “Shakespeare’s Heroines,” gotten up 
with colored illustrations and many half-tone 
illustrations by W. Paget to please the girls; 
“The King of Kinkiddie,” by Raymond Ful¬ 


ler Ayers, although a collec¬ 
tion of fairy tales, will be rel¬ 
ished by readers of all ages, 
as it abounds in the oddities 
and absurd situations that 
made. Lewis Carroll’s crea¬ 
tions immortal. The illustra¬ 
tions by Walter Babbett are 
as clever as the reading mat¬ 
ter. Books for children un¬ 
der ten are always difficult 
of selection. Realizing this 
the publishers have made a 
selection from their 1904 pub¬ 
lications, which seem in every 
way worthy of a place in the 
home and the nursery. One 
of Clara D. Pierson’s always 
welcome books stands number 
one on the list—“Tales of a 
Poultry Farm.” It relates to 
the moving of a family from 
the city to a farm and the 
great joy the children take in 
the chickens and turkeys and 
ducks. It is a real child’s 
book, full of the kind of sto¬ 
ries they like to hear. Kath¬ 
erine Pyle’s “Childhood,” il¬ 
lustrated by Sarah S. Stil- 
well, is a beautiful book with 
the pictures reproduced in 
two colors, representing chil¬ 
dren at play and in their daily 
lives, described in pretty 
rhymes by Miss Pyle. Among 
the good things is a new edi¬ 
tion of Charles Kingsley’s 
“The Heroes,” strikingly il¬ 
lustrated both in color and 
half-tones, by T. H. Robin¬ 
son; also, “The Japanese 
Fairy Book,” compiled by Yei 
Theodora Oyaki. rich in local 
color; “The New World 
Fairy Book,” Indian stories 
and legends by Howard An¬ 
gus Kennedy; “Little People’s 
Fairy Box,’’ tales gathered from Hans An¬ 
dersen and Grimm into two little i6mQ vol¬ 
umes, beautifully printed and decorated, in 

a box for a Christmas gift; “Cat Tales,” by 

E. Nesbit and Rosamund E. Bland, and “Dog 
Tales,” by Lilian Trask, are just the books 
for the Christmas tree, for what child but 
loves stories of cats and dogs? Picture books 
in puzzling variety, all appealing to generous 
givers, ask to be named. A few of the most 
important are “A B C in Dixie,” a gallery 
of brilliantly colored character sketches of 
negro men and women and babies, regular 
plantation types, which are accompanied by 
humorous verses. The author and artist are 
Louise Quarles Bonte and George Willard 
Bonte. Other colored quartos are “The 
Mother Goose Puzzle Book,” by Willard 
Ponte; “The Story of the Five Rebellious 
Dolls.” by E. Nesbit; “One Day,” by Edith 
Farmilax; “Meadow Pets,” stories of horses, 
dogs, etc.; “Did You Ever?” by Lewis Bon¬ 
ner, and “Round the World A B C,” by G. 
E. Farrow and John Hassall. Dutton’s minia¬ 
ture picture books should not be overlooked.

Dana Estes & Company have good meas¬ 
ure, pressed down and running over of holi¬ 
day offerings. Perhaps their most notable 
book is “The Girlhood of Shakespeare's Hero¬ 
ines”—one of the new-old books which can 
never become out of date. Many years ago 
Mrs. Mary Cowden Clarke, of “Shakespeare 
Concordance” fame, taking Shakespeare’s 
plays as the groundwork, built around the 
characters of his heroines a series of captivat¬ 
ing romances, her imagination picturing the 
possible circumstances surrounding their girl¬ 


hood days. The text of this new edition fol¬ 
lows that of 1891, and there are three tales in 
each of the five volumes, which may be 
bought separately or in sets. Girls may differ 
one from another, but they are all alike in 
their love of Laura E. Richards’s stories. In 
this year's addition “The Merryweathers,” 
many characters in the Margaret and Hilde- 
garde Series reappear, and the gay spirit per¬ 
vading the book calis to mind “Captain Jan¬ 
uary” of earlier days. Mrs. Cheever is also 
well established in the affections of youthful 
readers, so that it will be glad news to many 
that she has several new books ready. “Lou” 
is the story of “nobody’s child,” who runs

her mother, and also a new father. There 
are two more of Mrs. Cheever’s inimitable 
animal stories called “The Rock Frog” and 
“Lady Spider in the King’s Palace,” each 
evincing an intimate knowledge of nature as 
well as a fund of humor. “The Doings of 
Nancy,” by Evelyn Raymond, is another de¬ 
lightful present for girls, telling of a plucky 
child who came to the relief of her family, 
when her brother was injured in football and 
her father lost his position by becoming— 
what do you think?—a gardener’s assistant, 
and succeeding in the strange position, too! 
James Otis and Edward S. Ellis are the boys’ 
standbys, and there are new stories by each. 
“Patriot and Tory,” in Mr. Ellis’s best man¬ 
ner, gives a thrilling picture of Revolution¬ 
ary days on both Loyalist and American 
sides, since the young hero is captured by the 
British and barely escapes being shot as a 
spy. American history is also drawn upon in 
each of James Otis’s new tales, “Defending 
the Island,appearing in the Stories of 
American History Series , being an account of 
the heroic defence of Mt. Desert in early 
Colonial days, and “Minute Boys of the 
Green Mountains,” the third volume in the 
well-liked Minute Boys Series, showing how 
the Green Mountain lads came to the aid of 
their country during the Revolution. Two 
new volumes dealing with two famous boys 
are promised for the Christmas trade in 
the deservedly popular Famous Children of 
Literature Series, edited by Frederic L. 
Knowles. Then there is that perennial joy,

“Chatterbox” for the new year, which will 
bring bliss unalloyed to its possessor. Other 
books which merit more extended notice than 
space permits are “Gloria,” by Faith Bick¬ 
ford, the author of “Daddy Joe’s Fiddle;” 
“What Paul Did,” by Etheldred B. Barry; 
and “Puss in the Corner,” a fascinating rebus 
book by Edith F. Foster; while there is a new 
edition in seventeen volumes of Butterworth’s 
classic “Zigzag” books of travel, and also of 
last season’s successful record of “Three 
Hundred Things a Bright Girl Can Do,” by 
Lilia E. Kelley. 

Fox, Duffield & Company’s charming 
“Babes in Toyland” is a free version in book 
form of Glen MacDonough’s popular play 
that has been enjoyed by thousands of chil¬ 
dren and their parents since its production on 
the stage. Anna Alice Chapin is the party 
responsible for placing “Babes in Toyland” 
in this shape, having collaborated with Mr. 
MacDonough, while Ethel Franklin Betts, a 
pupil of Howard Pyle, contributes eight full- 
page pictures in color and many drawings in 
black and white, which are both romantic and 
fantastic, carrying out the spirit of the story. 
The story every one knows, with its opening 
scene in the village of No Name, the home 
of “Mary quite contrary” and other nursery 
characters. The change to Toyland and the 
meeting of new Mother Goose personages, 
and the wonderful sequence of adventures is 
as enthralling in the book as in the play. 
Virginia Gerson in “The Happy Heart Fam¬ 
ily,” evinces an inimitable humor, as delight¬ 
ful as it is novel. Children of all ages from 
five to fifty will revel in it. We are intro¬ 
duced to Papa Good-Heart and the little 
Hearts, the Nanny Goat and the Black Velvet 
Cat, all superlatively rich in amusing gifts 
and charming qualities. You laugh with 
them and at them—indeed no one could do 
otherwise however seriously inclined—and 
linger lovingly over the lovely pictures in 
color, by the author. Kenyon Cox has created 
a new menagerie of animals in “Mixed 
Beasts ’—original nonsense pictures accom¬ 
panied by nonsense rhymes that rival Edward 
Lear’s. These wonderful beasts are not to 
be found in any work on natural history; they 
are nevertheless notable additions to the farci¬ 
cal fauna of the day. 

Franklin Printing and Engraving Com¬ 
pany contribute a book of exceptionally good 
tales by Harvey Scribner, entitled “A Mes¬ 
senger from Santa Claus, and Other Christ¬ 
mas Stories.” There are six of them in all, 
the title story recounting the journey taken 
on Christmas Eve by a worried and miserable 
rich man to familiar scenes of his youth, un¬ 
der the guidance of Kris Kringle’s deputy, 
who is determined to awaken a little Christ¬ 
mas spirit in the old man’s heart. In other 
stories legends and folk tales of Switzerland 
are charmingly told, as well as more modern 
accounts of fairy, doings, all having a special 
bearing on Christmas-tide. Omission must 
not be made of mention of the artistic half¬ 
tone pictures by L. Bang. D. L. Stine and T. 
S. Parkhurst.

Harper & Brothers have shown discrimin¬ 
ation in preparing their holiday juveniles, 
striving to combine literary excellence with 
artistic design in illustration and pleasing 
make-up. Robert W. Chambers’s “River-land" 
is a case in point. It is similar in style to 
his “Outdoorlnnd" and “Orchard-Land," giv¬ 
ing the extraordinary conversation which took 
place between Peter and Geraldine and the 
fish and animals living in River-land, convey¬ 
ing much sugar-coated natural history there¬ 
by, the text being charmingly supplemented 
by the eight full-page illustrations in color by 
Elizabeth S’hippen Green. “Josephine" is an 
unusually entertaining story for young people 
in their teens who will find much in common 
with the experiences of Josie and Georgie, 
girls who ought to have been boys, so their 
uncle and boy cousins thought, when they ap¬ 


peared in Stockton, Mass., and announced that 
they had been sent by their mother in the 
West to live with their uncle. But even girls 
have their use in the world, as the family of 
men are later on very glad to acknowledge, 
when they find home a different place because 
of the two natural, happy-hearted, unself¬ 
ish girls. Very little girls who have become 
acquainted with Janey and Josey and Joe 
will be quite satisfied if they find in their 
Christmas stockings “Little Precious," with 
its bright-colored pictures and pretty cover, 
telling all about the doings of the three J’s 
during the summer spent in the little town in 
the country “where mamma lived when she 
was a little girl." Two capital stories of ad¬ 
venture, with many thrills and much informa¬ 
tion interesting to boys, are Kirk Munroe’s 
“The Blue Dragon" and Henry E. Rood’s 
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“In Camp at Bear Pond/’ The scene of the 
first is laid in China during the most exciting 
period of its recent history, the Boxer upris¬ 
ing, when Pekin was a good place to get 
away from—if you could. It tells of the loyal 
friendship between an American lad and a 
Chinese boy, the son of a mandarin; of how 
the American succors and protects the for¬ 
eigner who is sent to the United States to 
study, and of how later on the debt of grati¬ 
tude is paid many times over by the young 
Chinaman. Then there is a vivid account of 
the siege and relief of the legations, aside 
from glimpses of Canton and inland China 
along the line of the new railway, all of which 
cannot fail to delight stay-at-home young 
people. The camping instinct is inborn in 
most of us, though youth is required to enjoy 
with gusto the discomforts of bad coffee, 
knotty beds and no hot water. But “In Camp 
at Bear Pond” will appeal to old or young 
who long for life in the open. Two boys who 
camp for a month in the bear country of 
Pennsylvania have more things happen to 
them than usually befall young hunters and 


naturalists, including an encounter with a 
wild cat and the discovery of the spot where 
a century and a half ago Indians met for their 
annual council fire. Specimens of wampum, 
etc., are sent to a New York museum, which 
dispatches an expedition to excavate the pile 
of cinders, adding interest to camp life. 

A. J. Holman & Company have ready a 
work of rare beauty and excellence in Mary 
Mein Carter’s “Life of Christ for Little Chil¬ 
dren.” The story is told in a series of verses, 
twenty-six in all, each initial letter standing 
for a person or thing described in the text. 
Accompanying each verse are colored decor¬ 
ative drawings transcribed from illuminated 
parchments of the Middle Ages; while facing 
pages contain beautiful half-tone reproduc¬ 
tions of the world’s masterpieces by Raphael, 
Da Vinci, Rubens, Correggio and many 
others, illustrating scenes in Christ’s life. Al¬ 
together the book serves the two-fold pur¬ 
pose of teaching the salient facts of the Re¬ 
deemer’s life and familiarizing children with 
some of the noblest art creations of the world. 
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It may be had in a quarto volume, bound in 
vellum, stamped in gold design, or more 
simply bound in cloth. 

Henry Holt & Company claim to have a 
German “Henty” in Otto Von Bruneck, whose 
“Prince Henry’s Sailor Boy” Mary J. Saf- 
ford has freely adapted from the German, 
and George Alfred Williams has illustrated in 
fine style. Certainly this new writer has many 
of the gifts that made the late Mr. Henty so 
popular with both boys and girls. His story 
reads like a chapter out of real life, instruct¬ 
ing as well as entertaining. An accurate pic¬ 
ture is given of the life of a sailor lad in the 
German navy, a sturdy fellow, to whom the 
sea is a second home, and the sailor’s calling 
genuine happiness. Claus Erichsen is the 
protege of Prince Henry of Prussia. He 


quickly rises to be an officer, but on his way 
to greatness misses none of the fun or frolic 
that he encounters, nor, indeed, the fighting 
either. Real boys who do things, who fish and 
hunt, fight forest fires and discover weird 
eaves, are ihe heroes of “The Boys of Bob’s 
Hill,” by Charles Pierce Burton. Their ways 
are full of inspiration to the boys who have 
had few boy playmates and know little about 
the delights of forests and fields. How a 
New England chap got into the English navy 
is told in F. H. Costello’s “Nelson’s Yankee 
Boy.” He was cabin-boy to Lord Nelson just 
before and during the battle of Trafalgar, wit¬ 
nessing thrilling historical scenes. The mys¬ 
tery of his life and the account of his getting 
home again are well worth reading. A 
healthy, happy story for girls is offered in 
“Dandelion Cottage,” by Carroll Watson-

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Rankin. Keeping house in a tumble-down 
cottage byour lively young girls is its sub¬ 
ject. “The Wizards of Ryetown” is an 
“Alice in Wonderland” story, abounding in 
wit and wisdom, by Constance E. Smedley, 
and adorned with clever pictures by Miss’ 
Macgregor. 

Houghton, Mtfflin & Company strike a 
holiday note in “Kristy’s Queer Christmas,” 
a description of a novel Christmas celebrated 
by a jolly home party, when the entertain¬ 
ment consisted in the telling of fourteen dif¬ 
ferent Christmas stories. With rare humor 
and charm, intermingling tales of adventure 
and romance, Mrs. Olive Thorne Miller di¬ 
verts us with these accounts of how Girist- 
mas is observed in the Far West and in New 
England, in city and country. Last year’s 


amazing success of “Jewel” has seemed to 
demand a further record of the lovable girl 
who, by her sunny, healthy nature, trans¬ 
formed dislike into affection, and so Mrs. 
Burnham has prepared “Jewel’s Story Book,” 
another chapter in the little girl's life, wherein 
her mother’s Story Book, compiled during the 
foreign tour, is read and enjoyed through 
Jewel’s second happy summer at her grand¬ 
father’s country home. Good short stories are 
always welcome. Youngsters will heartily ap¬ 
prove of Abbie Farwell Brown’s “The Flower 
Princess,” printed in large type, containing 
four fairy tales, and accompanied by fascinat¬ 
ing pictures; also, of Mary Austin’s “The 
Basket Woman,” true stories said to have 
been told to the author by an old Indian 
crone about Indians, coyotes, miners and 
shepherds of the California desert; but half 



their charm lies in 
’ Mrs. Austin’s engag¬ 
ing manner of re-tell¬ 
ing them. “A Book 
of Little Boys,” by 
that popular writer, 
Helen Dawes Brown, 
gives amusing glimps¬ 
es of the doings of 
twelve little boys who 
are neither too good 
nor too bad for other 
children’s enjoyment. 
Then there are two 
capital books for old¬ 
er boys, one by Tom¬ 
linson. “The Riders 
of the Black Horse,” 
being a historical tale 
of Revolutionary days, 
with a courier as hero, 
who carried dispatches 
between Washington 
in New Jersey and 
the Northern armies;

“The Dream Bag” is full 
of daintiest fairy-like imaginings to charm 
the small brothers and sisters. Under the 
guidance of the Dream Fairy they can go with 
Dorothy and Marjory to visit the Moon- 
Man and his lovely Queen; they may find out 
who paints the clouds, and how the Snow 
Queen does her spinning. The stories are by 
Winifred A. Haldane, and there are also 
many pretty colored pictures. Their 
“Santa Claus’ Wonderful Candy Circus” is a 
picture book of rare delight and tantalizing 
suggestion. It seems that Kris Kringle’s 
palace in Somewhere Land is entirely made 
of candy; and Freddie, when he went to visit 
him was also entertained by an exhibition 
of Santa’s trained circus. There were mon¬ 
keys of pepsin gum, caramel giraffes, taffy 
clowns, besides hosts of others, and they all 
performed in a most amazing way for Fred¬ 


die’s benefit. And, by the way, Santa Claus 
is becoming so portly that this year he has 
decided to send the presents down the chim¬ 
ney by means of the orphan babies who live 
with him. You may hear all about this circus 
in Olive Aye’s sixty funny jingles and see 
it pictured in A. T. Williamson’s colored illus¬ 
trations. Two other attractive juveniles are 
now reissued in less expensive form—Annetta 
S. Crafts’s “The Tale of a Tail,” a collection 
of classic rhymes, and Marion Martin’s “Yel¬ 
low Beauty,” a story of cats, with Madam 
Bonner’s charming pictures. 

Lee & Shepard have ready a delightful 
selection of stories, exciting, amusing and 
romantic, for the young people who each year 
count on something new and good from this 
house. There is a special timeliness in the 
publication of “American Boys’ Life of Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt,” by Edward Stratemeyer, 
which promises to more than repeat the sue- 
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cess of the author’s previous ‘‘Life of Mc¬ 
Kinley.” As long as there are small boys alive 
hero-worship will survive, and surely no man 
in public life to-day appeals to this trait in 
boys, big and little, as does our President. 
Mr. Stratemeyer, following his career step 
by step, has written an account which reads 
like a story of adventure. It is to Edward 
Stratemeyer also that we are indebted for 
several excellent historical tales. “Under the 
Mikado’s Flag” relates the adventures of two 
young Americans in Korea and Manchuria 
during the recent war. “On the Trail of 
Pontiac,” the fourth volume in the Colonial 
Series , gives a graphic picture of pioneer 
days in Ohio when the Indians were a 
very active reality, and trading-posts had 
to be constructed for purposes of defence 
as well as commerce. “Young Explorers of 
the Amazon.” continuing the South American 
tour of the Pan-American Series , takes five 
boys and their tutor through Brazil; while 


“Larry the Wanderer” is a story of an every¬ 
day boy who knows nothing of his past and 
has a pretty rough time making his future. 
The Louisiana Purchase has been an all- 
pervading interest this year, but it is not 
often that its history is worked up so enter¬ 
tainingly as in “The Boy Courier of Napo¬ 
leon,” by William C. Sprague. It tells the 
story of a French drummer boy whose search 
for his father brings him to Louisiana when 
history was a-making. In “The Young Vigil¬ 
antes,” by Samuel Adams Drake, an excit¬ 
ing tale of the old “Forty-Niners” in Cali¬ 
fornia is spun by one who writes out of his 
own experience. Also appealing to boys is 
A. T. Dudley’s “Making the Nine,” recount¬ 
ing athletic exploits in a boys’ school, with 
baseball as the special interest, as football 
was the motive of the author’s last year’s 
book, “Following the Ball,” both being in 
the Phillips Exeter Series. “Two Young In¬ 
ventors” will be liked by boys with a tnechani-

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cal twist in their brains, since it is an ac¬ 
count of how a flying-boat was made and 
worked. Any normal youngster, boy or girl, 
will welcome “Jack Tenfield’s Star,” by 
Martha James, telling how a bright Boston 
boy faced the news that he was poor and that 
his father’s memory must be cleared. “Ja¬ 
son’s Quest,” by D. O. S. Lowell, is a de¬ 
lightful re-telling of the centuries-old mytho¬ 
logical story of the Search for the Golden 
Fleece, and “Stories of Brave Old Times,” 
by Helen Cleveland, will fire one’s patriotism 
with its recital of valiant deeds and stirring 
scenes in Revolutionary days. Many of the 
well-loved names of authors of girls’ stories 
are found on this firm’s list. Amanda M. 
Douglas contributes the second volume of 
“Helen Grant Stories,” entitled “Helen 
Grant’s Schooldays,” in which this nice nat¬ 
ural girl has to temporarily give up her stud¬ 
ies because of the unexepected return of her 
father, an archaeologist. “An Honor Girl,” 
by Evelyn Raymond, tells of a girl who be¬ 
cause of home duties surrenders a Wellesley 
scholarship to enter the College of Life. 
Annie M. Barnes has two attractive books, 
each historical, “The Laurel Token,” revolv¬ 
ing around the events of an Indian uprising 
in South Carolina, and “A Lass of Dorches¬ 
ter,” also laid in the Carolina Province in 
the early days of the eighteenth century. 
There is another “Randy” book called 
“Randy’s Good Times,” when that young per¬ 
son has reached eighteen, and a third “Dor¬ 


othy Dainty” story, telling of her school life 
and her efforts to rescue her friend Nancy, 
both the foregoing being by Amy Brooks. 
Children who last year enjoyed “The Frolic¬ 
some Four” will be glad to read “The Making 
of Meenie,” introducing the same brothers 
and sisters as well as the poor waif “Meenie,” 
and a fine dog. In “The Children on the 
Top Floor,” by Nina Rhoades, there is a story 
of child life in a New York apartment house, 
with the familiar “Winifred Hamilton” of 
previous books again figuring as the heroine, 
and “The Taming of Betty,” by Cally Rv- 
land, is a capital tale of boarding school and 
home life centring in a high-spirited Vir¬ 
ginia girl. Not many children have been 
given the opportunities of travel and experi¬ 
ence which have fallen to little Leona Mildred 
Bicknell who accompanied her mother and 
father when they went as missionaries to the 
Zulus of South Africa; nor could many young 
people write as entertaining account of their 
travels as she has in “How a Little Girl Went 
to Africa.” 

J. B. Lippincott Company’s “leader” is the 
“Isle of Black Fire,” by H. R. Garis. It 
promises to be one of the most important 
juveniles of the season. It is the story of 
the search for a great collection of radium 
on a distant island and the adventures of a 
party of searchers, with a savage race of isl¬ 
anders and with giant animals. The book 
is lavishly illustrated by Gordon H. Grant. 

This work, like three that follow, 
appeals strongly to older readers 
—“The Romance of Modern Ex¬ 
ploration” and “The Romance of 
Modern Steam Locomotion,” both 
by Archibald Williams, and “The 
Romance of the Animal World,” 
by Edmund Selous, are all full of 
facts few of us are thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted with. The romance of 
modern travel is exploited in the 
first, the narrative circling around 
such men as Nansen, Andre, and 
Sven Hedin; the second goes into 
the history of the great railroads 
of the world; the third relates rare 
stories of the inhabitants of the 
sea, the earth and the air. “From 
Franklin to Nansen,” by G. Firth 
Scott, falls in naturally here for 
mention. Devoted altogether to 
Arctic experiences, its remarkable 
series of tale? are thrilling in the 
extreme. Fairy tales of excep¬ 
tional freshness are comprised in 
“The Pedlar’s Pack,” by Mrs. Al¬ 
fred Baldwin. Charles Pears has 
adorned the volume with nine il¬ 
lustrations in colors. A series of 
“national fairy tales” in four vol¬ 
umes, separately entitled “North 
American Indian Fairy Tales,” 
“Irish Fairy Tales,” “Scotch Fairy 
Tales” and “English Fairy Tales,” 
are treasure houses of folk-lore 
tales which throw light upon the 
ancient history and characters of 
the countries of which they treat. 
Children will be delighted to

have them read to them. The volumes form a 
little library in themselves. Two stories for 
girls, with rather ill-regulated heroines, are 
Laura T. Meade’s “Petronella” and Raymond 
Jacberns’ “A School Champion.” English 
schools for girls are the scenes in which each 
young heroine acts. Both are gifted but 
undisciplined characters, that love finally con¬ 
quers. Charming reading is made out of 
the everyday events of young girls’ lives. 
English boys’ schools are depicted in “Glyn 
Severn’s School Days,” by George Manville 
Fenn, and “Brought to Heel,” by Kent Carr. 
The latter is rich in games; the former brings 
in an interesting figure in a young Indian 
Prince, who “chums” with an English boy, 
and is the possessor of a belt studded with 
emeralds, an heirloom of his family, which is 
stolen. “That Awful Little Brother,” by May 
Baldwin, who gave us a season or so back 
“The Popular Girl,” is natural and amusing. 
We all read Farrow’s “The Wallypug of 
Why” about a decade ago and settled to our 


satisfaction that it was one of the funniest 
books we had ever read. Now comes a suc¬ 
cessor from the same pen, “The Wallypug in 
Fogland,” which carries the much-abused 
monarch to a new sort of Wonderland, in¬ 
habited by queer people and queerer animals. 
Their conversations are delightful, full of 
witticisms and clever thoughts. J. K. Benson 
has prepared “The Book of In-Door Games 
for Young People of All Ages,” which em¬ 
braces all the known indoor games, illustrated 
with over four hundred “cuts.” It contains 
also chapters devoted to making toys, puzzles, 
and tricks of conjuring. 

Little, Brown & Company have made such 
rich provision for big and little young people 
that one hardly knows what to select. It 
will indeed be a critical child who cannot 
find something just to his or her liking among 
these books. Does he want a tale of adven¬ 
ture with enough history to make it seem 
real? Then select Mary P. W. Smith’s “The

Omis¬ 
sion should not be made of 
Edward Everett Hale’s “Sto¬ 
ries of Discovery Told by 
Discoverers,” and “Stories of 
Adventure Told by Adven¬ 
turers,” those old time favor¬ 
ites wherein fact reads like 
fiction. Both this season 
have the added attraction 
of excellent new editions. * 
Miss Ray has made number¬ 
less friends for the fam¬ 
ily of young people met in 
the delightful “Teddy” books 
—such likable, livable boys 
and girls, running over with 
nonsense and the joy of 
youth yet true-hearted and 
unselfish at bottom.

Need one 
state that immediately began for these five 
children a series of adventures, of unexpected 
journeys and amazing visits, which would 
have made Ali Baba turn green with envy, all 
recounted in the author’s inimitable style.

A new world is opened to the city-bred boy, a 
world of natural delight and also practical 
utility. Miss Georgianna G. King has pro¬ 
vided a new amusement for younger and 
older people in her book, “Comedies and 
Legends for Marionettes,” wherein she de¬ 
scribes how to make a marionette theatre, and 
the marionettes, and how to manage them 


after they are made; and then adds a number 
of little plays to be learned and acted by the 
children with the marionettes. This book 
will be a boon to shut-ins and their mothers 
on rainy days. Mrs. Molesworth’s stories are 
always in demand, so that merely to mention 
the appearance of a new one, “The Ruby 
Ring,” will arouse the interest of all the chil¬ 
dren.

The Penn Publishing Company’s story 
of “Andy” for quite young children re¬ 
minds one in a way of “Little Lord Faunt- 
leroy.” Its little hero is quite unusual in 
character and delightfully attractive in per¬ 
son. His frank fearlessness of grim “Uncle 
Davie,” to whom he is sent after his 
mother’s death, carefully directed like a 
parcel, with his beloved rabbit, Jeremiah, 
in his arms, wins the old man’s heart in 
spite 6’f himself, while the little boy’s happy, 
joyous. spirit brings sunshine, long absent, 
again into the stately Massachusetts home. 
Lucie Lovell, the author, tells her story 
with much grace and delicacy, the illustra¬ 
tions being unusually spirited and charac¬ 
teristic. Children of about the same age 
who enjoy “Andy” are recommended to 
“Mistress Moppet,” by Annie M. Barnes, 
another feast 6’f out-of-the-way adventures. 
The date of the story is nearly two hundred 
years ago. the scene being in Charleston, 
South Carolina. The quaint “Mistress 
Moppet” is an imaginative little maid, sur¬ 
rounded by an appreciative family of brothers 
and sisters, and having a devoted nurse, 
who feeds her hungry little mind with thrill¬ 
ing stories of pirates and other bad men. 
The child goes on a voyage to the north, 
and is, with others on the vessel, really cap¬ 
tured by pirates, who are made to see the 
error of their ways through the beauty and 
goodness of the maid’s rare nature. An 
American girls’ college is made the scene 
of a most fascinating story by Margaret 
Warde, under the title “Betty Wales, Fresh¬ 
man.” Betty and her chums have their joys 
as well as their sorrows, but in the end vote 
college life delightful. “The Whirligig” 
stands for a girl who was apt to be blown 


about by her emotions, hence her 
nickname. The author, Evelyn 
Raymond, represents many lovely 
stories young girls have pored de¬ 
lightedly over. “Her Secret,” by 
Mary A. Denison, and “In Doublet 
and Hose,” by Lucy Foster Madi¬ 
son, are also stories for the older 
girls, the first being a charming 
narrative of the happenings which 
fall to the share of a talented, re¬ 
fined young girl, who has to earn 
her living, and who finds an open¬ 
ing in a music store. The second 
story has its setting in the days of 
Queen Elizabeth, and a saucy her¬ 
oine, who is a page at her court. 
Historical stories for boys are em¬ 
braced in “The Ev.e of War,” be¬ 
ginning in the first days of our 
Civil War, and full of the dark 
shadows of the time. It has a 
boy hero, and is written by W. 
Bert Foster. “With Puritan and 
Pequot,” by William Murray 
Graydon, goes back to colonial 
days, and depicts many thrilling 
episodes of the times, introducing 
Roger Williams, Miles Standish, 
and other well-known figures. In 
the way of adventures are “Win¬ 
ning His Way to West Point,” 
by Captain Paul B. Malo’ne, of West Point, 
who went through the Philippine campaign, 
as does the young man around whom he 
weaves his story. The scenes are those of 
camp and jungle, skirmish and battle, the 
hero winning an appointment to West 
Point for his bravery and faithful service. 
Horatio Alger, Jr., apparently inexhaustible 
in invention, is again to’ the fore in “Find¬ 
ing a Fortune,” the story of a manly, up¬ 
right boy, beginning life as a clerk in a coun¬ 
try grocery store, who finally reaps a fortune. 

The Pilgrim Press include in their lists 
two capital stories for boys, each filled with 
the spirit of daring and determination which 
appeals to healthy-minded young people. 
“Sword and Ploughshare,” by Willis B. Al¬ 
len, is the fourth of his Colonial and Revolu¬ 
tionary tales, and it opens at Valley Forge 
during that terrible winter, exhibiting Wash¬ 
ington in most attractive mood, and it closes 
with the end of the war in I/St. “The Test¬ 
ing of Sidney Dean,” by Ida T. Thurston, on 
the other hand, is an essentially modern story, 
which tells of the various experiences of a 
young man in making his start in life. He is 
a fine, manly, upright fellow, and “wins out” 
despite all the obstacles in his way. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons cannot be reproached 
with neglect of the young people when they 
have prepared two charming reissues of old- 
time favorites. ‘Dir. Wind and Madame 
Rain” is a fanciful story of Paul de Musset’s, 
with Charles Bennett’s many full-page illus¬ 
trations, redrawn and enlarged. Years ago a 
perfect treasure-house of fairy-lore appeared, 
having been collected by Joseph Jacobs, the 
President of the English Folk-Lore Society, 
and published in four volumes as “The Fairy 
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Library.” This season the Putnams have 
ready a new edition of the first two volumes— 
“English Fairy Tales,” and “More English 
Fairy Tales,” promising the other two next 
year. Very wisely they have retained all of 
John D. Battens’ original illustrations which 
proved so charming an accompaniment of the 
first edition, but the stories are printed from 
new plates and tastefully bound. Mr. Jacobs’s 
scholarly and very valuable notes on British 
folk-lore are now placed at the end of each 
volume so as not to interrupt the story text, 
and distract the youthful reader, who is more 
intent on the doings of the fascinating dwarfs, 
fairies, giants and elves who people the 
stories. 

The Reilly & Britton Company are the 
publishers of another of Frank Baum’s gorg¬ 
eous creations—“The Marvelous Land of 
Oz” being a sequel to his famous “Wizard of 
Oz.” It opens with the story of a mischiev¬ 
ous boy called “Tip,” who lived with an 
old woman called Mombi, who was said 
to be a witch. One day, to frighten Mombi, 


he made a man out of sticks and a pumpkin, 
which Mombi brings to life with a magic 
powder, and puts to work. Jack Pumpkin- 
head, as the newly created man is called, 
and Tip rebel against the hardship of work 
and decide to run away. They start for 
the marvellous Land of Oz. and have wonder¬ 
ful adventures on their way there and after 
they reach it. 

Fleming H. Revell Company’s “Little 
Royalties” is quite,a new departure in juve¬ 
nile literature. Its author, Isabel McDougall, 
has ransacked existing historical records, and 
from the material thus secured has put to¬ 
gether a series of engaging stories concerning 
the little princes and princesses of Europe. 
A chapter is given to Edward VI., England’s 
boy king; another to Napoleon’s son, the little 
Prince of Rome; others to Don Balthazar 
Carlos, the Infante of Spain; to Germany’s 
twelve-year-old empress, Matilda, and to 
many others, telling simply and brightly the 
events in the lives of these young people who 
found royalty anything but comfortable. Ex-

For girls in their teens who are beginning to 
cope in school and social life with vexatious 
and yet all-important questions of manners, 
no better book may be selected than “If I 
Were a Girl Again,” by Lucy Elliott Keeler, 
which, though published only last summer, is 
now reissued in a charming new edition. 

The Saat.field Publishing Company have 
remembered boys and girls of all ages in their 
holiday plans. Stories of adventure in all 
parts of the world, indestructible books, 
quartos overflowing with funny pictures and 
funnier text, are all to be discovered in their 
very attractive catalogue. Their books for 
boys, all finely illustrated twelvemos, are “The 
Boy Fishermen,” by Frank E. Kellogg, chron¬ 
icling the daring and amusing happenings of 
several youthful Izaak Waltons, “The Cabin 
in the Big Woods,” by James Ball Naylor, 
an experiment in healthful living near to 
nature’s heart, “A Gallant Grenadier,” by 
Captain F. S. Brereton, a rival of the lamented 
Henty, who spins a most “taking” and in¬ 
forming story of the Crimean War, “Zanzibar 


Tales,” by George W. Bateman, embracing 
stories of animal life on the order of “Brer 
Rabbit,” being, in fact, folk-lore gathered in 
/Zanzibar, and “Captives Three,” by James A. 
Braden, well known and liked through former 
stories of American life and history, entitled 
“Connecticut Boys in the Western Reserve,” 
and “Far Past the Frontier.” Three little 
maids are the heroines of “A Picnic on a Pyr¬ 
amid,” by Marion V. Loud. Their humdrum 
life on a farm is interrupted one day by the 
arrival of the fairy Imagination in her magic 
flying automobile. She invites them to a 

picnic, which has its scene in Egypt on the 
Great Pyramids. From here they dash 

through the air to Constantinople and again 
to the Madeira Islands. The charming chat¬ 
ter of the girls illumines many mirthful epi¬ 
sodes, which are cleverly interpreted by the 
author’s sketches. A sequel to “The Wonder¬ 
ful Electric Elephant” of last year is Frances 
Trego Montgomery’s “On a Lark to the 
Planets,” illustrated in colors by Winifred 
D. Elrod. The “Elephant” is again the vehicle 
of the old merry party in their flight to the 
planets. Jupiter, Saturn, Mercury, Neptune 
are among the “other worlds than ours” that 
are invaded. The wonders that their eyes 
behold are past words to describe. We can 
only advise a perusal of the handsome quarto, 
which, aside from its entertaining quality, 
is full of “real” astronomical facts. The 
troubles of an unhappy little girl brought up 
by a mother who has a pet theory of educa¬ 
tion are delineated in “Little Dame Trot.” 
Every one who can remember her own school 
days will sympathize with the 
child sent to school in odd clothes, 
to become the butt of her un¬ 
thinking playmates. The author 
is Mary Agnes Byrne, author of 
“Little Woman in the Spout,” and 
the illustrator Bertha L. Corbett, 
originator of the “Sunbonnet Ba¬ 
bies.” “Billy Whiskers, Jr.,” is 
the latest addition to “The Billy 
Whiskers Series,” by Frances Tre¬ 
go Montgomery. The book com¬ 
mends itself to every child, both 
by its brilliant pictures in colors 
by W. H. Fry, and even more 
comical antics of the pet goat, 
than any that went before. The 
series embraces, besides this book, 
“Billy Whiskers” and “Billy 
Whiskers’ Kids,” each or all of¬ 
fering an unfailing source of joy 
to big or little of the household. 
What can be more acceptable to a 
child than a “paint book” accom¬ 
panied by a box of paints and a 
good brush with which it may 
daub away at its own sweet will? 
Such is to be found in “The Bird 
Paint Book,” by William A. Sel- 
den, pictures in outlines of our 
common birds, to be colored ac¬ 
cording to descriptions given. The 
Kindergarten Series is a collection 
of short stories and poems in 
three volumes, entitled “Little 
Lads,” “Little Lassies” and 
“H o m e and School Stories.”

Saalfield’s muslin books 
belong to a class al¬ 
ways sought for. They 
are simple little books 
with bold pictures for 
the nursery. As the 
publishers say, “They 
may be washed and the 
colors will not run; the 
baby can chew them, 
and haye lots of fun.” 

Charles Scribner's 
Sons have in Eugene 
Field’s “Poems of 
Childhood” a sumptu¬ 
ous volume, rich in col¬ 
or and exquisite in de¬ 
sign. The book of all 
others seemingly for the 
holiday season. Max- 
field Parrish has con¬ 
tributed to its adorn¬ 
ment eight full-page il¬ 
lustrations in colors, 
showing the artist in 
his most varied moods, 
together with designs 
for the cover, the title 
page and the lining pa¬ 
per, also reproduced in 
colors. The text of 
“Poems of Childhood” 
consists of all the 
poems in the two vol¬ 
umes “With Trumpet 
and Drum” and “Love 
Songs of Childhood,” 
with two or three other 
poems from other 
books of Mr. Field’s. 

Eugene Field long ago 
endeared himself to the 
imaginative children of 
the nursery as well as to mamma and papa 
—to have him now in this shape interpreted 
in tender or grotesque or humorous mood 
by the facile pencil of Maxfield Parrish is 
a joy indeed. Newly illustrated and enlarged 
comes another famous collection of poems for 
the little ones—“Rhymes and Jingles,” by 
Mary Mapes Dodge. Miss Sarah S. Stillwell, 
who is. responsible for the new designs, is de¬ 
lightfully in harmony with the fanciful text. 
Ar. unlooked for pleasure meets us in a new 
Henty book—the last of the celebrated Henty 
books ever to be published. It was finished 
just before Mr. Henty’s death and is known 
as “By Conduct and Courage” and is a story 
of the days of Admiral Nelson. Moorish 
pirates play a large part in it, and there are 
other rattling adventures, all having for their 
central figure a young Yorkshire boy who 
enters the English navy as a ship’s boy and 


quickly^becomes midshipman and later cap¬ 
tain of a small cutter. “Sea Wolves of Seven 
Shores,” by Jessie Peabody Frothingham, also 
rejoices in pirates from Red Beard to the 
Corsair King and will bring delight to the 
heart of every boy who is fortunate enough 
to secure it. It is in a large measure his¬ 
torical, the author however making the most 
of a good story. “Sea Fighters from Drake 
to Farragut,” Miss Frothingham’s successful 
book of last year, gives one a fine idea of what 
to expect in this new work. The American 
boy is to the fore in two other volumes, 
namely, “A Midshipman in the Pacific” and 
“Boys of St. Timothy’^s.” The first book, by 
Cyrus T. Brady, is an addition to Boys of the 
Service Series. Life on the whalers and on 
the United States war-ships of a hundred 
years ago is graphically portrayed in “A Mid¬ 
shipman in the Pacific,” the story following

the fortunes of an American boy, a midship¬ 
man on the Essex, who is kidnapped in New 
York harbor by a British whaling ship and 
carried to the south Pacific, where his life 
is full of dash and excitement. The second 
book, “Boys of St. Timothy’s,” by Arthur 
Stanwood Pier, revels in athletic games, and 
in bright, manly, kindhearted American boys. 
Clark Harding, the principal character, is the 
worthy American cousin of Tom Brown— 
St. Timothy’s is the worthy American peer 
of Rugby and Eton. “Handicraft and Recre¬ 
ation for Girls” is a new work by Lena and 
Adelia B. Beard, so well known as writers on 
girls’ sports. They report within the covers 
of a charmingly made book no end of orig¬ 
inal ways for the amusement of summer days 
and winter evenings. Seven hundred text 
and full-page drawings elucidate the reading 
matter in the most informing way. No more 
charming book for girls could be desired. 


Frederick A. Stokes Company may always 
be depended upon for holiday books to satisfy 
the longing of the most blase twentieth cen¬ 
tury youngster. Some years ago two “Jack” 
bocks were written by George Bird Grinnell, 
recounting the experiences of Jack on a ranch 
and among the Indians; and now we have the 
further adventures of that young man in the 
Rockies, and we can assure readers that his 
life there was by no means placid. “Snow- 


land Folk” is also in a way a continuation of 
earlier books about and by the Peary “Snow 
Baby ; ” and uniform with them. This is a 
collection of “for-true” stories told to “The 
Snow Baby” by her father. Commander Rob¬ 
ert E. Peary, about the Arctic children, the 
polar bears and the wonderful Eskimo dogs, 
all of which is illustrated by actual photo¬ 
graphs. Tt is hard to realize nowadays when 
juvenile books are so important a feature in 
the publishing business, that there could have 
been a time when books were written and 
published primarily for children; but such 
was the case, only a hundred years ago when 
the first successful child’s book in verse was 
written by Ann and Jane Taylor and Adelaide 
O’Keeffe and published in England. These 
“Original Poems” are now reprinted, edited 
by E.'V. Lucas and illustrated by F. D. Bed 
ford, and are certainly a quaint and entertain¬ 
ing addition to a child’s library. Another 
classic appears in new holiday dress, re-intro¬ 
duced by Arthur Dobson and Pictures by 
Hugh Thomson, viz., “Tales from Maria 
Edgeworth.” Then there is for fairy lovers a 
rich collection never befdre translated from 
the French of “Dumas’ Fairy Tales,” and also 
a re-telling of stories from Chaucer, entitled 
“The Canterbury Pilgrim,” both books having 
exceptionally artistic illustrations. What child 
does not know Mr. Burgess’s only and orig¬ 
inal race of Goops? Then by all means let 
him secure, by fair means or foul, “Goop 
Tales,” wherein the characteristics of the 
Goop tribe have been individualized in fifty- 
two separate persons—an alphabet of boys 
and one of girls, each one of the number hav¬ 
ing one special fault suggested by the name, 
as Dowanto, Fibius, etc., each having his or 
her distinguishing costume. “Buster Brown” 
has became almost a national institution. Llis 
creator, R. F. Outcault, this year gives him 
the benefit of foreign travel, opening up new 
possibilities of mischief and fun, all truth¬ 
fully and laughably chronicled. And there 
is also “Buster Brown, His Dog Tige, and 
Their Troubles,” bound in boards and repro¬ 
duced in bright colors. “The Young Folks’ 
Birthday Book” with nursery rhymes illus¬ 
trated by Cecil Alden, will please any child; 
to whom it will be good news also that there 
are four new volumes in the Little One’s Li¬ 
brary and three new ones in the Dumpy Ser¬ 
ies. " Books in which picture. and reading 
matter are tastefully combined include 
“Mammy’s Li’l Chilluns,” by Clara A. Wil¬ 
liams, portraying “coon” babies; “As They 
Were and As They Should Have Been,” by 
Olga Morgan, showing in double columns 
how a boy and a girl should and should not 
behave; “Pets,” by Alice C. Haines, accom¬ 
panied by original water-color reproductions 
by Louis Rhead; “The Book of the Dog,” 
by Elizabeth F. Bonsall. stories and pictures 
depicting our canine friends; and another 
“Foxy Grandpa” book, this time “Up-to- 
Date,” by the inimitable “Bunny.” 

Frederick Warnk & Company as usual may 
be relied upon for an alluring array of Christ¬ 
mas books showing both originality and real 
artistic taste. They are designed for the 
very young whose eyes are bigger than their 
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“thinks” and who above all else must be kept 
happy. “Tom Catapus and Potiphar: A Tale 
of Ancient Egypt,” is a little gem of a book, 
telling in amusing verses how Tom Catapus, 
the cat, went a-fishing with Potiphar and how 
the cat and a crocodile came in contact with 
alarming results for Catapus, who was, how¬ 
ever, later avenged. Lily Schofield’s illustra¬ 
tions are both pretty and unique, each repre¬ 
senting an Egyptian scene in hieroglyphical 
style done in color, while the pages of verses 
are bordered by tinted designs. “Nobody 
Knows” is Mother Goose up-to-date wherein 
the familiar old jingles are accompanied by 
the funniest of colored pictures, by Madeline 
Hall, with birds and animals as the characters 
of the rhymes. In “Johnny Crow’s Garden,” 
L. Leslie Brooke has portrayed a menagerie 
of wonderful animals who come to visit 
Johnny Crow in his garden. The same 
artist is responsible for the numerous draw¬ 
ings to be found in Andrew Lang’s “The Nur¬ 
sery Rhyme Book”—that storehouse of chil¬ 
dren’s poetry. That there are two more of 
Beatrix Potter’s “Peter Rabbit Books” is wel¬ 
come news, for these dainty little stories with 
their lovely pictures have became favorites 
with the babies and their mothers. The fur¬ 
ther adventures of that inquisitive rabbit in 
a garden are given in “Benjamin Bunny,” and 
“The Tale of Two Bad Mice” tells its own 
sad story. Warne’s popular untearable and 
indestructible series of picture books receive 
new additions this. year. “A Step into Fairy 


Land,” an Imperial Toy Book , gives scenes 
from the dear old nursery tales like “Puss in 
Boots,” with accompanying rhymes, while 
“Farmyard Friends,” both in paper and un¬ 
tearable linen, is another Columbia Toy Book. 
“My Present for You,” being made up of sim¬ 
ple objects to color, which later may be cut 
out and pasted together to make a match safe, 
a candle shade or some other present for the 
family, and “The Pillar Box,” containing col¬ 
ored post-cards, repeated in outline for paint¬ 
ing and all ready to be mailed. 

A. Wessels Company have been so pleased 
with the reception of the first two volumes 
of “Famous Battles of the Nineteenth Cen¬ 
tury” that they announce with a certainty 
of welcome the concluding volumes of the 
series. Last year’s volumes covered the bat¬ 
tles from 1801-1815 and from 1861-1871; there¬ 
fore, to round out the century, the periods 
from 1815 to 1861, and from 1871-1900 are 
taken up in these last two books. Charles 
Welsh is still the able editor of the work, and 
tax is again laid upon the stirring records of 
Archibald Forbes, G. A. Henty and many 
others. By all means complete the series by 
securing these new volumes for your history- 
loving boy; or you can purchase the four 
volumes boxed together. The Dollar Juvenile 
Quartos is a new and most attractive series, 
including already three titles. For little chil¬ 
dren there is Bolton Hall’s “Monkey Shines,” 
a collection of stories which in magazine form

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have proved diverting; then there are the 
ever-welcome “Alice in Wonderland and 
Through the Looking Glass,” with Blanche 
McManus’s clever illustrations in color, and 
“The True Mother Goose,” without abridg¬ 
ment or any “modern improvements” in text, 
both edited and pictured by Blanche Mc¬ 
Manus. These nursery classics could not 
appear in better guise at so moderate a price. 

W. A. Wilde & Company’s “Stepping 
Stones of American History” will be a valu¬ 
able addition to the growing library of the 
young student and book-lover. Its aim is to 
present in a clear and concise manner the 
salient points in early American history. As 
the result of consultation with eminent educa¬ 
tors fourteen subjects were selected as best 
representing the most important steps in our 
early development, and their different his¬ 
torians and statesmen were requested to con¬ 
tribute papers on these several subjects. For 
instance, there is a chapter on The Dutch in 
New Amsterdam, by William E. Griffis; an¬ 
other on The Colonists and Indians by Reu¬ 
ben G. Thwaites; one on The Quaker Move¬ 
ment in America, by Everett T. Tomlinson; 
and one on Samuel Adams and the Sons of 
Liberty, by the Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, 
each chapter being the work of a specialist 
and recognized authority, who writes enter¬ 
tainingly as well as instructively. The book 
is richly illustrated with full-page pictures 
by Frank O. Small, whose artistic skill is 
quite above the average, and both paper and 
binding are excellent. All in all it is a dis¬ 
tinctly “worth while” compilation. Dr. Tom¬ 
linson’s name figures again on this list as the 
creator of a story of stirring times, sure to 
please the boys, as did its predecessor in The 
Revolutionary Senes. “The Fort in the For¬ 
est” tells of the heroic defence and final cap¬ 
ture of Fort William Henry on Lake George 
in 1775. Those were days when the French 
joined forces with the red men to prey upon 
the Dutch and English colonists, and when 
young men of twenty years’ old, like Peter 
Van de Bogert, the author’s hero, had full 


chance to prove their courage. “A Courier 
of Empire,” by John H. Whitson, takes up 
another phase of American deveffipment— 
the settlement of the Far West. Marcus 
Whitman was a brave man and a far-seeing 
one when he travelled in dead of winter across 
the Rockies in order to place before the 
American Congress the great value to the 
United States of the far away Oregon Terri¬ 
tory. This famous journey, with subsequent 
events down to the time of the Whitman 
massacre, forms the groundwork of this cap¬ 
ital story. Historical tales for girls, supposed¬ 
ly less attracted than their brothers by ac¬ 
counts of hairbreadth escapes, have been 
made ready by Amy E. Blanchard and Eva 
Madden. In “Bonny Lesley of the Border,” 
the second volume in The Pioneer Series. 
Miss Blanchard tells of pioneer life in early 
days when Michigan was the Far West. Wo¬ 
men, young and old, played an important part 
in frontier life, and like “Bonny Lesley” en¬ 
dured and ventured much. Miss Madden’s 
“The Soldiers of the Duke” casts a pleasing- 
glamour over the life of the young princes 
in England, having as its hero Prince Wil¬ 
liam, the liftle Duke of Gloucester, who seems 
to have been very much of an every-day boy, 
even though he was in direct succession to 
the throne. Girls in their teens will thorough¬ 
ly enjoy Nina Rhoades’s “Ruth Campbell’s 
Experiment,” inasmuch as it is the history of 
another girl who, returning from eight years’ 
experience in a western boarding school, is 
told by her crusty old uncle that he has done 
all he means to do for her in giving her an 
education, and that thereafter she must sup¬ 
port herself. And she has a mighty hard 
time of it, although all comes right in the 
end—as it should in books and life. A simple 
but interesting story is “On Hyacinth Hill,” 
bv Mary F. Leonard, with two children who 
came to visit their cousin and make friends 
with the little mistress of Hyacinth Hill and 
her invalid brother, as the principal characters. 
And Mary H. Wade’s “Ten Little Indians” 
gives a great deal of information concerning 
the ten oldest tribes of American Indians.
